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Any  suggestions  as  to  the  program  of  entertainment  will  be 
welcomed  by  the  chairman  of  that  committee. 

No  place  has  been  selected  for  the  next  annual  meeting 
but  due  notice  will  be  given  later. 
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The  President 


Eugene  W.  Hodson,  .who  was  elected  President 
of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  July  9th  to  13th,  1917,  at  Ocean 
City,  Maryland,  was  born  in  Dorchester  County 
near  Vienna  at  “  Maidins  Forest,”  the  ancestral 
plantation  of  his  father,  Dr.  Eugene  Hodson.  The 
old  plantation  was  originally  settled  by  John  Hodson 
in  1649,  fully  shown  by  the  deeds  recorded  and 
Colonial  Patents. 

“The  John  Hodson  Society”  records  contain 
many  substantial  references  showing  that  John 
Hodson  owned  many  tracts  of  land  situated  below 
Cambridge,  in  as  much  as,  “The  Choptank”  as 
mentioned  in  early  official  documents  as  “The 
John  Hodson  River”  and  later  “The  Hodson  River,” 
these  authenticated  documents  antidate  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

Mr.  Hodson’s  Academic  Education  was  acquired 
at  the  Vienna  Academy,  studying  Pharmacy  for  four 
years  in  the  Country.  In  May,  1891,  he  came  to 
Baltimore  and  attended  lectures  at  the  Maryland 
College  of  Pharmacy,  now  a  part  of  the  University 
of  Maryland,  graduating  in  the  class  of  1893. 

Early  in  the  summer  of  1901,  he  went  as  a  clerk 
with  Messrs.  Thomas  &  Thompson,  which  position 
he  held  until  1906,  when  he  became  Vice  President 
of  the  Thomas  &  Thompson  Co. 


He  was  for  many  years  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association,  University  of  Maryland,  also 
it's  President  for  one  year  representing  Pharmacy. 
He  is  a  member  of  all  the  clubs  and  associations  that 
have  the  good  of  the  Drug  Trade  at  heart. 

In  this  enlarged  field  and  sphere  of  Civic  use¬ 
fulness,  his  Church,  Fraternal,  and  other  affiliations, 
easily  entitle  him  to  be  ranked  as  one  of  Baltimore’s 
progressive  men,  and  the  persistent  congratulations 
tendered  upon  his  recent  election  above  noted, 
accentuate  the  public  and  private  esteem  accorded 
to  him. 


First  Session 


Ocean  City,  Md.,  July  10,  1917, 

10.15  A.  M. 

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  will 
please  come  to  order.  I  am  certainly  glad  to  see  you  gentle¬ 
men  here;  it  looks  like  we  were  going  to  have  a  good  meeting. 
The  first  thing  on  the  program  is  the  reception  of  delegates. 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  President,  I  have  a  letter  from 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  saying  that  the  following 
gentlemen:  Mr..  H.  J.  Mentzer  of  Blue  Ridge  Summit,  Mr. 
Clarence  Croft  of  Waynesboro,  Mr.  Wilbur  F.  Horn  of  Carlisle 
and  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Henry  of  Philadelphia  have  been  appointed 
delegates  to  attend  this  meeting,  and  I  believe  Mr.  Henry  is 
here. 


PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  Mr.  Henry  will  address  us. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association:  I 
can  assure  you  it  gives  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  be 
with  you  this  morning  as  a  delegate  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  bring  to  you  the  greetings 
and  the  good  wishes  of  the  Pennsylvania  organization,  which 
recently  held  its  annual  meeting  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh. 
We  had  a  very  fair  sized  convention,  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest  displayed  in  the  work.  I  am  sure  those  of  you  who 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  appreciate  the 
fact  that  their  meetings  are  wrell  attended. 
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The  entertainment  features  for  the  ladies  are  especially 
attractive — at  least  so  they  tell  me,  I  have  never  had  the 
pleasure  of  attending  any  of  them — but  I  know  the  ladies 
always  have  a  good  time.  I  am  glad,  indeed  to  see  so  many 
of  your  ladies  here.  I  believe  that  the  various  State  associa¬ 
tions  have  increased  in  interest  and  in  attendance  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  they  have  taken  the  ladies  with  them  upon  these 
convention  trips  and  gotten  them  interested  in  the  work, 
and  they  have  become  more  closely  associated  and  better 
acquainted. 

On  behalf  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  trust  that  your  meeting  here 
will  be  interesting,  instructive  and  profitable  to  you  all,  and 
I  trust  that  some  day  in  the  not  very  distant  future  we  may 
have  the  pleasure  of  having  a  fraternal  visit  from  your 
Association. 

As  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  many  State  asso¬ 
ciation  meetings,  and  in  view  of  my  activities  in  connection 
with  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  I  am 
becoming  more  and  more  impressed,  not  only  with  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  good  work  that  the  national  bodies  are  doing  for 
organized  pharmacy,  but  also  with  the  importance  of  the  work 
started  and  carried  on  by  the  individual  State  organizations. 
I  believe  if  we  could  get  the  pharmacists  of  the  country  thor¬ 
oughly  aroused,  deeply  interested  in  their  own  State  work, 
so  that  they  take  hold  and  do  the  work  that  falls  to  their 
hands  to  do  in  their  own  immediate  State,  that  many  of  the 
problems  with  which  we,  the  National  officers,  have  had  to 
deal,  would  be  solved.  We  need  thorough  organization 
upon  the  part  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  States,  and  we  need 
a  thorough  co-operation  of  the  various  State  organizations 
with  each  other,  and  then  we  need  your  co-operation  with  us, 
the  National  organization,  to  carry  on  the  work;  and  I  presume 
all  who  are  in  this  room  now  are  aware  of  some  of  the  problems 
with  which  the  national  bodies  have  had  to  deal  in  times 
gone  by  and  with  which  we  are  dealing  at  present. 
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I  don’t  propose  to  take  up  much  of  your  time,  but  I 
do  want  to  briefly  refer  to  some  of  the  work  that  we  are 
endeavoring  to  do,  which  I  feel,  to  a  certain  extent,  has  been 
successful. 

I  presume  that  you  are  all  interested  in  a  matter  which 
has  for  the  present  appeared  to  have  been  somewhat  overcast 
that  is  the  matter  of  price  maintenance. 

Price  maintenance  was  the  battle  cry  of  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  for  many  years.  I  want 
to  say  that  our  interest  in  it  has  not  lagged  in  the  slightest. 
We  are  still  in  the  battle  and  we  propose  and  expect  to  win. 
I  believe  that  we  are  nearer  the  solution  of  the  price  demorali¬ 
zation  problem  at  the  present  moment  than  we  have  ever 
been  before.  1  feel  that  I  can  speak  with  some  authority 
because  of  my  very  great  activity  in  Washington  and  my 
knowledge  of  the  conditions  there.  I  feel  that  I  can  speak 
with  authority  when  I  say  that  I  think  the  representatives 
from  the  various  States  in  Congress  are  more  kindly  disposed 
toward  a  price  making  proposition  today  than  they  have 
ever  been.  And  I  believe  they  are  seeing  the  necessity  for 
legislation  which  will  conserve  and  preserve  the  business 
interests,  that  is,  small  business  interests,  of  the  country; 
and  that  in  the  not  very  distant  future  we  will  have  on  the 
statute  books  of  the  United  States,  not  the  Stevens  Bill,  if 
you  please,  but  the  Stevens  Bill  in  principle.  We  will  have 
an  Act  which  will  overcome  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties 
with  which  retail  pharmacists  have  had  to  deal  for,  at 
least,  during  our  generation. 

Another  thing  that  is  of  interest  to  you,  no  doubt,  and 
which  is  very  proper  we  should  refer  to  at  this  time,  is  the 
matter  of  patent  laws  reform.  I  believe  the  moment  ripe  for 
action  on  the  patent  laws  of  the  country  so  that  we  will 
not  be  subject  to — and  when  I  say  “we”  I  speak  in  the  broad 
sense,  I  don’t  mean  we  as  pharmacists,  but  we  as  the  people 
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of  the  United  States,  the  consuming  public,  if  you  please — 
will  not  be  subject  to  the  hardship  and  the  unnecessary  burden 
that  has  been  imposed  upon  us  because  of  the  inequalities 
in  our  patent  law  regulation.  The  present  war  has  opened 
a  way  for  us  to  secure  a  reform  in  that  particular,  and  I 
sincerely  trust,  Mr.  President,  before  you  adjourn,  that 
you  will  adopt  resolutions  calling  upon  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  remedy  this  evil.  I  believe  you  will,  and 
I  sincerely  trust  you  will.  I  want  to  say  that  any  resolution 
of  this  character  adopted  by  the  State  organizations  will  be 
wonderfully  helpful  to  us  in  our  endeavor  to  secure  this  reform. 

Another  matter  which  is  of  vital  interest  to  you  all,  I 
am  sure,  is  the  matter  of  the  present  revenue  bill  before 
Congress.  I  presume  most  of  you  are  worried  particularly 
about  the  excess  profits  and  the  income  tax  (laughter)  and 
those  things.  There  are  some  matters  of  minor  importance, 
minor,  perhaps,  to  you,  and  more  important  to  some  of  we 
poorer  individuals  who  have  not  to  worry  about  the  excess 
profits  and  income  tax,  but  who  do  have  to  worry  about  the 
every  day  facts  of  business.  » 

I  just  want  to  take  a  moment  of  your  time  to  call  your 
attention  to  some  of  the  provisions  in  the  bill  which  do,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  affect  you,  and  which,  I  think,  we  can,  in 
justice  to  ourselves,  take  credit  for  having  a  hand  in  the  writ¬ 
ing  thereof.  In  the  first  place  you  all  know,  I  presume,  that 
the  bill  proposed  an  additional  tax  on  distilled  spirits,  raising 
the  tax  from  $1.10  to  $2.20.  You  know  what  that  means 
upon  alcohol,  as  you  use  it  in  your  business.  Unless  one  has 
a  pencil  and  paper  and  very  carefully  calculates,  we  might 
make  a  mistake  as  to  the  tax  upon  the  wine  gallon  of  alcohol. 
At  any  rate  you  can  roughly  estimate  it  at  about  $4.09  per 
gallon. 

The  Legislative  Committee  of  the  National  Association 
of  Retail  Druggists  filed  a  protest  and  a  brief  covering  this, 
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setting  forth  the  reason  why  this  additional  tax  should  not 
apply  for  medicinal,  scientific  and  mechanical  purposes. 
We  did  not  anticipate  at  that  time,  but  as  the  revenue  bill 
was  considered  by  the  Senate  other  propositions  arose  which 
are  even  more  serious  in  their  character  than  the  additional 
tax  upon  alcohol. 

One  of  those  is  the  imposition  of  the  tax  of  $60  per 
thousand  pounds  upon  all  grain  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
distilled  spirits.  There  was  no  provision  for  its  exemption 
when  the  distilled  spirits  are  used  for  medicinal  purposes, 
and  I  suppose  it  may  seem  strange  to  you  men  when  I  say 
that  the  Senators,  who  were  very  cordial,  really  listened  to 
us  very  attentively  and  kindly,  seemed  to  feel  there  was  no 
necessity  for  the  use  of  so  much  alcohol  in  medicine,  and  we 
could  very  well  afford  this-  additional  tax,  in  fact,  we  could 
very  well  afford  to  get  along  without  it  if  the  Government 
saw  fit  to  levy  a  prohibitory  tax. 

However,  after  considerable  argument  and  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  facts  we  got  the  Senate  to  agree  to  exempt 
distilled  spirits  from  this  tax  on  the  grain  used  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  when  it  is  to  be  used  for  scientific  and  mechanical 
purposes.  I  think  in  doing  that  we  have  accomplished 
something  for  the  pharmaceutical  interests  of  the  United 
States  which  is  well  worth  while,  and  it  would  be  impossible 
for  me  to  even  give  you  an  idea,  in  the  few  words  I  have  to 
say  upon  the  subject,  of  the  immense  amount  of. labor  neces¬ 
sary — interviewing  the  various  men  on  the  committee,  and 
heart  to  heart  talks  in  order  to  convince  them  it  was  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  drug  business  that  we  have 
alcohol.  I  presume  that  the  lack  of  information,  or  the  wrong 
information  they  have  upon  this  subject  is  probably  due  to 
those  very  well  intentioned  but  misguided  friends  of  ours  who 
believe  prohibition  is  the  only  salvation  for  the  American 
people,  and  that  prohibition  must  be  absolute,  thereby  elimi¬ 
nating  the  use  of  alcohol  and  distilled  spirits  in  every  walk 
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of  life.  Personally  as  I  said  to  the  Committee,  I  don’t  care 
how  much  they  prohibit  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  as  a 
beverage,  but  I  do  care,  and  I  have  a  right  to  demand  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  that  they  provide  for  me  as  a 
pharmacist  in  the  United  States  for  the  conduct  of  my  business 
along  legitimate  lines.  1  don’t  believe  there  is  a  man  in  this 
room  who  thinks  for  a  moment  we  can  get  along  without 
alcohol  in  the  conduct  of  the  drug  business.  I  think  that 
plea  had  its  effect  upon  Congress  and  the  members  of  the 
Financial  Committee  of  the  Senate,  at  least,  and  we  secured 
the  exemption  asked  for. 

By  the  way,  it  may  be  that  some  of  you  do  not  know  the 
additional  tax  of  31-10  upon  distilled  spirits  will  not  apply 
to  stock  on  hand  in  less  quantities  than  50  gallons. 
It  does  apply  to  all  stock  on  hand  in  excess  of  59  gallons. 
Were  you  all  aware  of  that  fact? 

Mr.  JOHN  B.  THOMAS:  No,  I  was  not.  That  is  a 
very  important  thing. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  In  other  words,  any  retailer 
who  has  in  stock  25  gallons  of  alcohol  will  not  have  to  pay  the 
additional  tax  on  distilled  spirits  when  this  law  becomes 
operative;  but  if  his  stock  is  in  excess  of  50  gallons,  then  he 
will  be  subject  to  the  additional  tax,  which  is  the 'same  as  the 
distiller  and  the  wholesale  dealer.  That,  I  think,  is  another 
point  that  w'e  won  for  the  small  man  in  the  drug  business,  like 
myself,  and  I  think  we  gained  something  for  ourselves  when 
we  secured  that. 

Mr.  JOHN  B.  THOMAS:  Pardon  me,  isn’t  a  barrel 
under  50  gallons? 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  A  barrel  is  usually  about 
50 — 48  to  52,  but  that  is  not  proof.  If  a  man  had  a  barrel 
of  alcohol  he  would  have  to  pay  an  additional  tax. 
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Mr.  THOMAS:  If  he  had  a  barrel  of  whiskey  it  would 
not  be  so  bad? 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C  HENRY:  No;  whiskey,  when  it 
comes  out  of  bond  is  alcohol  proof;  something  in  excess  if 
your  dealer  does  not  reduce  it,  which  he  sometimes  does. 
The  .same  rule  applies  to  the  stock  on  hand  of  cigars  and  cig¬ 
arettes:  all  in  excess  of  20,000  cigars  or  cigarettes,  is  subject 
to  the  additional  tax;  stocks  in  quantities  of  less  than  20,000 
are  not  subject  to  the  additional  tax.  That  is,  as  the  bill 
stands  at  present. 

Mr.  FOUCH:  Do  you  pay  a  tax  on  the  quantitv  in 
excess  of  20,000,  or  do  you  pay  a  tax  on  all  the  stock  you  have, 
if  it  is  in  excess? 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  My  understanding  of  the 
way  it  is  written  in  the  law  would  make  it  necessary,  if  you 
have  a  stock  on  hand  in  excess  of  20,000,  that  you  have  to 
pay  upon  your  entire  stock;  it  requires  you  to  make  vour 
returns  and  pay  the  tax  thereon. 

Mr.  SOHL:  That  has  passed  the  House  but  has  not 
passed  the  Senate  yet. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  No,  but  the  Senate  amended 
it. 

Mr.  SOHL:  They  reduced  it,  it  is  very  small. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  They  have  amended  it  so 
many  times;  this  copy  I  hold  is  dated  July  3rd,  this  is  the 
last  revision,  and  I  received  it  on  Saturday. 

Mr.  SOHL:  The  House  Bill  exempted  all  stocks  under 

20,000. 

Mr.  CHARLES  MEYER :  On  each  or  both  ? 

Mr.  SOHL:  Yes,  they  exempted  a  stock  to  the  extent 
of  20,000  each,  on  cigars  and  cigarettes. 
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Mr.  MEYER:  Not  on  20,000,  together. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  I  would  take  it  from  the 
wording  of  the  law  that  would  apply  separately  to  cigars  and 
cigarettes.  If  your  cigar  stock  does  not  exceed  20,000,  it  is 
not  subject  to  the  tax,  and  the  case  is  the  same  with  your 
stock  of  cigarettes. 

One  feature  of  the  Revenue  Bill  over  which  we  fought 
more  than  anything  else  is  the  matter  of  taxes  on  medicines, 
with  which  you  are  no  doubt  familiar.  The  first  proposition 
was  to  restore  the  old  stamp  tax,  which  was  so  burdensome 
and  annoying  to  us  all.  We  fought  that  with  the  committee 
in  the  House.  They  finally  agreed  to  eliminate  the  stamp 
tax  provision  and  put  a  flat  tax  on.  When  the  bill  was 
presented  to  the  House  it  carried  with  it  a  5  per  cent,  tax 
upon  manufactures.  Immediately  the  manufacturing  and  the 
wholesale  interests  became  alarmed  and  they  came  to  us — 
I  want  to  state  this  for  a  purpose,  I  will  reveal  my  purpose 
later — -the  manufacturing  and  wholesale  interests  came  to 
us  in  great  alarm  and  indicated  their  dissatisfaction  with  the 
revenue  bill  in  that  form.  We  conferred  with  them,  and 
after  due  deliberation  we  decided  to  join  with  them  in  asking 
for  the  adoption  of  the  Canada  form,  which  provides  for  the 
affixing  of  the  stamp  and  the  cancellation  of  the  stamp  at 
the  time  of  the  sale.  That,  of  course,  relieved  the  manu¬ 
facturer  and  the  wholesaler  from  all  responsibility.  That 
proposition  was  not  agreeable  to  the  Senate  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  they  rejected  it  at  once,  and  then  immediately 
arose  the  5  per  cent,  tax  upon  the  package.  And  again  we 
joined  with  the  manufacturing  interests  in  asking  a  reduction 
of  that  tax  and  we  were  successful  so  far  in  that  the  bill,  as 
now  prepared,  requires  a  2  per  cent,  tax  on  the  package. 

Now  that,  in  my  judgment,  is  a  fair  tax.  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  manufacturing  interests  should  complain. 
It  is  not  a  burdensome  tax  and  relieves  the  wholesale  and

retail  trade  of  all  obligation  and  great  annoyance  more  than 
anything  else.  It  is  not  the  actual  amount  of  money  involved 
but  the  annoyance  and  responsibility  in  seeing  that  your 
packages  are  all  properly  stamped  and  the  stamps  cancelled 
before  the  goods  are  sold. 

Therefore  I  feel  that  in  these  matters,  as  they  stand 
at  present,  all  interests  should  be  satisfied,  and  this  merely 
shows  you  in  a  way  just  what  can  be  done  by  the  co-operation 
of  various  interests.  It  also  indicates  to  you  how  necessary 
it  is  that  we  as  retailers  and  as  wholesalers  and  as  manufac¬ 
turing  pharmacists  should  all  work  together  in  unison,  just 
as  we  do  in  our  State  Associations;  that  work  should  be 
carried  on  along  that  same  line  throughout  all  of  the  activities 
in  pharmaceutical  service. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  As  I  understand  it  the  manufacturers 
are  to  assume  that  expense  of  2  per  cent.? 

Mt.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Not  the  wholesaler  or  the  retailer? 

Air.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  No,  sir.  Of  course  there 
is  nothing  in  this  law  to  prevent  the  manufacturer  from  raising 
the  price.  He  may  have  to  do  that  any  way  on  account  of 
the  cost  of  the  packages  and  the  labor. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  But  that  was  the  understanding,  that 
the  manufacturer  should  assume  the  expense? 

Air.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  The  particular  tax  must 
be  borne  by  the  manufacturer.  That  is  the  understanding, 
and  I  think  that  that  is  the  place  where  it  should  be  placed 
in  all  fairness  and  justice  to  all  concerned,  because  he  can 
simply  make  a  monthly  report  of  the  output  and  pay  the 
Government  the  2  per  cent,  tax  on  that.  That  is  not  burden¬ 
some  from  a  work  standpoint,  and  surely  not  from  a  financial 
standpoint. 
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PRESIDENT:  I  received  a  letter  from  Chester,  Kent 
&  Company  of  Boston,  the  manufacturers  of  Vinol,  in  which 
they  said  that  instead  of  having  druggists  alone  bear  a  tax 
they  suggested  that  all  manufactured  products  be  taxed  one 
per  cent.,  which  would  produce  sufficient  revenue  to  more  than 
do  what  they  proposed  in  securing  this  tax  from  the  druggists. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  I  might  say  in  reply  that 
we  had  that  proposition  put  up  to  us  also.  Legislative 
experience  has  taught  me  the  unwisdom  of  suggesting  anything 
new  to  the  members  of  committees.  I  very  much  fear  if  we 
should  make  such  a  suggestion  to  the  members  of  Congress 
it  might  meet  with  favor,  but  they  might  probably  put  2% 
or  a  larger  tax  on  all  manufactures  than  that  now  imposed 
on  us,  and  other  interests  would  be  affected  to  that  extent. 
Congress  has  looked  around  very  carefully  and  thoroughly, 
surely,  and  I  think  they  have  secured  sufficient  avenues  of 
revenue,  and  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  suggesting  to  them  that 
there  are  other  avenues  which  they  might  follow  also. 

Is  there  anything  further  in  connection  with  the  Revenue 

Bill? 


Mr.  FOUCH:  What  is  the  tax  on  cigars  and  cigarettes? 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  Just  a  moment.  (Referr¬ 
ing  to  book  in  his  hand.)  Each  one  of  those  bills  is  prepared 
afresh  and  the  old  portions  stricken  out  must  be  incorporated 
and  lined  out,  which  makes  a  great  deal  of  ground  to  go  over. 

(Reading)  “On  cigars  of  all  descriptions  made  of 
tobacco  or  any  substitute  therefor  weighing  not  more  than 
3  pounds  per  thousand” — that  is  that  little  tobacco  cigarette — 
“25  cents  per  thousand.  On  cigars  made  of  tobacco  or  any 
substitute  therefor  weighing  more  than  3  pounds  per  thousand, 
manufactured  or  imported  to  retail  at  4  cents  or  more  and  not 
more  than  7  cents  each,  $1  per  thousand.”  That  brings  in 
your  5  cent  cigars.  “Manufactured  or  imported  to  retail  at 
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7  cents  or  more  than  15  cents,  3 3  per  thousand.”  The 
Senate  increased  that  from  two  to  three  dollars.  “Manu¬ 
factured  or  imported  to  retail  at  more  than  15  cents  each  and 
not  more  than  20  cents,  3 5  per  thousand,”  and  so  on.  Now 
your  cigarettes  made  of  (reading)  “tobacco  or  any  substitute 
therefor,  made  in  or  imported  in  the  United  States  weighing 
not  more  than  3  pounds  per  thousand,  75  cents  per  thousand; 
more  than  3  pounds,  31-20  per  thousand.” 

Mr.  FOUCH:  Thank  you. 

Mr.  HEWING:  Is  there  any  especial  date  for  this  to 
go  into  effect? 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  Yes,  sir,  several  days 
have  been  set.  I  think  this  one  reads  30  days  after  the 
passage  of  the  Act.  The  date  given  here  in  one  place  was 
July  15th.  I  do  not  think  the  bill  will  be  passed  by  that  time. 

Congress,  of  course,  has  a  great  problem  on  its  hands. 
We  are  facing  an  extraordinary  condition,  and  it  devolves 
upon  Congress  to  provide  the  remedy,  and  we  must  be  willing 
to  do  our  part.  I  do  not  mean  to  criticise  the  members  of 
Congress  when  I  speak  as  I  do  sometimes.  They  are  doing 
the  very  best  they  can.  We  sometimes  feel  that  they  take 
us  out  all  by  ourselves  and  feel  we  are  the  proper  individuals 
to  have  all  the  taxes  of  the  country  imposed  upon;  but  I 
guess  that  is  not  true;  it  is  just  our  view.  We  can  not  always 
rule,  you  know.  I  read  a  story  some  time  ago — you  men  may 
have,  too,  I  don’t  suppose  the  ladies  have — about  a  very 
corpulent  conductor.  He  came  down  the  aisle,  and 
there  was  a  drunken  passenger  on  the  car;  he  takes 
him  by  the  shoulder  and  shakes  him,  and  says,  Ticket, 
where’s  your  ticket?  The  man  opens  his  eyes  but  goes  to 
sleep  again.  The  conductor  again  takes  him  by  the  shoulder 
and  shakes  him,  and  says,  Ticket!  The  man  again  goes  off 
to  sleep.  A  third  time  the  conductor  says,  “See  here,  you 
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can  do  one  of  three  things,  give  me  a  ticket,  pay  your  fare, 
or  get  off!  “That  woke  him,”  “All  right,  Mr.  Conductor.” 
The  conductor  started  down  the  aisle  again  and  the  passenger 
got  to  his  feet  and  said  to  the  conductor,  “Mr.  Conductor, 
you  can  do  one  of  three  things,  too.”  “What  are  they,”  the 
conductor  replied.  “You  can  eat  less,  exercise  more,  or 
bust!”  (Laughter) 

I  sometimes  think  these  fellows  think  that  we  can  take 
what  they  are  giving  to  us,  or  “bust!” 

Now,  men,  there  is  one  thing  I  want  to  say  to  you 
especially  today:  I  have  brought  you  the  greetings  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Association,  and  I  want  to  say  to  you  from  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  it  is  interested  in 
every  State  organization  in  this  country.  We  sincerely 
desire  to  see  your  growth  and  your  prosperity.  We  desire 
especially  to  see  you  organize  and  get  your  State  organiza¬ 
tions  as  strong  as  it  is  possible  for  you  to  make  them.  We 
want  your  cooperation.  I  sincerely  trust  that  this  convention 
of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  see  fit  to 
affiliate  with  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  and 
give  your  moral  support  thereby.  I  further  very  greatly 
desire  that  you  would  send  delegates  to  the  next  meeting,  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists.  We  meet  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  September 
17th  to  21st.  There  is  nothing  that  I  know,  except  seeing 
some  of  my  other  old  friends  at  the  convention,  there  is 
nothing  that  would  give  me  more  pleasure  than  a  representa¬ 
tive,  or  two  representatives  of  this  organization  at  that  con¬ 
vention.  You  men  know  that  you  have  not  been  there, 
but  I  do  believe  if  you  will  think  the  matter  over  carefully, 
you  will  give  due  consideration  to  the  work  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  is  doing  for  pharmaceutical 
interests.  I  want  to  sav  that  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  in  my 
official  capacity  in  the  Association  1  never  take  into  consid¬ 
eration  whether  the  question  involves  only  the  retail  druggists 
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or  whether  it  involves  some  other  branch  of  the  industry, 
but  as  long  as  the  pharmaceutical  interests  are  concerned  I 
have  tried  to  be  on  the 'job  in  Washington  for  ten  years. 
We  have  there  in  Washington  a  man  who  is  most  capable 
and  -efficient,  you  all  know  of  him,  Mr.  Brockmyer,  our 
attorney  and  counsel.  In  all  my  experience  in  legislative 
work  I  have  never  met  a  man  more  thoroughly  capable  than 
that  man  is  to  perform  the  peculiar  work  we  have  for  him  tc 
do.  I  regard  it  a  very  good  stroke  of  fortune  that  we  were 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Brockmyer  for  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.,  and  he  is  able  to  take  a  broad  view  of  it  also  and  be 
able  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  other  interests  for  the 
uplift  of  pharmacy  in  all  its  branches.  Therefore  I  want  you 
men  to  carefully  consider,  and  trust  you  will  see  your  way 
clear,  as  I  said  before,  to  affiliate  with  the  National  Association 
and  to  send  delegates  to  the  National  Convention.  I  want  to 
assure  you  that  our  work  is  going  ahead.  We  are  always 
interested  in  your  success.  We  are  alwravs  glad  to  listen 
to  any  call  you  may  issue  to  us  for  help.  We  are  always  willing 
to  respond  to  the  very  best  of  our  ability  in  performing  every 
service  we  can  for  you. 

I  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  speak' to  you,  and 
I  am  sorry  if  I  have  taken  up  too  much  of  your  time. 
(Applause.) 

PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  for  your  very  instructive 
address. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association:  I  am  sure  the 
Maryland  Association  feels  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Henry  for 
this  lucid  address  he  has  given  us  this  morning.  Personally, 
I  know  Mr.  Henry  is  one  of  the  greatest  workers  for  the 
retail  pharmacists  in  this  great  country  of  ours.  He  is  a 
retail  pharmacist  himself,  but  does  not  confine  himself  to 
Pennsylvania  or  even  the  great  city  of  Philadelphia.  You 
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will  find,  if  you  read  the  journals  and  are  at  all  familiar  with 
the  legislative  activities  of  the  country  affecting  pharmacy, 
that  Mr.  Henry  is  liable  to  be  at  Washington,  Chicago,  or 
some  other  part  of  the  United  States,  wherever  he  thinks  his 
services  are  required. 

I  fully  endorse  everything  he  has  said  about  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  that  they  are  working  solely 
for  the  benefit  of  the  retail  pharmacist,  in  connection  with 
the  wholesaler  and  manufacturer. 

Mr.  Henry’s  work  will  be  appreciated  some  time  when  it 
is  known.  He  spoke  beautifully  of  our  Congressmen.  I 
don’t  wish  to  reflect  for  a  moment  upon  the  ability  or  standing 
of  any  Congressman  in  the  city  of  Washington,  but  there 
are  lots  of  things  sometimes,  that  really  the  Congressmen 
do  not  understand  themselves,  they  have  to  call  on  such 
men,  for  instance,  as  Mr.  Henry,  to  elucidate  for  them  and 
tell  them  what  is  meant,  especially  such  matters  as  the  taxa¬ 
tion  of  spirits:  they  did  not  differentiate  between  the 
taxation  on  alcohol  in  beverages  and  that  for  medicinal  and 
scientific  purposes,  and  the  Committee  told  Mr.  Henry  if  he 
could  make  a  few  suggestions  they  would  be  glad  to  adopt 
them.  We  all  know  from  the  result  that  they  have  been 
enlightened  on  that  subject.  That  is  only  one  example, 
and  what  Mr.  Henry  has  said  about  the  Association  is  not 
an  exaggeration.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  the  proper  thing 
to  do — but  that  will  come  later  in  the  proceedings. 

I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Henry  in  behalf  of  this  Association 
for  coming  here,  and  therefore  I  ask  the  President  for  a  stand¬ 
ing  vote  of  thanks  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  CHARLES  HENRY:  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  carried.) 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  I  very  deeply  appreciate 
this,  Mr.  President,  and  I  only  want  to  state  once  more  my 
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real  pleasure  in  being  with  you  and  having  the  opportunity 
to  speak  to  you.

Dear  Dr.  Kelly: — 

How  about  the  proceedings  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Asso¬ 
ciation,  1916.  I  am  under  the  impression  that  Wilmer  is  still  a  member. 
I  know  he  paid  dues  for  two  years,  but  no  proceedings  came  to  hand  since 
the  1915  issue. 

Had  hoped  to  attend  some  of  the  meetings  this  year  and  renew  my 
membership,  but  Wilmer  having  been  called  out  to  take  charge  of  an 
encampment  hospital  will  prevent  my  doing  so.  Now  I  am  not  suggesting 
this  because  Wilmer  enlisted  on  the  declaration  of  war,  but  I  know  you 
will  agree  with  me  that  any  one  of  the  graduates  of  anyr  school  of  pharmacy 
showing  ability  of  this  sort  ought  to  be  ranked  as  high  at  least  as  the 
dentist  or  veterinarian,  in  both  Army  and  Navy,  and  it  certainly  should 
be  the  desire  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  back  up  the 
efforts  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  having  a  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Corps  formed  in  our  military  service;  hence  I  suggest  you  endeavor 
to  have  the  association  agree  at  its  approaching  meeting  to  pass  resolu¬ 
tions  suitable  thereto,  and  send  them  to  President  Wilson,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Army,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  the  members  of  both  Senate  and 
House  from  our  state.

I  had  a  telephone  message  this  morning  from  Mr.  Powell 
of  Snow  Hill,  asking  to  be  remembered  to  the  Association, 
and  saying  he  and  Mr.  Clark  of  Pocomoke  City  will  be  here 
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later.  They  have  been  delayed  on  account  of  the  death  and 
funeral  of  a  prominent  person  in  Snow  Hill.  With  your 
permission,  I  think  it  would  be  rather  interesting,  since  Mr. 
Henry  has  to  leave,  to  ask  him  if  his  Association  is  doing 
anything  with  reference  to  this  Pharmaceutical  Corps,  the 
discussion  of  which  is  to  come  up  later  at  this  convention, 
and  get  the  benefit  of  his  views  before  he  leaves. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  I  want  to  beg  pardon  of 
the  members  assembled  here,  that  is  one  of  the  things  I  did 
want  to  tell  you  about.  As  you  will  note,  I  spoke  without 
notes  and  the  matter  slipped  my  mind. 

Our  attorney,  Mr.  Brockmyer,  is  paving  the  way  for 
action  along  this  line;  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  we  held  a 
meeting  and  organized  a  Pharmaceutical  Military  Associa¬ 
tion — I  think  that  is  the  proper  title.  The  various  State 
organizations  have  passed  such  resolutions  as  have  been 
suggested  to  you  here,  and  I  feel  that  you  should  adopt  those 
resolutions,  and,  having  adopted  them,  if  you  will  send  me  a 
copy  of  your  resolutions,  either  to  me  or  to  Mr.  Brockmyer  at 
Washington — E.  C.  Brockmyer — our  attorney,  I  will  assure 
you  they  will  be  given  every  consideration,  and  I  believe  the 
time  is  ripe.  More  than  that,  I  believe  we  have  now  tackled 
the  proposition  from  an  angle  which  will  enable  us  to  secure 
what  we  are  after.  It  has  been  unfortunate  in  times  gone  by 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Corps  has  always  been  tackled 
from  the  wrong  angle  so  far  as  the  Departments  at  Washington 
are  concerned;  we  have  always  gone  there  and  said,  Now, 
here  is  a  great  army  of  educated  men  that  should  not  be 
treated  as  the  blacksmith  and  the  various  other  laboring 
classes  are  when  they  go  into  the  army;  we  want  recognition 
for  them,  we  want  rank.  That  did  not  get  us  anywhere; 
they  simply  said,  We  don’t  need  you;  we  have  all  the  pharma¬ 
cists  we  need,  and  there  is  no  need  to  give  you  recognition  or 
rank.  The  time  is  ripe  to  show  the  United  States  army 
officials  that  they  need  the  pharmacists,  and  'that  is  the  way 
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we  are  going  after  it,  and  they  do  need  them.  They  have  no 
right  to  take  young  men  from  their  American  homes  and 
send  them  off  into  the  battlefields  abroad  and  not  give  them 
the  same  care  and  attention  they  would  get  at  home,  and  they 
can’t  do  it  by  simply  giving  them  “canned  pharmacy.” 
(Applause.) 

Now,  they  need  pharmacists  there,  and  those  young  men 
are  entitled  to  consideration,  and  we  are  going  after  it  and 
going  to  convince  them,  if  possible — it  is  unfortunate  that  the 
Surgeon-General  has  never  been  convinced  of  this  fact — and 
I  have  sufficient  confidence  in  the  ability  of  some  of  our  men 
to  present  their  cause  in  a  proper  way,  and  I  have  sufficient 
confidence  in  the  fairness  of  our  officials  at  Washington  to 
believe  that  when  the  cause  is  presented  in  the  way  we  propose, 
wTe  will  get  what  we  are  after.  A  resolution  such  as  this 
State  Association  proposes  to  adopt,  and  which  other  States 
have  adopted,  will  help  us  in  our  work. 

I  am  glad  the  subject  came  up  because  I  want  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  pass  the  resolution,  and  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  we 
are  going  to  get  somewhere.  (Applause.) 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Henry,  have  you  such  a  resolution? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Pennsylvania  passed  such  a  resolution. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  Have  you  a  copy  of  that? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  saw  it  in  the  pharmaceutical  journals. 

Mr.  SAMUElJ  C.  HENRY:  Yes,  it  has  been  published 
— as  a  matter  of  fact,  1  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  to 
prepare  the  By-Laws  and  form  of  organization  for  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Military  Association  in  Philadelphia,  and  I  meant 
to  bring  that  along  with  me.  I  don’t  believe  I  did.  We  just 
finished  up  the  work  Saturday,  and  I  left  that  night. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  read  in  some  journal  about  the 
Pennsvlvania  Association. 
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Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY :  They  had  a  meeting,  and 
I  was  appointed  on  a  committee  of  which  I  was  chairman  to 
prepare  the  By-Laws  and  form  the  organization.  We  just 
concluded  the  work  Saturday.  We  had  a  meeting  yesterday 
and  last  night  to  adopt  the  form  of  organization.  I  will 
just  look  over  these  (referring  to  papers  in  his  hand)  and  see 
if  I  have  a  copy  here. 

PRESIDENT:  We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  NEAL:  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation:  Under  the  constitution  the  Executive  Committee  is 
authorized  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  Association  between 
the  annual  meetings,  and  during  the  past  year  we  have  had 
perhaps  the  usual  number  of  meetings.  The  first  work  that 
came  before  the  committee  was  straightening  up  the  tangle 
we  had  in  connection  with  the  Presidency.  As  you  may 
know,  Mr.  Stotlemever,  through  a  miscarriage  of  the  message 
requesting  that  his  name  be  withdrawn,  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent;  his  name  was  voted  upon  and  on  the  face  of  the  returns 
he  was  apparently  elected,  but  could  not  serve  for  personal 
reasons.  To  avoid  an  awkward  situation  Mr.  Williamson, 
at  the  sacrifice  of  his  personal  feelings,  kindly  consented  to 
serve  as  President  throughout  the  year,  and  I  am  sure  the 
Association  feels  no  mistake  wTas  made  in  the  selection. 

The  matter  of  the  emblem  or  insignia  it  was  proposed 
to  place  inside  the  store  of  each  member  of  the  Association 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  preceding  President,  was 
referred  to  Mr.  Kelly  and  Mr.  Harris  to  look  into  for  our 
committee,  and  they  found,  or  rather  they  wrere  advised  by 
others  to  wrhom  they  applied  to  purchase  such  metal  signs  on 
account  of  war  prices  that  it  was  not  a  good  time;  so  that 
matter  is  still  in  abeyance. 
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Another  matter  which  came  before  the  committee,  indi¬ 
rectly  at  first,  was  the  military  selective  draft  bill;  it  was 
thought  perhaps  in  this  draft  that  pharmacists  might  be 
indiscriminately  taken,  thereby  upsetting  the  pharmaceutical 
interests,  drawing  from  the  pharmacists  their  young  men  and 
leaving  them  in  need  of  trained  help.  I  believe  this  was  first 
brought  up  in  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggists  Association. 
Mr.  Williamson,  the  President,  suggested  a  joint  committee 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Association, 
and  representatives  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  organ¬ 
ize  and  be  prepared  to  meet  the  situation  in  some  way,  which 
we  did,  and  we  gathered  data,  or  rather  the  Committee  on 
Pharmacy  was  instructed  to  gather  data,  so  as  to  lay  before 
the  proper  authorities  the  situation  as  it  would  affect  the 
druggists.  But  when  the  law  came  into  effect  it  was  found 
instead  of  there  being  some  central  body  to  whom  we  might 
apply,  that  each  exemption  would  have  to  be  passed  on,  so 
that  matter  rested  right  there. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
simply  to  complete  arrangements  for  this  meeting  at  Ocean 
City. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
fellow  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  faithful 
work.  The  members  of  the  Committee,  both  from  Baltimore 
City  and  from  the  Counties,  were  very  faithful  in  attendance 
and  I  always  had  their  active  co-operation.  Of  course  it  is 
unnecessary  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Association  to  the 
value  of  the  secretary’s  services,  who  was  always  there  at 
every  one  of  the  committee’s  meetings. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  that  we  accept  it. 
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(Motion  seconded  by  Messrs.  Fouch  and  Morgan,  put  to 
vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT:  Tho  next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Harris. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  Y.  HARRIS:  Mr.  President  and  gentle¬ 
men,  not  being  a  speaker  like  Mr.  Neal,  I  had  to  write  mine 
out. 

July  10th,  1917. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

In  making  my  annual  report,  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  a 
certain  amount  of  disappointment.  Since  our  last  meeting  I  have  been 
lending  my  efforts  to  arousing  interest  in  the  Association,  both  with  new 
members  and  those  whom  we  thought  had  drifted  away  altogether;  it  is 
surprising  and  indeed  gratifying  to  know  that  I  have  succeeded  in  getting 
(back  as  it  were)  45  members  who  were  from  three  to  seven  years  in  arrears, 
the  dues  amounting  to  #270.00.  While  this  has  required  some  work  and 
lots  of  grit,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  read  some  of  the  notes  thanking  me 
for  keeping  after  them  and  making  them  pay  up.  On  the  other  hand  there 
is  an  indifference  shown  by  many  of  our  members  that  is  hard  to  under¬ 
stand.  I  am  going  to  take  the  liberty  of  making  a  suggestion  and  I  hope 
the  Association  will  take  some  action  upon  it,  that  is,  now  that  the  Treas¬ 
urer  has  about  used  all  his  wits  and  persuasive  powers,  we  go  after  those 
members  still  outside  the  fold  and  try  to  get  them  as  new  members.  My 
one  reason  for  making  this  suggestion  is  that  I  have  had  several  letters 
touching  on  this  point  and  after  consulting  Dr.  Kelly,  our  Secretary,  sent 
them  new  forms  and  took  their  two  dollars  with  thanks. 

To  show  our  loyalty  to  our  Country,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  took  it  upon  themselves  to  buy 
one  #100.00  Liberty  Bond  feeling  assured  their  action  would  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Association.

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  this  report 
of  the  Treasurer.  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  report  be  accepted.  In  regard  to  his  suggestion  as  to 
members  who  have  not  paid  up  their  back  dues,  that  they 
be  taken  in  the  Association  if  they  pay  the  current  dues  now, 
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as  new  members,  I  would  call  to  the  attention  of  our  very 
efficient  Treasurer  Article  9  of  the  By-Laws  which  reads  as 
follows : 

“Any  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  desiring  to  renew  his  membership  may  do  so  by  paying 
the  current  dues.” 

I  am  sure  this  Association  is  perfectly  willing  to  leave 
that  matter  to  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Harris. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  Mr.  Thomas,  what  I  meant  by  that,  by 
saying  “going  after  them”  was  to  get  the  travelling  men  and 
members  interested — for  instance,  you  might  know  certain 
people  upon  whom  your  influence  could  be  brought  to  bear 
and  they  could  be  gotten  back  into  the  Association.  I  say 
I  have  used  every  means;  Mr.  Kelly  and  the  Executive 
Committee  know  I  went  after  them  through  the  regular 
channels,  on  three  different  occasions,  I  kept  right  behind 
them  with  follow-up  letters,  as  it  were,  and  as  a  last  effort,  I 
sent  out  a  patriotic  call,  a  Liberty  Bond  call  as  it  were,  and 
while  it  cost  a  little,  say  32.50  or  33.50  to  send  out,  it  was  a 
pretty  good  advertisement.  It  has  taken  a  good  deal  of 
courage  and  nerve  to  go  after  these  folks.  It  is  astonishing 
to  see  the  names  of  some  of  the  men  who  have  come  back. 
One  man  from  away  up  in  the  country  sent  me  a  check  for 
312.  Another  man  I  have  known  of  for  years,  I  have  never 
seen  the  gentlemen,  sent  me  a  check  the  other  day  for  314. 
Another  man  sent  me  a  check  for  314  with  a  very  nice  letter, 
thanking  me  and  hoping  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  me 
here.  I  don’t  see  him  around,  but  I  am  looking  for  him  just 
the  same.  It  has  been  astonishing,  as  I  say,  but  on  the  other 
hand  it  is  astonishing  to  know  of  the  men  who  have  apparently 
let  things  drift  by  and  paid  very  little  attention  to  it. 

Mr.  THOMx^S:  I  think,  Mr.  President,  the  Association 
will  be  perfectly  safe  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Harris  and  I  think 
we  really  ought  to  let  him  use  his  own  judgment  in  regard 
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to  these  members  and,  if  necessary,  to  take  them  in  without 
paying  their  back  dues  as  he  suggested.  It  is  a  good  sugges¬ 
tion  and  I  would  like  to  see  it  carried' out. 

(Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Fouch,  put  to  vote  and 
carried.) 

PRESIDENT:  The  next  is  the  report  of  the  Secretary. 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  President,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
me  to  make  any  written  report;  I  always  feel  that  what  the 
Secretary  has  done  speaks  for  itself.  I  think  it  only  fair, 
however,  to  say  something  about  the  general  cost  of  the 
proceedings  to  the  members,  which  is  usually  a  matter  of 
interest.  Mr.  Harris  has  kindly  given  me  these  figures, 
showing  the  total  cost  of  the  proceedings  to  be  3488.50. 
That  includes  postage  and  everything  pertaining  to  the 
proceedings  in  every  way.  We  obtained  3198  worth  of  adver¬ 
tising  in  the  proceedings,  and  by  the  way,  a  good  deal  of  that 
is  due  to  the  activity  of  our  Treasurer  who,  I  think,  has 
paid  his  own  salary  this  year  by  getting  advertisements. 
Then  a  certain  amount  of  the  proceedings  is  used  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  for  which  they  pay  357.96,  making 
the  proceedings  cost  net  3232.54,  which,  as  I  recollect,  is 
about  the  average  cost  of  publishing  them. 

Now  as  to  the  general  work  of  the  Secretary:  The  usual 
number  of  routine  matters  came  up  for  attention  which  I 
tried  to  attend  to  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  There  was  a 
good  deal  of  delay  this  year,  owing  to  unfortunate  circum¬ 
stances,  in  the  matter  of  the  issuance  of  the  proceedings,  the 
appointment  of  committees,  but  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  has  given  the  members  a  reasonable  explanation 
of  these  delays. 

Unfortunately,  the  Association  had  dispersed  before 
we  knew  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  could  not  serve  and  we  made  an 
attempt,  which  took  up  a  couple  of  months,  as  those  things 
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usually  do,  to  see  if  some  way  could  not  be  devised  for  Mr. 
Stottlemeyer  to  serve  and  obviate  delays,  but  that  could  not 
be  arranged,  and  Mr.  Williamson  had  to  take  up  the  affairs 
in  a  rather  tangled  condition  and  that  meant  further  delays 
which  could  not  be  reasonably  avoided.  I  hope  this  is  our 
last  unfortunate  experience  for  a  while. 

As  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  told  you, 
the  Executive  Committee  took  up  this  matter  of  co-operation 
with  the  Government  in  every  way  possible  in  military  matters 
and  I  was  authorized  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
and  the  Secretary  .of  the  Navy  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  Service  tendering  our  services,  and  also  to  his  Excel¬ 
lency,  the  Governor,  all  of  which  was  done  promptly  and  I 
had  written  acknowledgment  of  our  offers,  thanking  us  and 
notifying  us  if  there  is  any  way  that  we  can  serve  them  they 
will  let  us  know.  Certain  branches  of  the  Government  need 
pharmacists  and  the  Executive  Committee  feels  it  advisable 
to  let  them  realize  a  little  more  their  need  of  pharmacists 
than  they  do  now,  as  Mr.  Henry  intimaed  a  while  ago  and 
see  if  possible  we  can  not  bring  more  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
Government  in  getting  proper  recognition  for  the  pharmacists. 
We  have  done  nothing  in  the  matter  in  general  because  we 
hoped  to  bring  the  matter  up  in  a  more  definite  way  in  the 
manner  indicated  by  Mr.  Henry,  so,  if  possible,  we  can  put 
our  pharmaceutical  brethren  in  service  under  better  conditions 
than  they  are  now. 

I  do  not  know  that  there  is  any  other  matter  to  bring 
formally  to  the  attention  of  the  Association  other  than  that 
the  Secretary  is  very  appreciative  of  all  the  help  he  had  during 
the  year. 

PRESIDENT:  Are  there  any  remarks? 

Mr.  FOUCH:  I  move  that  the  report  be  accepted. 

Mr.  NEAL:  I  second  the  motion. 
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(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

(The  President  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  Enter¬ 
tainment  Committee.) 

Mr.  W.  L.  PIERCE:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen: 
I  thought  Mr.  Duvall  would  be  here  to  make  the  report  of 
this  committee  and  he  possibly  will  make  a  report  later  on. 
I  might  say  a  word,  however,  as  this  is  the  day  of  reports  and 
Pierce  is  never  satisfied  unless  he  talks  a  little. 

The  Travelers’  Auxiliary  is  moving  along  very  smoothly 
now  in  this  its  second  year,  and  I  want  to  say  that  while  we 
appreciate  that  there  are  many  things  of  importance  to  come 
up  at  the  meetings  of  a  business  nature  we  realize  it  is  necessary 
to  have  some  sort  of  entertainment  along  with  the  business 
programs  hence,  I  suppose,  the  Entertainment  Committee 
and  the  entertaining  features. 

I  want  to  say,  too,  that  in  the  selection  of  a  place  for  our 
entertainment  at  the  ocean  here,  it  was  the  idea  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  select  a  place  that  would  house  all  or  as  nearly  all 
of  the  folks  who  come  as  possible,  so  as  to  be  together.  We 
believed  then  and  believe  yet  that  they  ought  to  stop  at  the 
same  place  when  it  is  possible.  We  want  you  to  feel  comfort¬ 
able  while  you  are  here — to  know  that  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
Travelers’  Auxiliary  to  make  you  so — and  right  here  I  want 

to  say  that  this  Committee  by  no  means  is  the  entire  Travelers’ 
Auxiliary.  We  have  had  the  co-operation  and  help  of  every 
member  of  our  auxiliary,  those  here  and  not  here,  and  we  have 
also  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Association  as  the  Secretary’s 
report  shows. 

We  believe  it  is  due  you  to  know  that  while  we  are 
entrusted  with  this  money  you  hand  over  to  us  that  we  are 
spending  it  judiciously  and  cautiously,  as  it  should  be  spent, 
not  stinting  ourselves  in  the  way  of  entertainment,  but  we 
want  you  to  know  that  just  because  you  hand  it  over,  we 
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are  not  throwing  it  away.  But  my  meaning  is  to  say  to  you 
we  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  Association  in  our  work 
and  we  are  going  to  endeavor  to  have  a  little  balance  left 
over  this  year — not  much,  now,  and  anything  that  is  not 
going  to  suit  you  here,  see  the  committee,  don’t  go  and  tell 
it  along  the  boardwalk  and  the  highways  and  the  byways, 
see  the  committee  and  we  will  try  to  right  every  wrong: 
If  your  steak  is  not  well  done,  send  for  the  committee,  they 
will  see  that  your  steak  is  cooked  just  like  you  wish  it,  if  you 
want  it  broiled,  have  it  broiled;  if  the  fish  is  not  as  it  should 
be,  we  will  try  to  go  out  and  catch  you  fresh  fish.  To  sum 
it  all  up,  we  want  you  to  have  a  good  time,  and,  well — eating 
is  very  important,  but  Secretary  Hoover  is  not  laying  so 
much  stress  on  eating  just  now,  he  is  showing  you  how  you 
can  live  without  so  much  to  eat.  So  let  us  be  satisfied  to 
drink  water  and  just  eat  a  little  bit  while  we  are  here.  We 
will  go  home  feeling  better.  Any  way,- we  want  you  to  have 
a  good  time  so  you  will  come  and  see  us  again.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT:  Are  there  any  remarks  on  this  very 
interesting  report? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  that  the  Committee’s  report 
be  accepted,  Mr.  President.  I  don’t  know  why  he  alluded  to 
Mr.  Hoover  or  to  the  fact  that  we  should  not  eat  very  much 
down  here.  I  would  suggest  to  him  if  he  has  any  trouble  to 
make  both  ends  meet  he  might  eat  ox  tail  soup  and  beef 
tongue.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 

Mr.  CHARLES  L.  HENRY:  Mr.  President,  I  may  not 
be  quite  in  order,  although  I  might  be,  since  I  am  a  “Traveler,” 
I  should  have,  if  I  had  had  time,  talked  to  Mr.  Duvall  and 
Mr.  Pierce  on  the  subject.  I  am  not  concerned  about  the 
size  of  the  hall,  it  is  quite  large  enough  for  the  crowd,  but 
I  learned  something  a  few  minutes  ago  which  it  is  well  enough 
for  us  to  know  if  we  have  a  larger  crowd  at  any  time  after 
thK  I  learned  that  in  the  city  here  there  is  a  beautiful  building 
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erected  by  the  State,  called  the  School  Building,  and  hitherto 
the  lawyers  and  different  associations  have  been  holding 
their  meetings  down  at  this  particular  hall.  I  simply  want 
to  call  our  friend  Pierce’s  attention  to  this  in  case  we  have  a 
larger  crowd,  and  in  case  we  may  be  here  some  time  again. 
It  is  a  good  place  to  know  about. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  am  mighty  glad  Mr.  Henry  brought 
up  this  point.  Now  I  think  he  will  agree  with  me,  it  is  not 
the  duty  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee  or  the  Entertainment 
Committee  to  look  after  the  place  we  meet,  that  is  purely 
business,  and  it  is  up  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  select  a 
hall  and  all  the  surroundings  for  the  meeting  place.  There 
is  certain  entertainment  here  but  of  a  different  nature  from 
ours  and  I  just  want  to  correct  the  impression  that  the 
entertaining  committee  had  these  chairs  brought  in,  beautiful 
as  they  are  and  comfortable  as  they  may  be.  This  is  not 
our  part  of  the  entertainment. 

Mr.  CHARLES  L.  HENRY :  Thank  you  for  straighten¬ 
ing  the  matter  out  and  correcting  me. 

Mr.  NEAL:  Speaking  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
I  wish  to  point  out  to  Mr.  Henry,  that  we  were  quite  familiar 
with  the  fact  that  there  was  a  School  Building  here  used  for 
public  meetings  of  various  kinds  and  it  was  given  very  careful 
consideration  by  the  committee,  and  after  thinking  it  over 
the  inadvisibility  of  having  a  meeting  place  other  than  the 
hotel  at  which  we  stopped  was  so  overwhelming  it  was  decided 
that  in  the  room  we  had  here  we  would  be  better  able  to  get  a 
meeting  together  quickly  and  snugly,  you  might  say,  than  if 
we  had  to  depend  on  calling  a  meeting  at  some  other  point. 
Thank  you,  however,  for  bringing  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Association  at  large,  and  to  our  friend  Pierce.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Enter¬ 
tainment  Committee  had  a  heart  to  heart  talk  this  morning 
and  decided  that  there  ought  to  be  some  clear  line  of  demarca- 
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tion  between  the  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
duties  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee.  So,  at  future  meetings, 
we  hope  to  let  the  Association  see  by  the  arrangements  just 
who  is  running  the  Executive  Committee.  (Laughter  and 
applause.) 

(Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  report;  put  to 
vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Stagmer,  has  asked  me  to  present 
the  preliminary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership. 
As  you  know,  they  usually  ask  the  privilege  of  presenting  a 
preliminary  report  at  the  first  session  and  a  final  report,  giving 
names  of  members  to  be  elected,  at  the  last  meeting.

The  Membership  Committee  desires  to  make  a  preliminary  report. 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  received  but  seventeen  new  members, 
and  trust  before  the  meetings  are  over  this  number  will  be  increased  by 
many  more. 

The  Committee  did  not  receive  notification  of  it’s  reappointment 
until  the  season  was  practically  over,  and  for  that  reason  very  little  work 
has  been  done,  except  within  the  last  few  weeks.  In  fact,  several  of  the 
new  members  have  been  secured  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Alger  of  the 
U.  S.  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  to  wrhom  due  credit  should  be  given. 

A  final  report  will  be  made  by  all  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
at  one  of  the  later  meetings.

SECRETARY:  I  might  say  that  Mr.  Stagmer  also 
asked  me  to  suggest  the  advisability  of  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Alger  on  the  part  of  the  Association  for  his  very  efficient 
work.  I  think  we  should  extend  to  him  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  to  say  something  about  it. 
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Mr.  ALGER:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen:  I  did  not 
know  1  was  to  be  called  on  for  a  speech,  but  as  long  as  I  have, 
I  want  to  say  that  I  appreciate  the  compliment  you  extended 
to  me  in  making  me  a  member  of  your  Association.  I  told 
the  members  of  the  Association  at  the  time  they  turned  over 
to  me  the  underwriting  of  the  Maryland  Association  members 
on  this  liability  policy  that  I  thought  it  a  good  move  and  one 
by  which  the  Association  would  get  new  members.  I  have 
always  gone  on  the  plan  that  when  you  go  into  a  thing,  go 
into  it  with  all  your  heart  and  soul.  I  remember  when  I  first 
met  my  wife  there  was  another  fellow  on  the  ground;  I  beat 
him  out  by  just  four  days.  I  really  believe  every  pharmacist 
in  Baltimore  should  be  a  member  of  this  Association,  and  as 
an  inducement  to  get  them  to  come  into  the  Association,  when 
you  turned  over  the  underwriting  to  me  I  have  had  a  man 
visiting  the  pharmacists  in  Baltimore;  he  has  not  seen 
them  all  yet,  as  it  is  quite  an  undertaking.  To  the  men  we 
go  to  we  put  up  the  proposition  to  come  into  the  Association. 
We  tell  him  why,  as  a  matter  of  his  own  protection,  and  also 
that  in  doing  so  we  will  save  him  at  least  thirty-three  per 
cent,  of  the  premium  he  is  now  paying  on  his  liability  insurance. 
In  this  way  we  have  been  able  to  get  the  members  we  have, 
and  it  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  us  to  help  you.  We 
are  going  to  get  more,  and  as  long  as  I  am  in  this  Association 
I  appreciate  the  privilege,  I  work  heartily  in  co-operation 
with  it,  I  want  to  help  the  Association  in  every  possible  way, 
and  with  this  in  view  I  have  simply  lived  up  to  my  obligation 
when  I  sketched  this  proposition  for  you  and  I  am  glad  to 
have  been  able  to  get  you  new  members. 

While  I  am  on  my  feet,  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Pierce, 
chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  for  what  he  has 
done  for  us.  I  noticed  yesterday  when  some  of  the  members 
came  in  and  asked  for  a  room  that  many  of  them  wanted  a 
room  with  bath  and  did  not  understand  why  they  had  not 
gotten  it.  I  had  written  ahead  for  it  and  understand  just 
where  the  problem  comes  in  why  so  many  have  not  the  bath 
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they  were  looking  for.  They  allot  these  baths  according  to 
the  size  of  the  individual:  Mr.  Pierce  has  a  wash  basin  and 
I  have  the  whole  Atlantic  Ocean.  (Laughter.)  I  want  to 
say  since  I  came  down  yesterday  I  have  more  sand  now  than 
when  I  first  arrived,  so  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  whole 
Atlantic  to  bathe  in  suits  me,  I  could  not  ask  for  more,  and 
as  far  as  my  room  is  concerned,  I  do  not  know  how  others  are 
situated,  I  am  perfectly  satisfied.  I  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  on  the  program  is  new  business 
Is  there  anything  in  the  line  of  new  business  to  come  before 
the  meeting? 

Mr.  MITCHELL:  Mr.  President,  there  is  one  point 
I  might  suggest  in  the  form  of  new  business,  the  matter  of 
securing  attendance  of  members  at  the  Association  meetings. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  most  towns  there  are  two  to  three 
or  four  druggists,  some  one  from  each  town  should  be  appointed 
to  get  one  druggist  at  least  from  that  town  to  attend  the 
meetings.  I  do  not  know  but  what  it  may  entail  a  little  bit 
of  work  to  get  the  ball  rolling,  but  I  believe  that  in  this  wav 
we  could  further  increase  the  membership,  because  in  some 
towns  there  are  druggists  who  are  not  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  1  heartily  endorse  Mr.  Mitchell’s 
suggestion.  I  think  it  a  very  practical  one  and  a  good  idea. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  C.  HENRY:  I  did  not  mean  to  interrupt 
my  good  friend,  but  I  have  to  leave,  so  I  will  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  say  good-bye  to  all  and  that  I  have  appreciated 
your  courtesy  to  me  here  and  have  been  pleased  to  be  with 
you.  I  have  been  interested  in  the  reports  I  heard,  I  am  sure 
you  are  doing  just  the  same  character  of  work  being  done  by 
the  larger  organizations  throughout  the  United  States  and 
I  congratulate  you  upon  it.  I  must  hurry  off  in  order  to  get 
to  the  Virginia  State  Meeting,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  your 
meeting  will  be  a  profitable  and  pleasant  one  to  you  all.  I 
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thank  you  one  and  all.  I  will  take  the  opportunity  of  express¬ 
ing,  the  good  will  of  your  association  to  the  Virginia  meeting 
if  I  may. 

(This  was  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  from  the 
Secretary.) 

Mr.  THOMAS:  In  regard  to  Mr.  Mitchell’s  idea — was 
that  a  motion? 

Mr.  MITCHELL:  I  merely  made  that  as  a  suggestion, 
you  may  take  it  as  a  motion. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Your  idea  was  that  each  town  of  the 
State — 

Mr.  MITCHELL:  — take  a  town  where  there  may  be 
four  or  five  druggists,  even  three,  or  even  two,  let  the  druggists 
in  that  town  be  responsible  for  one  representative  of  that  drug 
community  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  meetings.  I  know 
there  are  lots  of  towns  not  represented,  they  were  not  repre¬ 
sented  last  year  and  are  not  this  year. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  think  it  is  a  good  idea  and  I  would 
like  to  see  it  carried  out.  I  think  the  retail  pharmacists  are 
finding  out  more  and  more  that  this  is  a  day  of  co-operation 
and  associations  and  if  there  is  any  way  that  Mr.  Mitchell 
could  suggest  bv  which  we  could  have  this  carried  out  in  a 
practical  way  we  would  like  very  much  to  know  it.  I  think 
the  Membership  Committee  could  take  that  up;  what  do  you 
think,  Mr.  Secretary? 

SECRETARY:  Just  refer  it  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  they  will  refer  it  to  whatever  Committee  they  see  fit. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  wish  to  make  a  motion  that  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Mr.  Mitchell  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  action.  . 

(The  motion  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Pierce' was  put  to 
vote  and  carried.) 
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PRESIDENT:  The  last  thing  on  the  morning  session 
is  the  appointment  of  the  nominating  committee.  It  gives 
me  pleasure  to  appoint  Mr.  Thomas,  Mr.  Fouch,  Mr.  Morgan, 
Mr.  Bunting,  Mr.  Millard  and  Mr.  Powell. 

SECRETARY:  I  might  mention  that  last  year  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Association  it  was  voted  to  return  to  the 
previous  method  of  nominating  officers  by  a  nominating 
committee  made  up  of  ex-presidents  of  the  Association. 
The  first  four  named  are  already  here  and  Mr.  Powell  expects 
to  be  here  during  the  day.  That  report  is  supposed  to  be 
submitted  at  the  second  meeting  and  voted  on  at  the  third 
meeting.  That  prevents  any  undue  log-rolling,  if  you  will 
notice. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  That  makes  the  report  come  in  to¬ 
morrow  r 

SECRETARY:  Tomorrow,  and  voted  on  the  next  day, 
so  that  if  you  don’t  like  the  ticket  you  have  24  hours  in  which 
to  change  it. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Isn’t  this  unusual?  It  seems  to  me 
the  Nominating  Committee  is  given  a  longer  time  than  from 
one  meeting  to  the  other.  As  I  understand  it  heretofore  it 
was  customary  to  name  the  Nominating  Committee  at  one 
session  and  then  they  report  possibly  two  or  three  sessions 
later. 

SECRETARY:  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  objec¬ 
tion  to  any  arrangement  they  want  to  make.  That  was  the 
original  agreement  to  report  at  the  second  session  and  vote 
at  the  third  session. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  do  not  say  this  because  I  am  on  the 
committee,  but  it  is  a  very  important  committee  and  it  does 
not  like  to  be  rushed. 

SECRETARY:  There  is  certainly  no  objection  if  you 
want  to  defer  it  until  the  next  day. 
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PRESIDENT:  If  there  is  no  further  business  at  this 
meeting  I  will  ask  for  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  I  just  want  to  say  for  the  entertainment 
committee  that  we  bowl  this  afternoon  at  two  o’clock,  and 
we  pay  by  the  clock  here  for  all  we  do.  We  have  rented  the 
alleys  from  two  o’clock;  we  want  to  begin  promptly,  and 
every  minute  we  are  not  there  we  pay  for  something  we  are 
not  getting. 

(The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  9.30  o’clock  the  next 
morning.) 


Second  Session 


Wednesday,  July  11,  1917,  10:20  A.  M. 

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  I  now  call  the  meeting  to 
order  and  I  will  ask  the  Reverend  Walter  Archbold  to  address 
us  in  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Ocean  City. 

Rev.  WALTER  ARCHBOLD,  D.  D.:  I  think,  gentle¬ 
men,  if  your  chairman  consents,  I  would  like  to  emphasize 
the  opening  by  just  asking  you  if  you  will  kindly  stand  for  a 
moment. 

(Prayer  by  Doctor  Archbold). 

Dr.  ARCHBOLD:  I  notice  there  are  two  or  three  ladies 
present,  so  I  will  try  and  be  gracious  by  saying,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  Mr.  Chairman: 

I  have  a  very  peculiar  duty  devolving  upon  me  this 
morning  and  that  is  to  give  an  address  of  welcome  to  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  also  the  citizens  of  Ocean  City. 
I  think  there  was  wisdom  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  asking  me  to  give  you  an  address  of  welcome, 
because  I  notice  on  the  program  that  during  your  business 
session  on  Thursday,  the  12th  of  July,  there  is  to  be  a  general 
discussion  of  the  proposed  organization  of  a  Pharmaceutical 
Corps  in  the  United  States  army,  and  “of  the  most  effective 
way  in  which,”  etc.  (reading  from  program).  I  note  in  that 
a  very  keen  touch  of  patriotism,  that  you,  as  a  body  of  men, 
are  sufficiently  interested,  not  only  in  your  own  welfare  but 
also  in  the  welfare  of  the  country;  to  want  to  put  your  pro¬ 
fession  in  touch  with  all  matters  of  progress  and  serve  the 
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country  in  that  respect,  but  I  think  the  wisdom  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council  in  asking  me  to  come  here  is  that  they  are  so 
intensely  patriotic,  that  as  the  State  of  Maryland  has  done 
so  well  in  raising  her  quota  for  Liberty  Bonds,  and  in  giving 
to  the  Red  Cross  Association,  and  in  raising  men  to  represent 
her  in  the  mighty  struggle  for  truth,  justice  and  equality  as 
against  autocracy,  that  mighty  struggle  which  is  now  being 
waged  on  the  battle  fields  of  Europe,  they  are  equally  as 
anxious  .that  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  shall  also  give  a  great  blessing  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States.  -  For  this  reason  they  have  evidently 
asked  me  to  give  the  address  because  we  members  of  the 
clergy  you  know,  have  very  frequently  been  accused  of  having 
an  incurable  disease,  and  it  falls  to  the  lot,  perhaps,  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  discover  somg 
wavs  and  means  of  providing  some  method  of  eliminating 
this  incurable  disease  from  the  ranks  of  the  clergy,  and  that 
disease  is  commonly  called,  “running  at  the  mouth.” 
(Laughter  and  applause).  . 

We  clergy,  once  we  get  started,  never  know  when  to 
stop,  it  is  said,  but  I  cah  assure  you  that  in  extending  you  a 
very  cordial’ welcome  on  ‘behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
and  citizen's  of  Ocean  City,  l  am  not  going  td  tire  you  out  with 
any  lengthy  address,1  but  if  V6it  can  discover  a  cause  for  this 
common  ministerial  disease  you  will  no' vdohbt  go  down"  in 
history  as  conferring  a  very  great  berthfit  ort5'  hurnahity  at 
large,  for  1  know  some  of  us  havb  that' disease.  I  do,  though, 
in  the  name  of  Mayor  and  Council’  of  Ocean  City  and  its 
citizens,  extend  to  you  gentlemen  a  very  cordial  welcotne  to 
Ocean  City  bn  this,  your  thirty-fifth  annual  meeting.  I  do 
so  for  this  reason:  As  a  professional  man,  a  man  of  the 
ministry,  I  always  consider  it  is  our  duty,  as  well  as  great 
pleasure,  to  welcome  a  body  of  intelligent  men  when  they  are 
meeting  together  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  intellectual 
and  beneficial  interests  of  the  profession  in  which  they  are 
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engaged.  We  are  living  in  times  now,  and  especially  in  this 
particular  time,  when  we  need  men  in  the  public  business  of 
the  world  whose  business  policies  and  principles  are  pitched 
in  the  very  highest  keynote  of  character,  and  there  never 
was  a  time  in  the  history  of  these  United  States  of  America, 
when  in  all  lines  and  professions  we  need  men  who  are  not 
tied  simply  to  the  apron  strings  of  policy,  not  men  simply 
engaged  in  business  for  the  purpose  of  accumulating  the 
greatest  amount  of  the  long  green,  for  their  own  benefit,  for 
their  own  selfish  aggrandizement  and  advancement  in  the 
world,  but  we  need  men  today  whose  affections  for  the  brother¬ 
hood  of  mankind  takes  in  the  wThole  horizon  of  the  great 
brotherhood  to  which  you  and  I  belong.  So  I  welcome  you 
here  again  in  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  because  we 
believe  we  have  in  the  pharmacists  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
a  body  of  men  who  are  really  serving  the  public  in  the  highest 
possible  way,  and  that  is  the  great  thing,  and  the  thing  that 
you,  as  men,  professional  men,  may  well  be  proud.  You 
know  that  we  are  living  today  in  a  period  where  people  are 
looking  for  every  opportunity  to  make  the  greatest  grasp 
for  themselves,  so  much  so  that  Congress  and  Senators  are 
being  appealed  to  to  stop  every  speculation  in  food,  the 
necessaries  of  life,  when  we  are  lace  to  face  with  a  great  danger, 
and  possibly  it  will  not  be  until  some  of  our  boys  are  brought 
home  from  France  crippled  or  invalided,  or  possibly  their 
last  mortal  remains  are  brought  home,  that  the  great  mass  of 
the  American  people  will  realize  the  immensity  of  the  danger 
that  is  confronting  us  as  a  people.  Naturally  one’s  thoughts 
will  run  in  such  directions  at  this  particular  time.  We  are 
now  a  part  of  a  mighty  force  in  the  world,  which  represents 
the  greatest  and  the  highest  ideals  of  true  democracy,  truth, 
justice,  liberty  and  equality  for  all;  we,  as  a  nation,  are  the 
greatest  representatives  of  these  principles  in  the  world 
today;  the  one  nation  which  is  a  true  democratic  republic, 
and  so  we  want  our  nation  to  take  and  keep  the  highest  place 
in  living  and  carrying  out  the  greatest  and  highest  .principles 
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of  democracy.  We  want  to  show  the  world  that  we  are,  in 
fact,  a  true  democratic  nationality,  not  simply  in  name  only; 
the  greatest  republic  of  the  world,  and  because  we  feel  and 
believe  that  the  pharmacists  in  their  Association  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  are  composed  of  men  whose  lives  and  business 
ability  are  pitched  in  that  direction,  that  we  extend  to  you 
at  this  time  a  most  cordial  welcome  in  your  deliberations, 
and  I  sincerely  hope,  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  Council 
that  your  deliberations  here  will  prove  most  beneficial  to  you 
each  one  personally,  in  your  own  individual  capacity,  and 
as  a  body,  collectively,  that  they  may  bring  an  increased 
prosperity  to  your  work  for  the  coming  year;  not  only  that, 
but  a  mighty  blessing  to  you  in  that  you  are  thinking  how  to 
serve  your  nation  at  this  particular  time  of  a  national  crisis. 

You  know  there  are  men — their  number  is  legion — who, 
in  their  business  lives  are  tied  to  the  apron  strings  of  policy: 
you  know  the  demagogue  in  politics,  for  instance;  you  know 
what  are  the  conditions  in  the  stock  watering  business; 
you  know  the  smooth-tongued  liar  behind  the  counter. 
These  men,  and  such  like,  have  long  since  thrown  right  and 
principle  overboard,  and  are  worshipping  at  the  shrine  of 
policy.  If  they  think  there  is  a  momentary  gain  to  be  had  on 
the  side  of  policy,  principle  is  thrown  overboard.  No 
circumstances  can  come  up  to  cause  men  to  point  their  finger 
at  the  man  of  principle.  Whilst  a  man  inferior  in  principle, 
who  winks  at  right  and  will  let  right  go  for  the  sake  of  making 
a  momentary  gain,  the  time  comes  when  such  a  man  will 
have  to  sew  fig  leaves  together  to  cover  his  shame.  It  is 
not  so  with  the  man  of  principle.  In  your  business  career 
you  gentlemen  have  a  particular  way  to  serve  the  country 
at  this  particular  time.  You  know  there  are  in  every  business, 
men  whose  lives  are  not  set  on  the  basis  of  principle.  You 
have  the  opportunity.  You  know  men  in  your  profession 
who  have  a  back  or  a  side  door,  where  men  can  slip  around 
and  obtain  for  themselves  that  which  the  law  says  shall 
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not  be  sold.  But  the  man  of  principle  (even  though  some 
may  make  a  few  dollars  on  the  side  by  sacrificing  principle  to 
policy),  knows  that  in  the  end  such  men  are  the  losers. 

You  are  men  engaged  in  serving  the  public,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  and  pray,  and  I  believe  very  firmly  that  every  man 
here  belonging  to  this  Association  will  determine  that  in  his 
business,  as  well  as  in  his  professional,  individual  life,  that 
life  shall  be  lived  according  to  the  dictates  of  principle  rather 
than  those  of  policy — high  principle. 

Gentlemen,  did  you  ever  stop  to  think  of  the  awful 
importance  of  that  word  “ought”  in  our  lives.  If  you  take 
the  word  “ought”  out  of  your  life,  away  would  go  all  the  rest 
of  your  life,  like  a  scrap  of  paper  rises  in  the  flame  of  a  con¬ 
flagration.  The  word  “ought”  is  a  mighty  thing.  Look  at 
the  lives  of  the  men  who  have  been  the  great  heroes  of  life, 
not  men  who  have  sacrificed  themselves  on  the  battlefield, 
but  in  the  ordinary  service  of  life,  who  are  they?  If  you 
will,  read  the  pages  of  history,  they  are  always  and 
eternally  those  men  who  have  obeyed  that  word  “ought” 
in  their  lives.  When  our  soldiers  come  back  from  the  battle¬ 
fields  of  France,  whether  in  whole  or  in  part,  physically 
fit  or  invalided  or  crippled,  they  are  the  men  who  have  obeyed 
the  word  “ought”  in  their  lives.  They  know  very  well 
that,  taking  upon  themselves  the  defense  of  the  colors  which 
speak  of  integrity,  truth,  justice  and  equality  to  all,  and 
have  gone  over  there  to  France  today,  those  men  know  that 
the  trench  speaks  and  spells  for  them  probable  death,  sorrow 
for  their  wives  and  children  at  home,  but  the  word  “ought” 
was  strong  in  their  lives,  in  their  patriotism,  and  so  they  forgot 
all  the  possible  dangers  and  they  went  forward  and  have  gone 
to  do  their  duty  in  defending  and  taking  the  part  of  their 
country  in  the  defense  of  the  mighty  principles  of  true  brother¬ 
hood  and  equality  of  mankind  in  this  wide  world;  and  they 
are  willing  to  make  a  sublime  and  great  sacrifice  for  the 
defense  of  their  principles,  and  that  is  what  we  want  in  these 
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United  States  of  America  today,  men  and  women  alike  whose 
citizenship  is  so  powerful  and  strong  in  them  that  they  will 
realize  that  life  must  be  sacrificed,  if  necessary,  for  the  great, 
noble,  high  principles  of  truth  and  justice  and  right;  that 
right  may  prevail  against  wrong  in  this  wide  world. 

The  time  has  gone  by  when  we,  all  of  us — I  am  thankful 
to  see  some  here  wearing  the  same  pin,  or  emblem,  as  you  may 
call  it,  that  I  am — while,  of  course,  I  am  an  American  first 
and  foremost,  we  realize  the  fact  that  we  belong,  not  simply  to 
a  federation,  to  a  country,  the  United  States  of  America,  but 
that  we  belong  to  a  federation  of  the  Nations  of  the  world, 
and  realize  the  great  brotherhood  of  mankind  throughout 
the  world.  We  do  not  care  where  a  man  may  have  been 
born,  wTe  see  in  that  man  a  brother  today,  because  we  realize 
the  responsibility  with  which  we  have  come  into  this  world. 

I  remember  a  number  of  years  ago,  a  certain  famous 
banker,  Nicholas  Biddle,  had  turned  out  a  man  because  he 
refused  to  do  certain  work  for  him  on  Sunday.  Some  people 
said  that  young  man  lost  his  position  because  of  an  over- 
scrupulous  conscience.  I  am  not  here  to  discuss  a  man’s 
principles  with  regard  to  working  on  Sunday,  that  has  nothing 
to  do  with  you  or  this  gathering,  but  I  mention  this  just  to 
show  you  that  though  Biddle  discharged  this  man,  yet  when 
he  was  asked  to  name  a  cashier  for  another  firm  he  immediately 
named  this  young  man  he  had  discharged,  and  in  the  letter 
he  wrote,  he  said,  “You  can  trust  him,  he  is  a  young  man  who 
will  act  on  principle.  It  was  against  his  principles  to  work 
even  for  me  on  Sunday,  so  I  honor  that  man  and  I  am  glad 
of  an  opportunity  to  recommend  him  for  another  position.” 
And  he  got  it. 

So  the  world  at  large  recognizes  true  principle  always, 
everywhere.  Principle,  true,  noble  principle,  the  highest 
ideals  of  manhood,  the  world  recognizes,  even  though  the 
wc rid  dies  not  always  set  its  standard  by  such  high  princ’ples, 
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but  it,  devolves  upon  you  and  me,  as  professional  men  to  set 
an  example  in  this  direction,  and  never  was  that  example 
needed  more  than  at  this  particular  time  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

The  great  cities  of  the  world  have  erected  buildings  to 
their  eminent  men,  and  to  their  great  statesmen  in  ages  gone 
by;  London  has  her  Westminster  Abbey,  Paris  her  Pantheon 
Cathedral,  Memphis  her  Pyramids.  But  I  know  of  no 
structure  great  enough  or  grand  enough  wherein  to  commemor¬ 
ate  the  memory  of  those  men,  whether  pharmacists,  medical 
men,  or  any  kind  of  professional  men  in  this  world,  whose 
lives  have  been  pitched  in  the  highest  note  of  true  principle. 
There  is  no  building  grand  enough,  gorgeous  enough  to 
properly  and  appreciatively'  commemorate  the  memory  of 
such  a  man,  for  such  a,.man  today  is  living  as  a  real  hero  in 
the  midst  ofiall  the  many  anomalies  of  our  modern  civilization. 

You  remember7 Shakespeare  tells  us  in  the  “Merchant  of 
Venice,”  “My  conscience  hanging  about  the  neck  of  my  heart 
says  to  me,  Budge  not;  ‘Budge,’' says  the  fiend;  ‘Budge  not,’ 
says  my  conscience:”  ’  -  '  ! •  -  1  ' 

And,, gentlemen,.  w.iH  you  pardon  me,  if  I  say  to  you  this, 
morning,  in  closing .  this  little  word,  of  welcome  to  Ocean  City, 
if  you  “are”,  men  .of  principle,,  “living”  as  men  of  principle 
in  .  your  “daily”  .  lives,  and.  “professional  lives,”  that, 
when  you  see  the.  opportunity  for  gain  in  a  wrong  way,  stand 
firm  on  the  rock  of  principle,  and  ignore  policy;  listen  to  the 
voice  of  conscience  within  you,  which  says,  “Budge  not.” 
“Budge,”  will  say  the  fiend;  “Budge  not,”  says  vour  con¬ 
science.: 

So  I  extend  to  you  gentlemen  a  kindly  welcome  to  Ocean 
City,  and  trust,  your  deliberations  will  be  most  beneficial 
and  happy,  and  I  extend  to  you,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Ocean  City,  their  greetings.  The  only 
thing  I  ask  you  is,  when  you  leave  us,  do  not  become  so 
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immersed  in  the  discussions  relating  to  your  profession  that 
you  leave  us  in  a  “drugged”  sort  of  way.  (Applause). 

The  PRESIDENT:  I  will  ask  Mr.  Hodson  to  reply 
to  this  excellent  address. 

Mr.  EUGENE  W.  HODSON:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and 
gentlemen:  This  is  an  honor  I  did  not  expect.  I  have 
enjoyed  the  Doctor’s  speech  very  much.  He  certainly  has  hit 
the  key  note.  While  I  cannot  extend  a  welcome  to  Ocean 
City,  I  can  extend  to  you  the  welcome  of  the  Eastern  Shore. 
(Laughter  and  applause.)  I  drove  down  here  yesterday,  and 
all  along  the  line  I  saw  the  word  “Welcome.”  The  parties 
with  me  thought  it  was  intended  for  us,  individually,  but  I 
think  it  was  to  the  pharmacists  all  over  the  State. 

I  hardly  expected. to  see  so  many  people  here  this  morning 
to  whom  to  extend  my  welcome  and  that  of  Mrs.  Hodson* 
on  this,  our  anniversary,  the  12th  of  July,  but  I  appreciate 
the  gathering  very  much.  But  in  regard  to  the  welcome  that 
Ocean  City  has  extended  to  us,  I  feel  sure  that  we  all  appre¬ 
ciate  being  here,  and  I  feel  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  good 
time.  I  am  only  an  adopted  Baltimorean,  and  I  know  the 
people  of  the  Eastern  Shore  anywhere,  if  they  have  not 
changed  in  the  last  twenty-seven  years,  are  going  to  make  us 
welcome,  even  if  they  did  make  it  a  little  wet  for  us  yesterday. 
I  hope  all  of  you  gentlemen  and  ladies  will  appreciate  being 
on  the  Eastern  Shore,  my  birthplace,  also  the  birthplace  of 
Commodore  Decatur  and  Colonel  Tench  Tilghman,  and 
many  men  of  prominence,  too  numerous  to  enumerate. 

I  thank  the  President  very  kindly  for  calling  on  me  this 
morning  - and  I  want  to  again  thank  the  Mayor  and  Mr. 
Archbold  in  the  name  of  the  Association. 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  President,  as  I  mentioned  yester¬ 
day,  we  had  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  National 
Wholesalers  Association  notifying  us  of  the  appointment  of 
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a  delegation  to  represent  them  here.  As  one  of  the  delegates 
is  present,  Mr.  Robinson,  I  suggest  that  we  have  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  from  him. 

Mr.  H.  H.  ROBINSON:  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and 
gentlemen:  My  official  business  here  today  is  to  extend  to 
your  President  and  your  Association  the  fraternal  greetings, 
the  hearty  fraternal  greetings  of  our  National  Wholesale 
Druggists  Association,  and  we  wish  you  a  successful  meeting, 
and  everything  else  good  that  you  may  hope  for  or  expect. 
I  am  not  going  to  take  much  of  your  time,  but  while  I  am  on 
the  floor  I  want  to  say  personally  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  present 
at  your  meeting  again.  I,  personally,  appreciate  the  hearty 
greetings  and  handshakes  that  I  have  received  from  your 
officers  and  members,  and  to  be  present  at  an  Eastern.  Shore 
meeting  is  a  peculiar  pleasure  to  me  because  I  was  born  in  a 
little  town  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  on  the  river  Nanticoke, 
and  resided  there  until  in  my  teens  when  I  was  transplanted 
to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  so,  outside  of  being  a  real  Mary¬ 
lander  of  which  I  am  proud,  I  feel  perfectly  at  home  anywhere 
on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland. 

I  hope,  gentlemen,  that  your  meeting  will  be  successful; 
that  you  will  profit  by  your  gathering,  and  my  only  regret 
is  that  I  can  not  be  with  you  longer  than  twenty-four  hours; 
the  loss,  however,  is  mine  only,  because  with  the  number  of 
people  in  attendance  here  one  person  will  not  be  missed.  I 
know  the  most  of  your  deliberations  will  be  concerned  with 
matters  of  a  professional  and  scientific  nature,  but  will  you 
just  let  me  make  a  suggestion  along  another  line:  It  has 
occurred  to  me  often  that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  as  well  as  associations  in  other  States,  pay  too 
little  attention  to  the  business  .end  of  the  profession.  My 
observation  has  been  that  the  retail  druggists  are  the  poorest 
paid  business  people  in  the  world.  I  believe  that  the  service 
rendered  by  you  men,  as  retail  druggists,  is  more  poorly 
compensated  than  in  any  other  line  of  business.  And  to  a 
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certain  extent  that  is  our  own  fault.  The  public  looks  upon 
us  largely  as  an  accommodation,  and  do  not  appreciate  the 
service  rendered  by  the  retail  druggist,  and  we,  in  turn, 
allow  them  to  infringe  on  our  good  nature  and  on  our  accommo¬ 
dation  and,  as  I  say,  it  has  often  occurred  to  me  that  in  our 
deliberations  in  these  associations,  if  we  would  turn  our 
attention  a  little  bit  more  to  the  financial  side  of  the  business 
we  would  find  we  would  be  more  prosperous  and  go  ahead 
financially  in  line  with  other  branches  of  business.  I  hope 
you  will  not  consider  this  presumptuous.  It  is  out  of  the 
goodness  of  my  heart,  because  I  firmly  believe  that  the  service 
we  render,  both  as  professional  men  and  as  business  men, 
deserves  greater  compensation. 

I  am  sure  you  will  have  a  good  meeting  from  a  scientific 
and  professional  standpoint,  and  I  also  hope  you  will  have 
all  the  pleasure  and  happiness  you  wish  for.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Robinson’s  address  was  very  inter¬ 
esting,  indeed,  and  we  appreciate  his  remarks. 

Doctor  ARCE1BOLD:  Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
who  made  the  last  address  has  said  that  pharmacists  are  the 
poorest  paid  professional  men  in  the  world.  I  do  not  agree 
with  him.  I  say  the  parsons  are. 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  President,  I  have  a  letter  from 
Doctor  Hancock  which  I  would  like  to  read. 

To  The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 

Ocean  City,  Md. 

I  regret  to  report  my  inability  as  Chairman  of  the  delegates  of  this 
Association  to  attend  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  New  Jersey  and  the 
Delaware  Pharmaceutical  Associations  held  last  month  and  will  refer 
to  the  published  accounts  in  the  pharmaceutical  Journals  of  the  respective 
meetings,  as  a  substitute  for  your  chairman’s  report. 

This  I  regret  because  it  has  always  been  my  pleasure  to  attend  the 
annual  meetings  of  these  two  Associations.

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(At  the  request  of  the  President,  Mr.  Hodson  took  the 
chair  while  the  President  read  his  address). 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Your  Executive  Committee  very  happily  selected  sun-lit 
and  sea-kissed  Ocean  City  as  the  place  for  our  annual  meeting 
and  their  judgment  has  been  justified  in  the  splendid  attend¬ 
ance  at  this  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  large  attendance 
to  my  mind  argues  well  alike  for  the  business  ability  and 
strength  of  Pharmacy  in  our  State.  To  have  such  a  repre¬ 
sentative  gathering  of  Pharmacists  at  this  time  when  the  civic 
and  business  fabric  of  our  Nation  is  under  an  unprecedented 
tention,  shows  deep  interest  and  self  sacrifice  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  our  profession,  developing  a  feeling  of  confi¬ 
dence  for  the  future. 

Your  Association  stands  ready  and  has  expressed  its 
desire  to  cooperate  with  both  State  and  Nation  in  the  prose¬ 
cution  of  the  War — the  reports  you  have  heard  give  you  an 
idea  of  the  steps  already  taken.  I  feel  I  am  voicing  the 
sentiment  of  our  Association  in  saying  we  will  §upport  our 
Nation  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  with  thankful  hearts  for  our 
blessings  and  privileges,  with  a  deep  determination  to  extend 
to  all  Nations  the  opportunity  of  enjoying  free  government, 
to  the  end  that  the  peoples  of  the  world  will  be  brought  to  a 
higher  plane  of  brotherly  service. 

The  general  condition  of  our  Association  has  been  or  will 
be  placed  before  you  in  the  various  reports  to  be  heard  and 
should  impress  you  with  the  fact  that  the  Association  is  in  a 
very  healthy  state  and  in  position  through  its  various  organi¬ 
zations  to  do  better  work  than  at  any  time  in  its  history. 

While  the  President  in  his  address  is  supposed  to  make 
such  recommendations  as  may  seem  necessary,  the  general 
unsettled  condition  of  State  and  National  affairs  make  it 
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undesirable  if  not  actually  unwise  to  undertake  any 
more  work  for  the  present  than  will  be  brought  before  you  in 
our  general  program.

The  splendid  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  through 
its  Chairman,  Mr.  C.  C.  Neal,  submitted  yesterday,  shows 
conclusively  that  the  Committee  has  been  fully  equal  to  the 
task  assigned  it.

G.  A.  Bunting,  namely,  an  embossed  metal  frame  for  holding 
an  annual  membership  card  to  be  furnished  each  member 
of  the  Association  and  annually  a  yearly  membership  card 
to  be  forwarded  each  member  in  good  standing,  received 
careful  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  being 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  matter;  from  their  report  it 
was  decided  that  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  production 
the  matter  would  best  be  postponed  until  after  the  War. 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  will  bring  before 
you  in  detail  the  proposed  Legislation  both  State  and  National. 
I  bespeak  your  careful  attention  to  same,  as  also  the  matter 
of  the  proposed  move  for  greater  recognition  for  the  Pharma¬ 
cist  in  our  Army  and  Navy. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  express  my  deep  appreciation 
for  the  loyal  support  accorded  me  by  our  splendid  Secretary, 
Mr.  E.  F.  Kelly;  may  his  tribe  increase,  the  more  we  see  of 
him  the  more  we  are  impressed  with  his  all  roundness. 
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Our  most  efficient  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  Y.  Harris,  has  shown 
his  eminent  fitness.  The  Association  is  in  splendid  financial 
condition  thanks  to  his  ability  and  energy. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Travelers 
Auxiliary  and  particularly  those  serving  on  the  Entertainment 
Committee  for  the  delightful  entertainments  they  have 
prepared,  adding  greatly  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  meeting. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Members  for  the  interest  and  atten¬ 
tion  shown  and  the  Committees  and  Executive  Officers  for 
their  loyal  support  and  many  courtesies.  Assurring  you  of 
my  deep  interest  in  our  Association,  I  stand  ready  at  all  times 
to  serve  it  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

PRESIDENT:  (After  resuming  the  Chair)  The  next 
order  of  business  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.

30,  1920;  J.  Fuller  Frames,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  whose  commission 
expires  April  30,  1921,  and  William  C.  Powell,  Snow  Hill,  Maryland,  whose 
commission  expires  April  30,  1922.

Your  Board  of  Pharmacy  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
last  State  Legislature  enacted  a  law  which  prohibited  all  Boards  of  the 
State,  with  certain  exceptions  (that  of  the  Liquor  License  Board,  Police, 
Public  Utilities  and  Health)  from  employing  counsel,  supposedly  increasing 
the  personnel  of  the  Attorney  General’s  office  sufficiently  to  enforce  the 
law  as  affecting  the  remaining  Boards.  Your  Board  has  had  occasion  to 
apply  to  the  Attorney  General’s  office  and  while  the  disposition  of  the 
office  was  favorable  their  prosecuting  force  was  frankly  admitted  to  be 
inadequate  to  give  proper  legal  protection  to  the  State’s  pharmacists,  from 
infraction  of  the  law.  The  same  condition  was  experienced  when  applying 
to  the  State’s  Attorney’s  office  of  Baltimore  City.  We  would  respectfully 
call  the  attention  of  this  Association  to  the  duties  of  your  Board  which  are 
clearly  defined  in  Section  144,  Article  43,  General  Laws,  1910,  Title 
“Health,”  Sub-Title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 

“Section  144.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  2) 

Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  wffio  shall  perform 
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the  duties  prescribed  by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April 
and  October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board;  provided,  that  ten  days’  public 
notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each  meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  candidates  for  registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration 
submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons  as  may  be 
entitled  to  the  same  hereunder;  to  report  annually  to  the  Governor  and 
the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy 
in  the  State,  which  report  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under  these 
provisions;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names  and 
places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered  and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the 
granting  of  certificates.” 

Notwithstanding  this  section,  your  Board  has  found  it  necessary  in 
the  interest  of  the  law’s  enforcement  and  for  the  good  of  pharmacy  in  the 
State,  and  not  being  permitted  to  employ  counsel,  due  to  the  act  o'f  the 
recent  Legislature  alluded  to  above  have  been  compelled  to  appear  in  the 
Police  Courts  in  person  to  present  the  prosecution  for  the  Board  arguing 
for  conviction  of  violation  of  your  law,  pleading  those  cases  against  trained 
legal  counsel  wTho  are  in  the  employ  of  the  defendant  in  the  cases. 

Therefore,  your  Board,  to  the  end  that  your  Pharmacy  Law  may  the 
more  effectively  be  enforced  suggest  to  the  incoming  Legislative  Committee 
of  this  Association  to  diligently  have  the  Pharmacy  Law  amended  so  that 
its  enforcement  may  be  properly,  adequately  and  scientifically  provided 
for  by  the  next  State  Legislature. 

Your  Board  would  like  to  include  the  report  made  to  it  by  Mr. 
Meredith,  its  delegate  to  the  National  Association  Boards  of  Pharmacy, 
as  follows: 

‘‘The  thirteenth  annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  Boards 
of  Pharmacy  met  August  31st,  1916,  in  Philadelphia,  J.  C.  Burton,  of 
Stroud,  Oklahoma,  President. 

Roll  call  disclosing  twenty-eight  States  represented. 

John  A.  Weeks,  of  Texas,  addressed  the  Association  on  the  subject: 

“The  Responsibility  of  Pharmacy  Boards.”  Mr.  Weeks  said  in  part . 

“The  member  of  a  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  in  a  measure  responsible  to 
every  patient  and  every  physician  in  his  State  for  the  work  by  the  licentiate 
of  his  Board.  The  examination  of  a  candidate  to  practice  pharmacy 
should  be  conducted  without  fear  or  favor  and  each  candidate  should  be 
given  the  grade  he  earns.” 
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“A  very  grave  responsibility  confronts  us  when  we  realize  that  Amer¬ 
ican  Pharmacy  can  never  be  stronger,  better  or  more  efficient  than  its 
state  examining  boards.  The  status  of  American  Pharmacy  is  established 
by  the  State  Boards.  Neither  the  pharmacists  nor  the  schools  can  estab¬ 
lish  the  standards  since  the  State  Board  is  the  gateway  thru  which  the 
pharmacists  must  enter  the  craft.” 

The  address  was  discussed  by  Meredith,  Diekman,  Christensen, 
Diner,  Mrazek,  Osterlund,  Leverty  and  others. 

At  the  suggestion  of  J.  A.  Leverty,  the  subject  “Identification”  of 
applicants  for  “reciprocal  exchange”  was  discussed  with  the  result  that  a 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  draft  a  plan  of  identification. 
H.  L.  Meredith,  Maryland;  H.  L.  Haussamen,  North  Dakota;  and  J.  T. 
Baltar,  Louisiana,  were  appointed. 

This  Committee  recommended  a  blank  similar  to  a  Traveler’s  check 
to  be  signed  by  the  applicant  and  attested  by  three  citizens  of  the  city  or 
town  in  which  the  applicant  resides;  one  of  the  witnesses  shall  be  a  former 
employer  of  the  applicant  or  a  registered  pharmacist.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  was  adopted. 

At  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session  on  motion  of  H.  C.  Christensen, 
the  application  of  the  Mississippi  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  ACTIVE 
Membership  and  the  application  of  the  New  Jersey  Board  for  ASSOCIATE 
Membership  were  accepted. 

President  Burton  at  this  point  requested  J.  W.  Gayle  of  Kentucky, 
Vice-President,  to  take  the  Chair  and  then  proceeded  with  the  “President’s 
Address.”  Recommendations  were  as  follows: 

1.  “That  a  committee  of  at  least  five  be  appointed  from  this  body 
to  present  to  the  Section  on  Education  and  Legislation,  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  such  provisions  as  may  be  adopted  by  this 
Association;  and  further  to  cooperate  in  joint  session  with  that  Section, 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  adoption  of  a  number  of  provisions  on  matters 
of  general  interest  to  pharmacy  that  could  be  furnished  to  state  board  or 
state  association  members  who  may  ask  for  suggestions  regarding  desirable 
changes  in  state  pharmacy  laws.” 

2.  “The  same  committee  to  submit  resolutions  of  interest  that  may 
be  passed  by  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  to  the  A.  Ph.  A.  for  its  endorsement.” 

3.  “Appointment  of  a  committee  on  ‘Higher  Educational  Stand¬ 
ards’  to  w’ork  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  A.  Ph.  A.  and  N.  A.  R.  D. 

4.  “Appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  on  ‘Relations  of  Colleges 
with  Boards’,  to  work  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Faculties.” 
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5.  “That  the  joint  committee  of  the  Faculties  and  Boards  on  ‘More 
Satisfactory  Examination  of  Candidates  for  Graduation  and  Candidates 
for  Graduation  and  Candidates  for  Board  Certificates’  be  continued.” 

6.  “Be  it  hereby  resolved  that  we  request  the  Section  on  ‘Education 
and  Legislation’  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  in  joint  session  with  the  Faculties  and 
Boards,  to  give  consideration  to  a  ‘Prerequisite  Provision’  (graduation 
from  school  of  pharmacy  clause)  that  when  enacted  into  a  state  pharmacy 
law,  will  not  be  retroactive  in  its  applications  thereby  preventing  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  of  such  a  state  from  granting  reciprocal  registration  (both 
states  being  ‘Active’  member  states  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.)  to  applicants  who 
are  not  graduates  of  schools  of  pharmacy  but  who  at  the  time  of  passing 
examination  and  becoming  registered  in  their  state,  complied  with  all  the 
requirements  of  the  laws  of  the  state  pertaining  to  registration  of  pharma¬ 
cists,  such  laws  having  equal  requirements  at  the  time,  with  the  state  in 
which  the  applicant  may  later  seek  to  gain  reciprocal  registration.” 

Chairman  Gayle  appointed  W.  E.  Cousins,  Texas;  E.  A.  Eaton,  Iowa; 
and  D.  R.  Millard,  Maryland,  as  a  committee  on  the  President’s  Address. 
The  committee  later  reported  favorably  on  all  recommendations  made  b> 
the  President,  and  on  vote  of  the  Convention  they  were  adopted. 

On  resuming  the  Chair  President  Burton  called  on  George  M.  Beringer, 
Jr.,  of  the  New  Jersey  Board  of  Pharmacy  (this  Board  was  elected  to 
“Associate  Membership”  at  the  morning  session). 

Chairman  Lawrence  C.  Lewis  of  the  Executive  Committee  presented 
the  report  for  his  committee,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  the  following  named  members:  W.  E.  Sheriff,  Kansas;  Leo  L.  Mrazek, 
Illinois;  H.  B.  Purdy,  Connecticut.  The  committee  later  reported  fav¬ 
orably  on  the  following  recommendations  which  were  then  adopted  by 
the  Association: 

1.  “Recommended  that  annual  meetings  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  be  held 
at  the  same  place  as  the  A.  Ph.  A.  Conventions,  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
of  the  same  week  in  which  the  A.  Ph.  A.  Convention  is  held.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  program  of  sessions  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.,  the  A.  Ph.  A. 
and  the  joint  sessions  of  the  Faculties  and  Boards  must  be  arranged  so 
that  the  most  important  sessions  of  these  bodies  will  not  conflict  with 
each  other.  Otherwise,  it  is  suggested  that  it  may  become  necessary  to 
recommend  that  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  and  A.  C.  P.  F.  hold  their  meetings 
either  just  preceding  or  just  after  the  A.  Ph.  A.  Convention.  It  was 
also  suggested  that  unless  the  A.  Ph.  A.  Conventions  would  be  held  in 
locations  favorable  to  the  largest  attendance,  it  might  become  necessary 
for  the  Boards  to  hold  their  annual  meetings  separately  from  those  of  the 
A.  Ph.  A.” 
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2.  “Recommended  that  the  Secretary  attend  board  of  pharmacy 
examination  meetings  in  the  various  states  whenever  possible,  with  a  view 
to  bringing  about  compliance  with  recommendations  of  the  Advisory 
Examination  committee  with  regard  to  more  uniformity  of  examinations 
in  the  different  ACTIVE  Member  States  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.” 

3.  “Recommended  that  changes  in  the  New  United  States  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  be  not  taken  into  consideration  in  preparing  boards  of  pharmacy 
examination  questions  until  after  January  1st,  1917,  and  that  for  the  first 
year  after  that  date  only  such  changes  as  apply  to  the  more  potent  drugs 
and  their  preparations  be  given  consideration.” 

4.  “Recommended  that  State  Boards  follow  as  closely  as  possible 
suggestions  of  the  Advisory  Examination  Committee  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P. 
with  regard  to  examination  questions  and  methods.” 

5.  “Recommended  that  members  of  boards  of  pharmacy  meet  with 
those  of  adjoining  states  during  examination  periods  whenever  possible.’, 

6.  “Recommended  that  since  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  has  rendered  a  decision  that  the  possession  of  narcotics  does  not 
constitute  a  violation  of  the  ‘Harrison  Act,’  and  since  we  believe  this 
decision  has  largely  nullified  the  intentions  of  the  law  we  recommend  and 
urge  that  Congress  enact  an  amendment  to  the  Harrison  Law  whereby 
the  main  objects  of  this  law  be  not  impaired  or  defeated.” 

Mr.  H.  L.  Meredith,  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  was 
called  on  for  the  report  of  that  Committee.  Recommendations  of  the 
Committee  which  were  adopted  are  as  follows: 

1.  “Providing  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  unless  he  is 
registered  with  the  United  States  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  in  the 
District  in  which  he  resides,  to  sell,  dispense  or  give  away  any  preparation 
or  remedy  containing  any  opium  or  cocoa  leaves,  their  salts,  alkaloids  or 
derivatives  or  other  potent  drugs  or  chemicals  which  may  be  enumerated 
in  the  so-called  Poison  or  Anti-narcotic  laws  of  the  State  or  District  in 
which  he  may  reside.  A  detention  as  well  as  monetary  penalty  to  be 
attached.  Enforcement  to  be  placed  in  the  care  of  the  State’s  Pharmacy 
Board.” 

2.  “Providing  a  heavy  penalty  for  false  representation  as  a  registered 
pharmacist,  licentiate  in  pharmacy,  assistant  pharmacist,  etc.” 

3.  “Requiring  that  every  drug  store  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the 
latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary. 
Penalty  suggested  to  be  double  the  cost  of  the  edition  mentioned  plus 
cost  of  prosecution.  Enforcement  with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.” 
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4.  “Requiring  that  the  Registered  Pharmacist  who  is  in  charge  of  a 
pharmacy  or  ‘department  of  pharmacy’  whether  proprietor  or  manager, 
shall  in  addition  to  displaying  his  certificate,  have  his  name  affixed  either 
upon  separate  or  composite  labels  placed  on  medicinal  agents,  while  in 
charge  as  Registered  Pharmacist.  Also  there  shall  be  caused  to  be  con¬ 
spicuously  displayed  over  the  entrance  to  the  drug  store  or  department 

of  pharmacy  the  name  of  the  Registered  Pharmacist  in  charge.  Fine  for 
violation  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  employer.  Enforcement  in  charge 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

5.  “Requiring  the  holder  of  every  certificate,  when  he  renews  same, 
in  states  where  renewals  are  required,  to  state  whether  he  is  a  proprietor 
or  an  employer.  Certificate  not  to  be  granted  until  such  information  is 
given.” 

6.  “Providing  for  the  appointment  by  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  of  a  committee 
of  five  members  from  this  body  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  into  con¬ 
ference  with  the  proper  officials  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department, 
with  the  end  in  view  that  of  eliminating  from  the  processes  of  the  Harrison 
Law  such  drugs  and  chemicals  which  from  their  very  nature  automatically 
are  eliminated  from  the  class  of  habit-forming  drugs.” 

(No.  7  and  8  were  rejected.) 

9.  “Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  constitute  a  committee  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  the  Program  Committee  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  to 
the  end  that  the  more  important  sessions  of  the  two  bodies  be  so  arranged 
as  to  entail  the  least  possible  conflict.” 

President  Burton  next  called  for  the  report  of  the  Advisory  Examina¬ 
tion  Committee,  and  Secretary  Christensen  read  that  report.  The  main 
thoughts  centered  on  greater  efficiency  in  board  work,  more  care  in  pre¬ 
paring  suitable  questions  and  grading  of  answers,  etc.  It  also  pointed 
out  that  unless  qualifications  and  fitness  of  candidates  for  boards  of 
pharmacy  appointments  are  given  more  consideration  than  is  generally 
the  case,  the  time  would  come  when  the  examiners  will  be  required  to 
submit  to  an  examination  relative  to  their  qualifications  for  these  import¬ 
ant  positions. 

The  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  was  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  a  committee  composed  of  Jno.  A.  Weeks, 
Texas;  Edward  Bloomfield,  Kentucky;  and  Edward  Walsdorf,  Louisiana, 
to  draft  a  resolution  with  regard  to  time  of  filing  applications  for  Recip¬ 
rocal  Registration.  Mr.  Bloomfield  made  the  following  report: 
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“All  applicants  for  Reciprocal  Registration  must  file  their  applica¬ 
tions  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  in  the  State  in  which  he  desires  to 
reciprocate,  within  ninety  days  after  receiving  the  official  application 
blank  from  the  National  Secretary.  If  said  applicant  for  Reciprocal 
Registration  is  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  which  he  applies 
for  reciprocal  registration  then  all  fees  shall  be  returned  to  him  (except 
the  $1.00  fee  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  from  which  he 
applied;  for  certifying  to  registration  and  grades).  If  said  applicant  fails 
to  file  his  application  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  within  ninety  days 
after  date  of  issue,  then  said  application  blank  shall  be  void  and  said 
applicant  shall  forfeit  the  entire  fee.  The  Secretary  of  the  National 
Association  Boards  of  Pharmacy  shall  date  said  application  blank  as  of 
date  issued  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  shall  date  said  applica¬ 
tion  blank  as  of  the  day  received.” 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  WAS  ADOPTED,  TO  GO 
INTO  EFFECT  THE  FIRST  OF  OCTOBER,  1916. 

After  discussion  regarding  ways  and  means  of  increasing  revenue  to 
the  Association,  a  recommendation  to  increase  the  annual  dues  of  “Active” 
member  states  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  from  $15.00  to  $35.00  was  adopted. 
The  fee  for  application  blank  for  “reciprocal  registration”  was  increased 
from  $5.00  to  $15.00,  to  take  effect  October  1st,  1916. 

The  following  recommendatory  resolutions  were  passed: 

That  Boards  of  Pharmacy  grant  two  grades  of  Registration  by  Exam¬ 
ination — Assistant  Pharmacist  and  Registered  Pharmacist  (or  licentiate) — 
each  to  be  based  on  a  passing  grade  of  not  less  than  7 59f  made  in  examina¬ 
tion  using  specially  prepared  separate  sets  of  questions  for  each  grade. 

That  Boards  of  Pharmacy  in  the  various  States  define  the  duties  and 
privileges  of  an  Assistant  Pharmacist  to  be  the  same  as  those  enjoyed 
by  the  Registered  Pharmacist  (Licentiate),  with  the  exception  that  the 
Assistant  Pharmacist  be  not  permitted  to  own  or  conduct  a  drug  store 
without  placing  in  active  charge  thereof  a  Registered  Pharmacist.  And 
further,  that  an  Assistant  Pharmacist  can  only  be  left  in  charge  of  a  drug 
store  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  regularly  employed  Registered 
Pharmacist  or  Registered  Pharmacist  owner  of  the  store.  Temporary 
absence  to  be  defined  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

That  a  candidate  for  Registration  by  examination  as  a  registered 
pharmacist  (licentiate  in  pharmacy),  shall  be  required  to  have  had  not 
less  than  two  years’  satisfactorily  completed  High  School  work  or  its 
equivalent. 
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That  a  candidate  for  Examination  for  Registration  as  Assistant 
Pharmacist,  shall  have  had  at  least  one  year  in  High  School  or  its  equiva¬ 
lent. 


The  report  of  the  nominating  Committee  which  was  read  by  H.  L. 
Haussamen,  recommending  the  following  officers  for  next  year:  Presi¬ 
dent,  Lawrence  C.  Lewis,  of  Alabama;  Fist  Vice-President,  John  A.  Weeks, 
of  Texas;  Second  Vice-President,  D.  W.  Ramsaur,  of  Florida;  Third  Vice- 
President,  John  A.  Leverty,  of  Connecticut;  Secretary,  H.  C.  Christensen, 
of  Chicago,  Illinois;  Treasurer,  F.  W.  Ward,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee. 
The  following  were  elected  to  serve  on  the  various  committees:  Executive 
Committee,  E.  G.  Cox,  of  Missouri;  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Examina¬ 
tion  Committee,  H.  C.  Christensen,  of  Chicago,  Ill.;  Syllabus  Committee, 
Charles  H.  Skinner,  of  Vermont. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  and  the  gentlemen  named 
were  elected  as  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Session  was  adjourned  to  meet  Saturday  evening  at  8.30  o’clock. 

Adjourned  Fourth  Session,  Saturday  evening. 

President  Burton  called  the  Association  to  order  in  the  Assembly 
Room  of  the  Rittenhouse  Hotel,  at  3.45  o’clock  and  called  for  the  report 
of  the  Auditing  Committee,  which  report  was  presented  by  E.  G.  Cox, 
of  Missouri  and  adopted. 

The  installation  of  officers  then  took  place  and  the  convention  ad¬ 
journed.”

(During  the  reading  of  his  report,  Mr.  Meredith  made 
various  comments  as  follows:) 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  October  it  has  been  the  experience  of  the  Board 
that  the  least  number  of  applicants  passed.  Now  we  had 
fourteen  apply,  as  pharmacists,  and  two  passed;  there  were 
eight  applied  as  assistants,  and  seven  passed.  It  seems  that 
in  October  the  “lame  ducks,”  come  up  after  a  summer  vaca¬ 
tion  they  do  not  seem  to  be  quite  prepared  as  they  are  in  May. 
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“As  to  prosecutions,  the  conditions  are  that  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  have  to  go  into  the  Courts  and 
plead  for  the  conviction  of  a  man  who  has  broken  the  law, 
the  man  himself  being  permitted  to  employ  counsel,  and 
the  Board  not  being  permitted  to  employ  counsel.” 

As  it  is  now  it  is  a  question  of  the  Board  trying  to  enforce 
the  thing  against  a  trained,  legal  attorney,  and  sometimes, 
in  the  Courts,  the  authority  of  the  Board  has  been  questioned 
by  attorneys,  wanting  to  know  whether  we  represent  the 
State’s  Attorney’s  office,  and  so  forth,  and  it  is  necessary 
for  them  to  make  it  plain  that  they  do  not  represent  anybody 
but  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  which  is  a  State  Board 
and  should  have  some  standing  in  Court.  All  of  you  know 
that  an  attorney  coming  into  your  store  would  make  a  poor 
hand  at  filling  prescriptions,  and  while  he  might  get  away 
with  it,  if  it  was  not  anything  more  than  aqua,  it  is  the  same 
condition  when  pharmacists  attempt  to  practice  law  before 
the  Courts  against  trained,  legal  minds. 

I  might  say,  in  this  connection,  that  I  was  appointed 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Internal 
Revenue  Department  of  the  Treasury  Department  with  the 
purpose  to  eliminate  from  the  action  of  the  Harrison  Act  all 
such  drugs  which,  while  they  may  be  of  narcotic  origin,  are 
not  habit  forming  by  nature,  such  drugs,  for  instance,  as 
apomorphine  or  stypticin,  which  could  not  be  habit-forming 
in  any  meaning  of  the  word  at  all,  even  though  they  may  be 
of  narcotic  origin.  We  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  the 
Treasury.  Department  and  hope  to  have  a  decision  before  the 
meeting  of  the  National  Association  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

It  has  happened  that  after  applying  for  reciprocal  regis¬ 
tration  and  getting  proper  blanks  from  the  National  Secretary, 
the  man  may  change  his  mind.  Three  or  four  years  after¬ 
wards,  his  habits  having  been  changed  in  the  meantime,  he 
may  decide  to  use  his  blank,  although  the  party  who  first

gave  his  recommendation  would  not  do  it  again  as  the  man 
applying  may  in  the  meantime  have  acquired  a  bad  reputation. 
This  reflects  on  the  pharmacist,  so  they  have  set  a  time 
limit  after  which  the  blank  will  be  no  good. 

Your  Board  has  always  given  one  examination  to  assist¬ 
ants  and  another  to  pharmacists,  although  it  is  the  custom 
in  quite  a  number  of  States  to  give  the  same  set  of  questions 
to  both,  and  grade  them  differently.  Your  Board  has  never 
thought  that  a  very  good  plan. 

Your  representative  at  the  last  annual  meeting  was  also 
appointed  as  chairman  of  a  committee  to  look  into  the  question 
of  patents  as  affecting  chemicals.  We  have  it  up  now  with  the 
Patent  Office,  that  they  change  their  usage  so  that 
in  the  future  definite  chemical  processes  b  e  not 
patented.  We  are  working  under  the  Patent  Laws  at  the 
present  time,  of  1847,  and  of  course  the  Department  admits 
they  are  out  of  date  and  are  not  in  force  in  any  civilized 
country  in  the  world  any  more,  and  admitted  our  contentions 
that  the  granting  of  patents  on  different  chemical  compounds 
would  be  a  hindrance  to  the  advancement  of  chemistry  in  this 
country  rather  than  a  benefit,  particularly  in  the  dyeing 
industry.  I  believe  we  will  make  headway  with  it,  but  the 
Committee  from  the  National  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  of  which 
your  representative  is  chairman,  would  like  the  endorsement 
of  this  Association,  if  possible,  in  order  to  strengthen  their 
hands  on  just  those  two  points:  that  of  charging  the  Patent 
Laws  so  that  different  chemical  processes  be  not  patentable, 
and  also  changing  the  administration  of  the  Harrison  Anti- 
Narcotic  Law  so  that  those  drugs,  which  are  not  habit  forming, 
though  of  narcotic  origin  be  not  governed  by  it,  putting  the 
question  of  responsibility  on  the  manufacturer;  if  he  manu¬ 
factures  stypticin,  for  instance,  and  says  this  is  not  a  narcotic 
or  a  habit-forming  drug,  put  the  responsibility  up  to  him  and 
have  him  so  label  his  products. 
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Mr.  THOMAS:  Who  is  the  judge  as  to  whether  they 
are  habit-forming  drugs? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  The  Treasury  Department — the 
Internal  Revenue  Department. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  You  mean  their  chemists? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Yes,  they  do  it  now.  They  make 
the  rulings  right  along. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  It  is  a  right  difficult  matter  as  there  is 
a  great  difference  in  medical  opinion  as  to  which  are  habit¬ 
forming  drugs;  for  instance,  take  codeine;  it  is  not  habit¬ 
forming,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Harrison  Law. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  They  do  not  have  to  go  that  close 
to  the  border  line.  A  physician  some  time  ago  was  furious 
because  I  compelled  him  to  give  an  order  for  apomorphine. 
He  said,  “Nobody  can  form  the  drug  habit  from  using  that.” 
I  granted  him  that,  but  at  the  same  time  we  have  to  require 
a  habit-forming  blank  for  it. 

We  want  to  get  a  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue 
Department  on  just  such  drugs  as  that  and  we  want  to  put 
the  responsibility  on  the  manufacturer.  It  is  in  the  interest 
of  the  allied  professions,  and  the  best  thought  we  can  get  on 
the  matter  is  not  too  good  for  it. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  was  very  much  impressed,  indeed, 
with  the  most  excellent  report  of  Mr.  Meredith,  representing 
the  Pharmcy  Board.  It  shows  they  have  paid  a  great  deal 
of  attention  to  their  work,  that  they  have  done  it,  possibly, 
as  well  as  any  set  of  men  could  perform  their  duty.  In  the 
first  part  *of  his  report  he  spoke  of  a  law  which  was  enacted 
preventing  the  Pharmacy  Board  from  employing  a  regular 
attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  cases.  I  would  like  to  ask 
when  that  law  was  passed. 
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Mr.  MILLARD:  That  law  was  passed  by  the  last  Legis¬ 
lature  at  the  suggestion  of  the  present  Governor,  then  State 
Comptroller  (I  do  not  mean  the  Legislature  which  has  just 
adjourned,  but  the  one  that  was  in  session  prior  to  that  under 
the  budget  system).  There  are  a  good  many  Boards  through¬ 
out  the  State  who  employ  counsel  and  he  thought  it  would  be 
in  the  interest  of  economy  if  there  be  added  two  or  three 
assistants  to  the  Attorney  General’s  office  so  that  all  such 
matters  could  be  taken  care  of  there.  There  are  now  four 
assistant  attorneys,  maybe  five,  one  assigned  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Requardt — I  cannot  recall  the 
names  of  the  others — whose  duties  are  to  look  after  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  State  boards  and  the  prosecution  of  their  cases. 
We  applied  to  the  Attorney  General’s  office  for  counsel  and 
they  received  us  very  nicely,  after  we  had  waited  three  or 
four  hours,  and  then  referred  us  to  Mr.  Broening,  as  they 
said  it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  furnish  us  with  counsel 
as  their  force  was  not  sufficiently  large  to  do  so.  We  went  to 
Mr.  Broening’s  office  and  there  learned  that  they  only  appeared 
at  the  trials  of  cases  in  the  police  courts.  You  could  get  no 
satisfaction  out  of  them.  You  simply  have  to  appear  in 
court  alone  and  defend  your  own  case.  The  last  case  I  had 
was  one  in  which  a  colored  lawyer  appeared  for  the  other  side. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  I  really  am  surprised 
that  a  law  of  that  kind  exists.  There  is  no  reason  in  the  wide 
world  that  our  pharmacy  board  should  be  handicapped  by  a 
law  of  that  kind.  I  therefore  think  the  recommendation 
that  that  clause  be  amended  and  especially  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee,  is  a  good  one.  I  do  not  know  from 
Mr.  Meredith’s  recommendation,  whether  he  wants  a  resolu¬ 
tion  to  that  effect  or  not. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  think  it  would  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Therefore  I  move,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  authorized  to  use  all 
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their  influence  to  have  that  particular  clause  in  the  law, 
where  it  refers  to  the  pharmacy  board,  amended  and  that  they 
be  allowed  to  employ  a  secretary,  as  Mr.  Meredith  has  said, 
a  regular,  licensed  lawyer,  as  a  secretary,  to  prosecute  all 
those  cases. 

(Motion  was  then  seconded  by  Mr.  Morgan.) 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Mr.  President,  it  would  be  better  to 
make  first  a  motion  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy.  I  wish  you  would  do  that. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  accept  Mr.  Millard’s  suggestion, 
therefore  I  make  the  motion  that  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
macy  be  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  coming  in,  and  also  published  in  the  proceedings. 

(Motion  as  amended  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY :  (After  conference  with  Mr.  Meredith) 
Mr.  President,  while  Mr.  Meredith  is  wording  those  resolu¬ 
tions,  I  have  just  had  handed  to  me  a  letter  addressed  to 
W.  C.  Powell,  local  secretary  of  this  meeting,  which  I  will 
read.  (Reading.) 

Mr.  W.  C.  Powell, 

Local  Secretary  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,

My  dear  Mr.  Powell: — 

On  behalf  of  the  Women’s  Organization  of  the  National  Association 
of  Retail  Druggists,  it  is  my  great  privilege  and  pleasure  to  extend  to  you 
the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  women  folk  of  the  drug  trade.

SECRETARY :  (After  a  slight  suspension  of  the 
proceedings,  waiting  for  Mr.  Meredith  to  finish  his  resolu¬ 
tion):  I  have  just  been  asked  to  present  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests.  This  report  reads  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  was  only  recently  notified  of  its 
appointment,  and  the  time  has  not  been  sufficient  to  bring  before  the 
association  a  report  that  will  prove  of  very  much  interest. 

As  has  been  told  you  at  the  last  several  meetings,  the  question  of 
most  moment  to  our  profession  is  that  of  prices  of  drugs  due  to  the  war. 
While  some  chemicals  are  reduced  in  price  compared  to  several  years 
ago,  we  still  find  the  majority  vastly  more  costly. 

Whether  the  condition  of  very  high  prices  works  a  hardship  on  the 
drug  trade  is  a  question.  Every  pharmacist  today  has  or  should  have 
advanced  his  prices  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  increase  in  cost. 

This  condition  must  continue  until  peace  is  once  more  restored  in 
the  countries  embroiled  in  warfare,  and  at  that  time  the  drug  trade  should 
find  itself  in  a  position  to  obtain  for  its  wares  the  prices  it  so  justly  deserves 
and  for  which  it  has  striven  for  such  a  long  time. 

While  the  chain  drug  stores  still  loom  big,  they  should  not  be  a  bug-a- 
boo  to  the  retailer.  If  conditions  were  studied,  it  would  be  found  that  the 
prices  usually  obtained  in  these  stores  are  much  larger  than  those  in  neigh¬ 
borhood  stores. 
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Nearly  every  committee  in  its  report  shows  the  value  of  association, 
and  this  committee  feels  it  would  be  lax  in  its  duties  if  it  also  did  not  show 
how  much  it  means  to  a  druggist  to  become  a  member  of  some  organization 
which  applies  to  his  profession.  In  Baltimore,  the  Retail  Druggist  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  been  of  wonderful  help  to  its  members.  In  the  monthly 
meeting  of  this  association,  everything  pertaining  to  the  drug  business  is 
discussed  from  every  angle,  and  one  emerges  from  these  meetings  greatly 
benefitted. 

This  Committee  feels  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  every  member  of 
the  State  Association  to  ally  himself  with  some  organization,  local  or 
national,  for  his  own  betterment. 

We  had  all  hoped  for  the  passage  of  the  Stephens  Bill,  but,  due  to 
our  country  entering  the  great  war,  all  business  except  that  pertaining 
to  the  war  matters  has  been  put  aside  for  future  consideration.  The 
duties  and  taxes  which  will  be  imposed  on  us  are  of  great  moment,  and  will 
require  careful  study  and  consideration. 

A  most  important  thing  to  our  profession,  though  still  in  its  infancy* 
is  the  question  of  Health  Insurance.  While  this  has  been  suggested  in  a 
number  of  state  legislatures,  it  has  not  shown  very  much  strength. 

The  druggist  heretofore  has  permitted  opportunities  to  go  by  default 
rather  than  fight  for  his  own.  He  has  traveled  in  the  line  of  least  resistance. 
While  no  bill  has  as  yet  been  introduced  in  our  legislature,  it  can  only 
be  a  matter  of  a  short  time  before  some  action  is  taken  by  these  so-called 
reformers  and  medical  quacks,  who  are  fathering  the  bill  in  other  states. 
The  committee  lays  stress  on  this  subject  in  order  that  sufficient  knowledge 
and  insight  of  its  character  can  be  obtained,  so  that  it  can  be  successfully 
combatted.  The  effect  of  such  legislation  on  the  prescription  business 
and  the  sale  of  ordinary  drugs  is  beyond  our  conception.

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests.  What  is  your  pleasure? 
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Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  report  be  accepted  and  follow  its  usual  course. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  President,  in  this  connection  I 
would  like  to  call  attention  to  a  letter  I  have  received  from 
the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  asking  that  the 
usual  form  of  communication  from  this  Association  be  pre¬ 
sented.  You  will  recall  at  each  annual  meeting  we  receive 
from  this  Association  a  very  helpful  resume  of  their  work, 
with  suggestions  which  may  or  may  not  be  endorsed  by  the 
various  State  Associations.  Usually  these  communications 
have  simply  been  accepted  by  us  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
proceedings,  because,  as  you  can  see,  (referring  to  papers  in 
his  hand)  they  are  rather  lengthy.  I  am  just  going  to  call 
your  attention  to  one  point.  The  report  just  read  empha¬ 
sizes  health  insurance  and  I  notice  this  communication  deals 
very  largely  with  health  insurance  as  being  one  of  the  most 
important  pieces  of  Legislation  now  confronting  pharmacists. 
If  it  is  your  wish  to  have  it  read,  all  right,  but  if  not  I  would 
suggest  that  the  members  read  this  letter  carefully  when 
it  appears  in  the  proceedings,  because  it  deals  so  particularly 
with  this  question. 

Mr.  G.  L.  PEARCE:  Mr.  Chairman,,  it  will  not  take 
very  long  and  I  suggest  that  the  Secretary  read  that  clause. 

Mr.  HEWING:  It  will  be  a  year  before  we  get  that 
book  so  read  it  now. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  Annual  Convention  Assembled: 

The  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  requests  the  privilege 
of  extending  to  your  association  in  annual  meeting  assembled  its  heartiest 
greetings  and  sincerely  hopes  your  sessions  will  be  largely  attended  and 
conducive  to  the  general  good  of  all  those  interested. 
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National  legislation  the  past  year  has  been  more  insistent  than  ever. 
Conditions  that  were  not  anticipated  a  year  ago  have  arisen  through  “at 
war”  stimulations  and  confront  us  with  all  their  ominous  portendings. 

The  Stephens- Ashurst  measure  was  reintroduced  into  this  the  sixty- 
fifth  Congress  by  Congressman  Stephens,  of  Nebraska,  and  is  now  desig¬ 
nated  as  H.  R.  212.  A  supplementary  measure  closely  allied  to  the 
Stephens  measure  was  also  introduced  by  Congressman  Clyde  Kelly,  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  is  known  as  H.  R.  44.  The  Kelly  bill  is  practically 
the  same  as  the  Stephens  bill,  with  an  addendum  to  be  found  in  the  con¬ 
cluding  paragraph,  known  as  Section  3,  as  follows: 

“That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  any 
article  or  articles  of  commerce  which,  or  the  labels,  cartons,  or  containers 
of  which,  do  not  indicate  the  source  of  production  and  concerning  which, 
in  reselling,  at  wholesale  or  retail,  no  written,  printed  or  oral  statement 
is  made,  or  any  other  means  whatsoever  is  employed  whereby  such  article 
or  articles  o’f  commerce  are  alleged,  or  claimed,  or  suggested,  or  implied 
to  be  the  product  of,  or  are  associated  with  the  name  and  reputation  of 
any  grower,  producer,  manufacturer,  or  owner  of  a  trade  mark  or  special 
brand.” 

The  purpose  of  the  addendum  is  to  make  it  clear  that  the  proposed 
law  is  intended  to  apply  only  to  identified  merchandise  as  some  mis¬ 
apprehension  existed  in  the  past  on  this  point  in  the  Stephens-Ashurst 
measure. 

The  war  revenue  measure  has  caused  us  a  great  deal  of  anxiety, 
apprehension  and  hard  work.  It  is  indeed  very  gratifying  to  have  had 
the  helpful  assistance  of  the  entire  retail  drug  trade  throughout  the  country, 
supplemented  by  that  of  the  National  Proprietary  Association,  whose 
interests  have  been  so  closely  allied  with  those  of  the  retail  drug  trade. 

The  doubling  of  the  revenue  tax  on  alcohol  was  also  of  serious  import, 
yet  as  thoroughly  loyal  citizens,  we  accepted  the  inevitable  and  submitted 
gracefully. 

It  is  now  up  to  the  retail  druggists  to  obtain  retail  selling  prices  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  increased  price  of  raw  materials. 

A  very  important  subject  that  has  become  of  great  prominence  in  the 
last  few  years  and  now  confronts  us  with  all  of  its  threatening  possibilities 
is  the  State  Health  Insurance  measure,  prompted  by  an  imposing  portion 
of  the  medical  profession  for  the  only  reason  that  we  can  observe  to  give 
the  young  physician  a  job  at  the  expense  of  the  business  interests  and  the 
employee.  In  the  February  8th  issue  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  JOURNAL,  we 
have  this  to  say  upon  this  most  important  subject: 
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“Have  you  a  little  health  insurance  bill  in  your  state?  If  not,  and 
your  state  legislature  is  in  session,  the  ‘oversight’  is  but  temporary;  the 
pretty  little  measure  will  bob  up  soon;  for  the  American  Association  for 
Labor  Legislation,  abetted  by  some  inside  workers  of  several  medical 
societies,  although  not  very  warmly  sanctioned  by  labor  interests,  has  a 
draft  of  a  bill  ready  for  introduction  in  every  state. 

Health  insurance,  or,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  social  insurance,  is  a 
subject  that  is  filled  with  interest  to  the  pharmacist;  and  in  view  of  the 
activity  of  the  aforementioned  association,  the  interest  has  become  that 
of  a  condition  and  not  of  a  theory  alone.  As  is  customary,  pharmacists 
and  physicians,  who  are  vitally  interested  in  the  solution  of  the  problems 
at  which  this  project  is  aimed,  have  left  to  social  workers,  more  or  less  of 
the  reformer  type,  the  initiation  of  an  endeavor  toward  that  solution, 
and  even  now  that  the  endeavor  is  under  way,  they  have  not  shown  much 
concern  in  the  matter. 

The  proponents  of  health  insurance  legislation  started  their  propa¬ 
ganda  on  the  premise  that  the  general  public  is  not  receiving  the  medical 
service  to  which  it  is  entitled.  This  premise  has  long  been  appreciated  by 
pharmacists  and  has  been  frequently  asseverated  in  the  JOURNAL. 
It  is,  in  fact,  the  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  propaganda  in 
behalf  of  rational  medical  treatment  with  open-formula  medicinal  agents. 
In  the  light  of  the  health  insurance  propaganda,  this  question  looms  large: 
Is  governmental  paternalism  the  best  and  most  desirable  remedy  for  the 
inadequacy  of  the  medical  care  of  the  public?  We  believe  it  is  not.  We 
feel  that  the  proposed  remedy,  by  throwing  medical  practice  into  the  rut 
of  easiest-way  routine,  will  defeat  the  very  purpose  at  which  it  is  aimed. 

Ostensibly,  the  purpose  of  the  projected  health  insurance  plan  is  to 
provide  better  medical  service  for  the  general  public,  and  at  a  lower  cost. 
In  its  general  aspects,  the  bill  purposed  to  inaugurate  this  plan  savors 
largely  of  unwise  socialistic,  or  paternalistic,  governmental  functioning 
to  the  extent  of  meddling.  It  would  reduce  the  greater  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  the  state  to  a  condition  of  quasi-pauperism,  in  that  it  would 
compel  them  to  accept  prearranged  and  formulated  medical  aid  from  the 
state.  The  proposed  health  insurance  plan  is  not  justly  to  be  compared 
with  the  ordinary  variety  of  insurance  against  sickness  or  accident — and 
it  is  so  compared  by  its  advocates — because  it  is  forced  upon  the  wage- 
earner,  willy-nilly,  and  as  the  state  and  the  employer  are  to  pay  all,  or  a 
large  portion  of,  the  cost,  he  becomes  involuntarily  the  object  of  their 
charity.  It  is  not  to  be  compared  justly  to  compulsory  vaccination  or 
quarantine,  because  it  is  not  a  means  of  safeguarding  the  general  public 
against  contagious  disease;  it  is  not  a  regulation  of  the  individual  for  the 
public  good.  The  state  may  reasonably  be  held  to  be  paramount  to  the 
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individual;  but  health  insurance  would  place  the  individual  and  perhaps 
his  value  to  his  employer  above  the  commonwealth.  The  individual  is 
no  greater  than  his  own  desires;  and  any  governmental  functioning,  thai 
sets  aside  the  desires  of  the  individual  in  matters  that  concern  himsell 
alone,  is  a  stroke  at  personal  liberty,  that  is  as  uncalled  for  as  it  is  mis¬ 
chievous;  and  the  selection  of  medical  service  is  as  much  a  solely  individual 
right  as  is  the  choice  of  a  religious  belief  or  the  employment  of  legal  counsel. 
The  projected  health  insurance  is  not  justly  to  be  compared  with  obliga¬ 
tory  workmen’s  compensation,  because  it  does  not  limit  the  liability  of  the 
employer  to  the  relief  of  conditions,  in  the  cause  of  which  he  may  have 
had  a  part,  but  penalizes  him  and  the  state  for  the  carelessness  of  the 
individual,  over  whose  whole  acts  neither  he  nor  the  state  has,  or  can  have, 
any  control. 

If  individuals  are  turning  from  the  ordinary  varieties  of  medical 
treatment;  if  medicine,  as  it  is  practiced  today,  is  inadequate,  the  fault 
lies  with  medicine  and  not  with  the  individual:  surely  not  with  the  employer 
of  the  individual.  The  problem  is  medicines’s;  its  solution  is  a  medical, 
not  a  governmental  function.  The  concern  of  the  state,  if  there  be  any, 
should  lie  in  assisting,  in  the  proper  regulation  of  medicine,  not  in  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  rights  of  the  individual,  or  in  dictating  the  duties  of  an 
employer.  There  is  entirely  too  much  tendency  in  these  effete  days  to 
turn  to  government  for  relief  in  all  perplexities,  individual  and  class.  It 
is  really  a  confession  of  individual  and  class  inefficiency  that  pressages 
demoralizing  individual  and  class  decadence.  Perhaps  it  is  a  natural 
tendency  of  these  times;  if  so,  it  is  no  wonder  that  there  are  those  who 
deplore  the  times  upon  which  the  human  race  has  fallen. 

Specifically,  the  model  health  insurance  bill  provides,  in  the  first 
place,  that  every  wage-earner,  whose  income  is  not  more  than  $100  a 
month,  must  become  insured.  The  cost  of  carrying  this  insurance — and 
it  has  not  been  even  approximately  estimated — is  to  be  divided  among 
the  insured  person,  his  employer  and  the  state.  The  state  will  pay  20 
per  cent.  The  employer  will  have  to  pay  on  a  sliding  scale  ranging  from 
80  per  cent,  for  an  employee  earning  less  than  $5  a  week,  to  40  per  cent, 
for  one  earning  more  than  $9  a  week.  The  remainder  is  to  be  paid  by  the 
employee.  The  insurance  may  be  issued  (1)  by  local  funds,  that  is, 
cooperative  groups  of  insured  persons  in  any  locality;  (2)  by  labor  unions 
or  trade  organizations;  (3)  by  benevolent  or  fraternal  societies  organized 
not  for  profit;  and  (4)  by  the  employing  person  or  firm.  The  supervision 
of  the  plan  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  state  commission,  assisted  by  repre¬ 
sentative  bodies  of  employers  and  employees. 
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Medical  attendance  under  the  plan  would  have  to  be  certified  by  one 
physician  and,  apparently,  extended  by  another.  The  selection  of  a 
physician  is  partly  voluntary  with  the  insured  person,  but  rules  for  the 
allotment  of  patients  are  provided,  and  no  physician  may  have  more  than 
500  insured  persons  in  his  care.  Medical  attendance  embraces  the  services 
of  a  physician,  medical  and  surgical  supplies,  nursing  and  hospital  service. 
There  is  also  a  provision  for  a  maternity  benefit  and  a  350  funeral  fee, 
and  the  ailing  insured  person  would  receive  an  additional  sick  benefit  of 
two-thirds  of  his  wages  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  twenty-six  consecu¬ 
tive  weeks. 

It  must  be  particularly  noted  that  the  insuring  of  a  wage-earner 
provides  benefits  for  all  those  dependent  upon  him.  This  fact  is  particu¬ 
larly  important  in  connection  with  the  provision  lor  medical  and  surgical 
supplies,  as  the  bill  specifically  limits  the  cost  of  such  supplies — they 
include  crutches,  trusses,  sickroom  supplies,  and  so  on,  as  well  as  medicines 
— to  350  a  year  for  each  person,  including  those  dependent  upon  him; 
therefore,  the  druggist  could  supply  only  350  worth  of  goods  in  one  year 
to  any  wage-earner’s  family,  even  though  there  be  ten  members  thereof. 
The  family  or  other  dependents  of  the  insured  person  would  also  receive 
a  cash  benefit  of  one-third  of  his  wages  while  he  is  in  a  hospital. 

Some  may  think  it  strange — but  it  is  the  usual  thing — that  no  mention 
of  the  pharmacist  or  of  pharmacy  is  made  in  the  bill.  It  is  true  that  there 
is  little  mention  of  the  physician  other  than  as  an  employee  of  the  insuring 
organization;  but  it  is  provided  that  the  state  medical  society  will  have 
advisory  duties  in  connection  with  questions  of  treatment,  and  in  some 
medical  publications  it  has  been  stated  that  the  local  medical  organiza¬ 
tions  will  be  permitted  to  advise  in  the  selection  of  physicians. 

Nonpartisan  reports  do  not  bear  out  the  claims  made  in  regard  to  the 
success  of  health  insurance  from  a  social  viewpoint,  in  Great  Britain  or 
even  under  the  paternalistic  government  of  Germany.  It  is  difficult 
to  foresee  how  any  such  plan  will  conduce  to  medical  progress,  because 
its  obvious  influence  would  be  to  foster  routine  treatment.  At  one  time 
there  was  some  complaint  in  Great  Britain,  that  seems  to  set  at  naught 
the  statement  that  the  health  insurance  plan  will  eliminate  the  dispensing 
doctor.  In  Great  Britain  it  was  found  that  doctors  of  that  class  some¬ 
times  advised  a  patient  that  they  could  not  cure  him  with  the  cheap  medi¬ 
cines  permitted  underthe  insurance  schedule,  butthat  it  would  be  necessary 
for  him  to  take  some  of  their  ‘specially  prepared,  high-grade,’  ergo,  costly, 
concoctions.  So  the  hope  of  eliminating  the  dispensing  doctor  is  not 
very  bright;  in  fact,  there  is  nothing  in  the  bill,  that  would  oblige  physicians 
to  prescribe  and  not  dispense;  and  as  they  could,  by  handing  out  medi- 
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cines,  add  350  a  year  to  the  fees  allowed  for  medical  service,  it  is  asking 
too  much  to  get  pharmacists  to  believe  that  this  extra  stipend  would  be 
scorned,  or  that  the  patient  would  get  costly  drugs.  The  limited  allowance 
for  medical  supplies  would  also  be  gleefully  seized  upon  by  the  nostrum- 
maker  and  the  quack  doctor  to  exploit  the  merits  of  their  products  or 
‘systems’  in  which  costly  drugs  play  such  a  large  (?)  and  important  (?) 
part. 


Retail  druggists  have  a  twofold  interest  in  the  health  insurance 
project.  In  the  first  place,  they  must  consider  their  liability  as  employers 
and  its  cost.  Secondly,  they  must  consider  the  effect  of  state  medicine 
upon  the  prescription  business  and  the  legitimate  sale  of  common  drugs 
and  remedies  over  the  country.  The  project  is  too  big,  too  revolutionary, 
to  be  allowed  to  become  the  law  of  a  state  without  the  fullest  unbiased 
considerations  of  its  results,  its  cost,  and  its  advisability.  A  few  pharmacal 
organizations  have  appointed  committees  to  study  the  matter;  it  needs 
study.  The.  bills  to  rush  through  this  project  should  be  defeated,  and  the 
state  legislatures  should  be  urged  to  appoint  commissions  to  study  the 
many  phases  of  the  project  open-mindedly  and  thoroughly. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  tire  you  out  listening  to  a  lot  of  old  platitudes, 
yet  we  feel  that  you  should  be  much  interested  in  a  review  of  some  of  the 
more  important  issues  that  now  confront  the  retail  drug  fraternity;  hence 
the  reason  for  inflicting  upon  you  the  statements  herein  read  to  you  as 
food  for  serious  thought  and  consideration.

PRESIDENT:  This  is  a  very  interesting  matter. 
What  disposition  shall  be  made  of  this  communication. 

Mr.  NEAL:  Unless  there  is  an  objection,  I  move  it 
be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  HEWING:  Would  it  not  be  well,  Mr.  President, 
to  instruct  our  Legislative  Committee  to  look  after  such  a 
bill,  should  it  happen  to  come  up  in  the  Legislature  and  see 
that  it  doesn’t  go  through,  if  possible. 
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Mr.  NEAL:  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  be  on 
the  lookout  for  those  things,  and  I  am  sure  they  will  be  on  the 
job. 


Mr.  STRASBURGER:  Mr.  President,  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  study  that 
question.  It  is  a  question  of  much  moment.  I  touched  on 
it  lightly  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests. 
I  knew  the  Association  did  not  want  to  be  burdened  with  a 
long  report.  I  have  read  up  on  that  question  and  it  will  take 
some  time  to  go  into  it,  so  I  would  suggest  that  a  special 
committee  be  appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Committee,  should  that  question  come  up  before  the 
State  Legislature.  I  make  that  as  a  motion. 

(The  motion  was  seconded.) 

Mr.  POWELL:  If  Mr.  Strasburger  will  allow  me,  I 
would  like  to  amend  that  motion:  I  move  that  a  certain 
specified  time  be  set  aside  for  the  discussion  of  some  of  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  matters  that  have  come  before  the  ^Association 
in  previous  sessions.  The  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  been  bringing 
splendid  reports  to  this  Association  but  we  have  cast  them 
aside  lightly  as  being  of  no  moment.  So  that,  if  Mr.  Stras¬ 
burger  will  allow  the  amendment,  I  suggest  that  we  take  a 
half  hour  for  discussion  of  any  N.  A.  R.  D.  matters  at  another 
session.  I  will  offer  that  as  an  amendment. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
accept  Mr.  Powell’s  amendment. 

(Motion,  as  amended,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  Meredith  has  kindly  put?  into 
written  form  the  motions  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  would 
like  to  have  adopted  by  this  Association,  which  have  already 
been  discussed,  so  1  will  simply  read  them  in  order:  The 
first  is,  “Be  it  resolved  that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  second  the  endeavors  of  the  National  Association 
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of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  to  secure  such  modification  of  the 
practices  obtaining  in  the  United  States  Patent  Department, 
so  that  in  the  future  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  that  Department 
that  no  definite  chemical  process  be  patentable,  believing 
that  this  action  will  greatly  encourage  and  advance  the 
productiveness  and  efficiency  of  the  American  chemical 
industry.” 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  that  it  be  adopted. 

Mr.  POWELL:  I  think  we  can  make  it  stronger  if 
we  move  with  the  adoption,  that  Mr.  Meredith  be  empowered 
to  take  up  the  matter  as  coming  from  the  Maryland  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association,  with  the  Patent  Office. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  He  already  has  done  that. 

Mr.  POWELL:  Not  as  coming  from  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  only  as  coming  from  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  He  is  acting  for  them 
in  his  report,  but  now  he  wants  the  endorsement  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  addition  to  that 
of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

SECRETARY:  If  I  understand  Mr.  Meredith  aright, 
this  is  a  resolution  that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Asso¬ 
ciation  second  the  endeavors  of  the  National  Association  of 
Boards  of  Pharmacy,  as  specifically  stated  in  the  reso.ution. 

Mr.  MILLx\RD:  Mr.  President,  it  might  be  well  to 
endeavor  to  make  that  stronger  by  revoking  this  law  already 
enforced,  if  it  is  possible. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  One  reason  I  did  not  mention 
that  is  because  there  is  such  a  matter  before  Congress  now. 
What  we  are  trying  to  do  is  to  get  a  plan  for  the  future. 
To  revoke  those  patents  is  only  a  war  measure.  Ours  is  not 
a  war  measure  but  something  to  continue  for  the  future  so 
that  we  can  encourage  and  advance  chemistry  in  America, 
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as  it  has  been  advanced  in  other  countries  in  which  it  has 
been  fostered  by  the  Government.  We  believe  that  if  the 
Government  will  not  be  so  lenient  in  the  interest  of  some  one 
individual  or  some  one  company,  that  our  American  chemists 
would  advance  as  chemists  have  advanced  in  other  countries 
and  so  our  purpose  is  to  make  conditions  such  that  in  future 
a  definite  chemical  process  could  not  be  patented  in  the 
United  States  any  more  than  it  can  be  in  any  other  civilized 
country. 

SECRETARY:  I  think  what  Mr.  Powell  is  trying  to 
bring  before  the  Association  is,  in  a  definite  way,  what  dis¬ 
position  you  would  like  made  of  this  resolution. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  would  like  the  Association  to 
pass  the  resolution  and  send  it  to  the  Committee  of  the 
National  Association  of  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

SECRETARY :  And  that  would  be  to  you,  as  Chairman 
of  that  Committee? 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Yes,  sir. 

(Motion  having  been  seconded  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried.) 

SECRETARY :  The  second  of  these  resolutions,  gentle¬ 
men,  is  as  follows: 

“Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  heartily  endorse  the  efforts  of  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  to  secure  such  modifi¬ 
cation  of  the  administration  of  the  Harrison  Act,  which 
shall  have  for  its  aim  the  elimination  from  the  rulings  of  the 
department  having  the  enforcement  in  charge,  all  such  drugs 
or  chemicals  which,  while  they  may  be  of  narcotic  origin, 
from  their  very  nature,  can  not  be  classed  as  habit  forming 
drugs;  as  a  concrete  example,  apomorphine.” 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  move  it  be  adopted. 
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(Motion  being  seconded  was  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

(The  President  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Pharmacy,  which  was  read  by  Mr.  Lentz,  Chairman,  as 
follows :) 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Your  Committee  feels  that,  since  the  9th  Revision  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  4th  Revision  of  the  National  Formulary, 
(both  of  which  were  discussed  at  the  meeting  a  year  ago)  have  come  into 
use,  there  remains  nothing  of  special  interest  to  report. 

Always  when  new  standards  are  adopted,  more  or  less  confusion 
results,  due  to  changes  in  methods  and  requirements,  and  to  actual  dis¬ 
crepancies  in  the  text  itself.  Added  to  this,  in  the  present  case,  is  the  fact 
that  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  while  now  in  very  general  use,  is  not  as  yet 
a  legal  standard  and  will  not  become  so  until  Congress  takes  some  action 
in  the  matter. 

It  seems  impossible  to  produce  a  book  like  the  Pharmacopoeia  free 
from  mistakes,  and  certainly  the  new  edition  is  not  without  its  share. 
These  will  be  gradually  eliminated,  and  much  interesting  work  is  being 
done  along  this  line.  Your  Committee  had  hoped  to  present  papers  on 
some  of  this  work,  but  hardly  enough  data  has  been  accumulated  as  yet  to 
make  this  worth  while.  In  another  year,  however,  we  hope  to  have  some¬ 
thing  of  this  sort  for  you.

PRESIDENT:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  this  report, 
what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  HODSON:  I  move  it  be  accepted. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT:  The  next  in  order  is  a  report  of  the 
Committee-  on  Laws,  Mr.  Thomas,  Chairman. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  I  will  give  a  verbal 
report  for  the  Committee  on  Laws.  There  is  really  nothing 
touching  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  Association 
to  bring  before  you  that  would  be  appropriate  for  me  to  say 
just  at  the  present  time.  Now  we  have  a  very  efficient 
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Legislative  Committee,  that  watches  things  just  about  as 
closely  as  a  Committee  possibly  could  do,  but  there  are 
things  that  creep  in  and  get  to  be  laws  before  the  members 
of  the  Association  know  anything  about  them.  I  allude 
to  the  law  that  Mr.  Meredith  spoke  of  today  in  regard  to  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  It  seems  to  me  that  every  member  of 
this  Association  should  have  a  bulletin  issued  to  him,  per¬ 
taining  to  every  law.  Now,  we  all  know,  that  we  had  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Legislature — I  don’t  know  what  Mr. 
Millard  called  it — well,  it  was  supposed  to  be  the  Legislature — 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  called  it  a  monkey  legislature. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  — and,  as  I  understand,  there  were 
some  laws  passed  there  that  affected  the  pharmacists.  Is 
Mr.  Kelly  here? 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  John  I.  Kelly  is  not  here. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  The  Secretary  can  tell  you  all  about  it, 
he  is  the  “only  Kelly” — ask  Frank  Kelly— 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  knew  nothing  about  this  law  and  I 
do  not  think  any  of  the  members  of  the  Association  knew 
anything  about  it,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Legislative 
Committee  did  or  not.  We  have  always  heretofore,  and  the 
plan  is  still  in  existence,  as  I  understand  it,  made  arrangement 
with  some  other  pharmaceutical  organization,  the  Drug 
Exchange,  so  that  we  would  get  information  of  these  laws 
before  they  come  up  before  the  House  or  Senate.  It  seems 
to  me  it  would  be  most  excellent,  money  well  spent,  if  we 
could  also  have  a  bulletin  issued,  not  only  to  the  Legislative 
Committee — this  is  no  reflection  upon  them  at  all — to  every 
member  of  the  Association  so  that  they  could  get  in  touch  with 
the  Legislative  Committee  and  be  of  some  use  and  service 
to  them,  if  necessary.  1  do  not  know  whether  that  will 
require  a  resolution  or  not,  Doctor  Kelly,  but  it  seems  to  me 
a  thing  of  that  kind  should  be  looked  after  because  when  the 
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Legislative  Committee  has  information  it  would  not  hurt 
for  any  member  of  the  Association  to  have  the  same  inform¬ 
ation. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Isn’t  the  law  that  is  referred  to  the 
one  brought  before  the  Legislature  a  year  ago? 

SECRETARY:  The  only  answer  I  can  five  is  what  I 
have  hear4  Mr.  John  I.  Kelly,  Chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  say. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Isn’t  it  the  same  bill? 

SECRETARY :  I  do  not  know.  The  last  conversation 
I  had  with  Mr.  Kelly  was  over  the  phone  a  wTeek  ago.  He 
told  me  at  that  time  he  had  not  been  able  to  get  a  copy,  nor 
had  any  representative  of  the  Legislature  been  able  to  give 
him  a  copy  of  that  bill.  He  had  been  to  the  Public  Printer 
who  said  that  although  the  bill  had  apparently  passed  and 
was  to  be  signed,  he  had  not  as  yet  gotten  an  engrossed  copy 
for  printing.  Consequently  no  copy  of  the  bill  could  be 
found.  I  suggested  to  Mr.  Kelly  that  he  go  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  directly  and  ask  where  the  bill  was  as  I 
understood  it  was  a  measure  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
He  said  he  would  adopt  that  suggestion  but  what  the  result 
was  I  do  not  know.  I  never  heard  the  bill  mentioned  by 
any  one,  and  it  was  a  surprise  when  it  came  up,  but  the 
impression  Mr.  Kelly  had  from  his  talk  with  a  City  Repre¬ 
sentative,  it  was  a  repetition  of  the  Sanitary  Measure  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  last  General  Legislature,  which  was  defeated. 
The  measure  was  revived  on  account  of  pressure  brought  to 
bear  by  the  State  Board  and  Doctor  Fulton,  on  the  ground 
that  the  State  Board  would  not  be  responsible  in  the  case 
of  contagious  diseases  under  war  conditions,  unless  they  were 
given  the  widest  sanitary  authority.  I  did  not  read  the 
previous  bill  and  do  not  know  its  provisions,  but  I  have  been 
told  repeatedly  the  surmise  was  that  this  bill  was  practically 
the  same  as  the  other  one. 
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Mr.  MILLARD:  That  is  it.  I  was  told  by  a  person 
well  informed  that  it  was  absolutely  the  same  bill  that  was 
previously  defeated.  I  had  a  talk  with  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  a  member  of  the  Committee  to  which  it  was 
referred.  He  said  that  he  never  saw  the  bill,  he  voted  for 
it,  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  it  went  through 
without  his  knowledge,  it  was  passed  with  all  the  rest. 

SECRETARY :  You  gentlemen  will  understand  I  am 
taking  the  other  Kelly’s  position  in  this  matter;  he  is  Chairman 
of  the  Legislative  Committee  and  when  he  gets  here  he  will 
certainly  be  in  a  position  to  give  you  some  specific  and  reliable 
information.  I  left  the  city  more  than  a  week  ago  and  I 
have  heard  nothing  further  from  him  since  then. 

Mr.  THOMiVS:  There  seems  to  be  a  doubt  whether 
that  law  was  passed  or  not. 

SECRETARY:  At  that  time  nobody  seemed  to  know. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Even  the  Legislature  did  not  know. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Has  the  law  been  written  yet, 
it  has  been  passed  I  know. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  It  has  been  signed  by  the  Governor. 

Mr.  MORGAN:  The  State  Board  of  Health  beat  you 
to  it. 

SECRETAR  Y:  It  seems  to  me  like  an  undue  use  of  an 
opportunity  to  put  something  across.  At  the  same  time, 
when  you  play  the  political  game  that  is  the  basis  on  which 
it  is  usually  worked.  I  am  one  of  those  fellows,  that  when 
another  fellow  beats  me  to  it,  I  grin  and  try  to  see  that  he 
doesn’t  do  it  again. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Everybody  understood  that  the 
Legislature  was  convened  for  a  specific  purpose,  for  a  war 
purpose,  and  for  nothing  else. 
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SECRETARY :  Certainly,  and  I  have  absolutely  no 
sympathy  with  such  legislation  if  the  conditions  are  as 
reported. 

Mr.  MORGAN:  I  do  not  feel  that  the  Legislature  is 
to  be  condemned  when  they  go  there  with  that  kind  of  talk. 

SECRETARY:  I  didn’t  understand,  Mr.  Morgan? 

Mr.  MORGAN:  The  Legislature  felt  it  was  up  to  them 
to  protect  the  health  of  the  community,  as  they  put  it. 

SECRETARY:  It  repeatedly  happens  that  just  such 
actions  as  this  are  taken  when  we  are  not  there  when  matters 
affecting  pharmacy  come  up.  I  can  not  blame  Mr.  John  I. 
Kelly,  because  he  apparently  used  every  effort  and  spent  a 
lot  of  time  as  Mr.  Hancock  did,  who  preceded  him  on  this 
Committee.  The  Committee  apparently  made  every  effort 
to  prevent  the  passage  of  such  a  bill  but  as  has  happened 
repeatedly,  the  thing  goes  through. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  There  is  an  ex-State  Senator  here; 
perhaps  he  can  tell  us  something  about  how  these  things  are 
managed. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  take  issue  with  Mr.  Kelly  in  regard 
to  the  druggists  not  being  on  the  job.  I  was  told  by  young 
Crothers  when  he  was  Governor  Crothers’  secretary,  that 
we  swamped  him  when  a  certain  bill  came  up,  and  that  the 
druggists  had  no  idea  of  the  power  that  we  had  if  we  would 
just  use  it.  Letters  were  sent  out  for  the  druggists  to  write 
to  their  representatives  and  letters  went  in  by  the  bushel. 
If  we  could  only  find  out  what  is  going  on  and  get  busy,  we 
have  lots  of  power. 

SECRETARY:  I  think  Mr.  Millard  has  exactly  con¬ 
firmed  what  I  said.  As  another  good  Democrat  once  said, 
“We  face  a  condition  and  not  a  theory.”  When  another  man 
gets  a  law  passed  and  you  do  not,  there  is  not  much  argument 
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about  the  matter,  as  it  speaks  for  itself.  Please  understand 
I  have  only  come  into  this  discussion  because  I  was  asked  a 
question  directly.  When  they  get  away  with  a  thing  that 
I  have  anything  in  the  world  to  do  with,  even  remotely,  I 
feel  guilty.  When  a  man  puts  it  over  me  like  that,  I  grin 
and  go  back  at  him,  but  I  do  not  feel  good  internally,  and 
we  should  study  the  matter  very  carefully  and  get  ready  to 
protect  ourselves. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  How  can  we  do  that  thing  unless  we 
know  something  about  it? 

It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  President,  if  we  all  knew  these  things, 
there  would  be  nobody  to  blame,  nobody  to  censure,  when  a 
thing  like  this  comes  up,  and  to  go  back  to  what  I  was  speaking 
of  before,  if  a  bulletin  could  possibly  be  issued  so  that  every 
member  of  the  Association  knew  what  laws  are  being  offered 
pertaining  to  pharmacy,  then  there  would  be  nobody  to 
censure. 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Thomas,  the  President  would 
like  to  know  if  you  would  like  to  make  any  definite  motion 
in  regard  to  the  suggestion.  You  were  suggesting  some 
means  by  which  we  would  meet  just  this  condition  we  have 
been  discussing  and  the  President  would  like  to  know  if  you 
would  like  to  make  any  motion  with  reference  to  it  at  this 
time. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the 
Legislative  Committee,  but  Mr.  Meredith  comes  here  with 
a  law  affecting  his  board  that  I  knew  nothing  about.  It 
is  hard  enough  for  those  fellows  to  prosecute  these  cases,  to 
find  them  out  without  being  handicapped  going  into  the 
court  and  trying  to  act  as  an  attorney.  I  do  not  think  they 
understand  the  law,  and  I  don’t  know  whether  a  resolution 
of  that  kind  would  be  necessary  or  not;  what  do  you  think? 
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SECRETxARY:  It  seems  to  me  the  best  we  could  do 
right  now  would  be  simply  to  ask  the  incoming  Executive 
Committee  which  represents  the  Association  to  take  the 
matter  up  and  consider  it  and  then  take  such  steps  as  a  full 
investigation  of  it  would  seem  to  demand.  It  does  seem  to 
me  if  this  association  has  the  income  necessry,  we 
ought  to  take  whatever  means  are  necessary  to  protect 
ourselves,  even  if  we  go  to  the  extent,  as  before,  of 
paying  a  certain  amount  of  money  for  the  help  of  some 
other  attorney  or  co-operating  with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
but  I  do  not  think  this  meeting  could  quite  decide  on  this 
offhand.  It  should  be  looked  into  very  carefully. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Of  course  a  knowledge  of  that  kind, 
a  legislative  knowledge  of  that  kind  would  cost  money,  but 
I  would  suggest  a  limited  amount  be  expended,  say  350. 

SECRETARY :  The  lack  of  information  in  regard  to 
these  things  costs  more  money. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  That  is  the  idea  exactly. 

SECRETARY:  We  had  an  arrangement  sometime  ago 
by  which  the  law  firm  of  Gans  and  Haman  should  represent 
this  Association  and  the  two  other  drug  associations  of 
Baltimore  City,  the  expense  to  be  borne  jointly.  Apparently 
information  was  not  forthcoming  in  this  instance.  I.t  may 
be,  after  looking  into  the  matter,  it  will  be  found  more  prac¬ 
tical  means  might  have  been  evolved  to  prevent  such  a 
condition.  However  good  an  organization  you  may  have  it 
is  bound  to  slip  a  cog  some  time,  particularly  if  somebody 
takes  advantage  unfairly  of  a  situation. 


Mr.  MEREDITH:  It  is  the  idea  of  the  Board  of 
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Pharmacy  that  if  we  could  secure  an  amendment  to  our  law 
whereby  we  could  employ  an  attorney  as  a  permanent  secre¬ 
tary  as  is  done  in  many  States,  who  is  not  a  pharmacist, 
but  who  could  look  after  prosecutions  and  see  that  the  law 
is  properly  enforced,  and  take  care  of  all  legislation  affecting 
pharmacy,  we  would  have  a  better  arrangement  than  any 
other.  We  could  confer  with  the  Legislative  Committee  of 
the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  or  any  other 
committee.  We  thought  the  Legislative  Committee  could 
work  out  a  plan  whereby  the  #200  allowed  in  the  law  for  the 
present  Secretary  might  be  increased  to  #1000  to  employ 
a  young  attorney,  and  it  would  be  his  business  to  go  over  the 
State  to  see  that  the  law  is  complied  with  and  look  after 
legislative  matters,  and  thus  save  us  many,  many  dollars, 
and  also  save  the  State  of  Maryland  many  times  a  thousand 
dollars  in  prosecutions.  It  is  a  business  proposition.  We 
have  been  condemned  very  frequently  for  being  poor  business 
men,  and  poorer  politicians,  but  it  seems  to  me  if  we  could 
get  somebody  whose  business  it  is  to  look  after  such  things 
he  could  make  a  business  proposition  for  us  if  we  can  not 
do  it  ourselves.  It  is  the  thought  underlying  our  suggestion. 
The  present  Secretary  of  our  Board  gets  #200.  It  will  cost 
just  eight  hundred  more  to  employ  the  right  man  to  look 
after  such  matters,  to  enforce  the  law  and  to  save  the  State 
money. 

SECRETARY:  To  get  this  matter  straight  I .  move 
the  whole  matter  of  the  discussion  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Executive  Committee  to  be  thoroughly  investigated  and 
such  action  taken  as  may  be  necessary. 

(Motion  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Strasburger  was  put  to 
vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  MORGAN:  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  when  we 
adjourn  today  that  we  adjourn  until  two  o’clock,  to  take  up 
this  special  matter  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.

The  recent  Sanitary  Bill  passed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  has 
been  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  any  information  about. 
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Mr.  King  has  promised  me  a  copy  by  next  week. 

I  am  told  it  was  introduced  by  a  Mr.  White,  and  applies  only  to  the 
pollution  of  streams,  the  protection  of  water  sheds,  and  sanitary  arraign¬ 
ments  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  concentration  camps. 

However,  after  a  week  of  inquiries  and  interviews  writh  a  number  of 
more  or  less  radiant  satellites  in  the  political  firmament  and  a  few  political 
Solomons,  I  am  sure  my  information  is  less  definite  on  the  subject  than 
when  I  started  out.

As  was  proposed  last  year,  we  have  gone 
before  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and  it  will  be  but  a  very 
short  time  when,  I  think,  the  druggists  will  be  able  to  have 
standardized  graduates  from  every  reputable  manufacturer 
in  the  country.  Whitall,  Tatum  and  Company  will  have 
them,  and  just  recently  I  had  a  letter  from  the  Pittsburgh 
Chemical  Company  saying  that  they  would  have  all  classes 
of  standardized  graduates  and  tubes  in  a  very  short  time. 
The  war  conditions  has  interferred  with  them  very  materially, 
but  it  will  be  only  a  short  time  when  the  druggists  will  have 
standardized  graduates  and  they  will  not  be  able  to  say  that 
it  was  on  account  of  the  inaccurate  graduates  that  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  preparations  were  not  up  to  standard,  or  were  over¬ 
standard.  I  believe  that  is  about  all,  Mr.  President.

My  dear  Fraters: — 

You  and  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  are  engaged  in 
practically  the  same  endeavor  and  purpose:  The  elevation  and  better- 
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ment  of  pharmacy.  The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  sends 
you  its  heartiest  greetings  on  the  occasion  of  your  Ocean  City  meeting 
and  hopes  the  meeting  will  accomplish  all  that  its  members  desire  and 
expect  of  it.  My  own  personal  greteings  and  well  wishes  are  hereby 
offered  you. 

With  so  many  strong,  ethical,  professional  and  business  pharmacists 
as  Maryland  can  boast,  suggestions  from  pharmacists  outside  Maryland 
as  to  what  your  association  should  do  and  accomplish  would  be  entirely 
superfluous  and  uncalled  for.  My  purpose  in  writing  you  therefore  is  not 
to  offer  you  any  suggestions,  but  rather  to  felicitate  with  you  upon  the 
good  fortune  we  all  enjoy  in  the  opportunities  and  privileges  afforded  by 
the  practice  of  our  calling.  The  calling  of  pharmacy  is  a  trust  upon  which 
every  pharmacist  administers  according  to  his  conscience,  duty  and 
ability.  With  the  full  exercise  of  these  on  part  of  every  pharmacist  our 
beloved  calling  will  and  must  soon  occupy  a  higher  place  in  the  respect 
and  esteem  of  the  public.  As  you  know,  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  with  other  national  bodies  is  now  engaged  in  a  propaganda 
movement  looking  to  the  more  adequate,  but  none  the  less  deserved, 
recognition  and  representation  of  pharmacy  by  the  Federal  Government. 
Pharmacists  are  not  withholding  their  services  nor  patriotism  because  of 
this  lack  of  recognition.  Even  the  fact  that  veterinarians  are  generously 
recognized  while  pharmacists  are  practically  ignored  will  in  no  wise  dampen 
nor  lessen  the  patriotism  of  American  pharmacists.  While  the  initiative 
has  been  taken  by  a  few  individuals,  the  justness  and  timeliness  of  the 
movement  has  been  quickly  recognized  by  practically  all  the  pharma¬ 
ceutical  associations.  That  the  state  associations  have  as  yet  not  made 
themselves  felt  as  associations  in  the  movement  is  due  no  doubt  to  the 
fact  that  their  respective  annual  meetings  are  so  near  at  hand  and  that 
no  doubt  it  is  the  intention  of  the  officers  to  recommend  strong  support 
and  action  in  the  matter. 

Again  wishing  you  a  successful  meeting  in  all  and  every  respect 
relating  to  the  uplift  of  pharmacy,  I  am,

I  would  enjoy  it  very  much.  Give  my  heartiest  greetings  to  all.

SECRETARY' :  These  letters  are  read  just  now  because 
of  the  notice  in  the  program  that  the  next  order  of  business 
is  to  decide  what  steps  the  State  Association  shall  take  in  this 
matter  in  trying  to  secure  better  recognition  for  pharmacists. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say 
to  the  Association  in  regard  to  the  letter  which  the  Secretary 
has  just  read  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  the  President  of  this  Association,  that  it  was  the  result 
of  a  conversation  between  the  President  and  myself  regarding 
pharmaceutical  matters  had  on  a  business  trip  to  Washington. 
It  was  a  personal  letter  and  not  intended  for  publication, 
but  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  Board  of 
Pharmacy  is  a  creature  of  this  Association  and  that  its  acts 
are  open  and  above  board,  and  we  court  not  only  discussion 
but  criticism.  No  Board  gets  very  far  without  some  outside 
support  or  criticism,  but  along  with  the  criticism  we  would 
like  some  suggestions.  Criticism  does  not  amount  to  much 
if  it  is  not  accompanied  bv  something  in  the  way  of  helpful 
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suggestions,  and  while  we  are  a  creature  of  this  Association 
we  must  certainly  bespeak  its  hearty  support  in  our  efforts, 
and  if  we  do  not  do  the  right  thing  suggest  to  us  what  we 
should  do,  and  if  we  are  not  big  enough  to  absorb  those  sug¬ 
gestions,  get  rid  of  us.  I  say  this  in  explanation  of  that  letter. 

It  does  seem  to  me  that  just  at  this  time  the  Association 
should  go  on  record  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  recognition  of 
pharmacists  in  the  various  branches  of  service  of  the  United 
States  army,  navy  and  marine  corps.  When  we  consider 
that  our  training  requires  as  good  thought  as  any  other 
profession,  that  it  costs  just  as  much  money,  and  takes  more 
time  to  make  a  pharmacist  than  it  does  a  physician,  or  a 
veterinarian,  or  a  corn  doctor,  or  a  blacksmith,  it  does  seem 
to  me  that  it  is  time  for  the  pharmacists  to  get  back  of  this 
thing,  good  and  proper.  Now,  we  have  a  big  Association  in 
this  country  representing  thousands  upon  thousands  of  men, 
and  each  one  of  those  men  has  a  relatively  high  standing 
in  his  own  community,  and  if  the  pharmacists  get  back  of 
this  move  with  the  wholehearted  intention  of  winning  the 
prize  they  start  for,  they  should  get  it.  There  is  no  reason 
why  a  pharmacist  should  enter  the  service  and  not  receive 
the  same  recognition  accorded  any  doctor.  He  ought  to  be 
on  the  same  basis  as  any  other  trained  professional  man, 
and  I  hope  this  Association  before  they  get  through  with  this 
will  strike  high,  and  along  the  same  line  as  is  the  intention 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  should  say 
we  should  take  the  same  stand  for  pharmacists  that  the 
American  Medical  Association  takes  for  doctors.  There  is 
no  reason  why  we  should  take  a  stand  second  to  any  other 
profession.  (Applause). 

Mr.  CHARLES  L.  MEYER:  Mr.  Chairman,  along 
the  line  of  what  Mr.  Meredith  has  just  said,  it  came  to  my 
knowledge  a  few  weeks  ago  that  a  chiropodist  in  Baltimore 
was  sent  to  Washington,  representing  three  or  four  neighboring 
States,  just  which  they  were  I  do  not  know,  to  see  the  proper 
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officials  in  Washington  in  regard  to  the  chiropodists  formngi 
a  corp  to  treat  the  soldiers.  They  wanted  to  draft  them  or 
wanted  them  to  join  as  privates,  to  which  these  men  seri¬ 
ously  objected.  The  man  told  them,  “I  could  get  you  eighty 
men  to  join  such  a  corps  provided  we  are  given  the  proper 
commissions;  we  do  not  ask  any  high  commissions  such  as 
that  of  colonel,  but  we  would  want  at  least  that  of  second 
lieutenant.”  The  reply  was,  “Why  we  don’t  need  that’many 
men,  our  doctors  can  take  care  of  them,  there  are  so  few  to 
be  attended  to.”  But  the  man  had  posted  himself,  and  he 
said,  “The  larger  part  of  the  work,  eighty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  work  in  the  army  is  attending  to  the  soldiers’  feet,  and 
I  can  get  you  the  proper  number  of  men,  eighty  men  for  so 
many  thousand  soldiers  if  they  will  get  commissions.  We 
have  families  to  support  and  could  not  support  them  on  the 
meagre  salary  that  you  offer  us,  and  besides  we  have  a  good 
business  and  would  not  like  to  give  up  our  business.”  If 
the  corn  doctors  are  entitled  to  that,  the  pharmacists  certainly 
are  entitled  to  fully  that  much,  or  more.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  The  pharmacists  are  entitled  to 
that  all  right,  but  I  hope  to  put  our  request  for  recognition 
before  the  War  Department  on  higher  ground  than  that  of  the 
money  connected  with  it,  or  the  fact  that  we  can  turn  out 
eighty  men  if  they  give  us  the  commissions.  We  want  to 
put  it  on  the  high  ground  of  patriotism,  and  at  the  same  time, 
the  standing  of  the  profession.  I  believe  we  can  get  the 
recognition. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  We  want  to  request  it  of  the  War 
Department  and  also  of  the  Navy  Department. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  is  there  any  other  discussion 
of  this  subject? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  we  have  been  for  the 
last  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  possibly,  in  the  various  pharma¬ 
ceutical  associations  trying  to  have  pharmacy  recognized 
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as  it  should  be.  Heretofore  these  efforts  have  failed.  England 
and  the  United  States,  possibly,  are  the  only  two  countries 
that  do  not  recognize  pharmacy  as  a  profession  in  their 
military  service.  Japan,  Germany,  Italy  and  France,  all 
recognize  pharmacy  as  a  profession  and  pharmacists  are 
given  commissions  in  their  armies,  some  of  them  as  high  as 
captain,  colonel,  lieutenant-colonel  and  major-general.  It 
seems  to  me  now  is  the  logical  time  for  pharmacists  through¬ 
out  the  country  to  receive  that  recognition.  If  we  do  not 
get  it  now  I  do  not  think  we  will  ever  get  it  in  the  future. 
In  Baltimore  the  effort  has  been  made  to  acquaint  the  general 
public  with  the  importance  of  granting  to  the  profession  of 
pharmacy  the  recognition  due  it.  There  has  been  some 
publicity  in  our  daily  papers,  and  I  know  several  editorials 
have  been  written.  That  same  thing  has  not  only  been  going 
on  in  Baltimore,  but  has  been  going  on  in  Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia  has  taken  it  up  even  more  liberally  than  our 
press,  and  have  tried  to  educate  the  public  to  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  standing  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  army  and 
navy.  One  of  the  things  that  has  been  done  which  will  do 
the  cause  a  great  deal  of  good  is  that  the  x^merican  Medical 
Association,  who,  possibly,  are  more  capable  of  judging 
of  the  importance  of  the  pharmacist,  than  any  other  class  of 
men,  came  out  publicly  in  the  press  in  Washington  and  made 
a  statement  to  the  effect  that  we  should  be  recognized. 
This  created  much  comment  there  at  the  time  and  I  think 
if  we  will  follow  up  this  matter  along  those  lines,  there  is 
no  question  but  what,  in  the  end,  we  will  get  some  recog¬ 
nition.  Surely,  I  think,  medicine  recognizes  the  fact  that 
pharmacy  is  the  right  hand  of  medicine.  There  are  so  many 
things  the  pharmacists  could  do  in  the  army  and  navy  that 
are  done  now,  possibly,  by  the  physicians,  and  we  all  recog¬ 
nize  the  fact  that  in  this  world  war — it  is  nothing  less  than  a 
world  war,  seven-eighths  of  the  whole  world  are  at  war  today, 
so  I  think  it  is  proper  that  we  should  call  it  by  that  name — 
England  started  out  with  possibly  ten  physicians  to  every 
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regiment;  they  soon  found  they  had  an  insufficiency  of  medical 
attendance  and  had  to  increase  the  number  to  nineteen. 
Now,  we  all  know,  that  we  are  raising  an  army,  of  possibly 
over  one  million  men,  and  there  is  an  insufficiency  of  medical 
men  for  this  army,  and  they  are  talking  about  drafting  physi¬ 
cians,  compelling  them  to  go  in.  Now  it  seems  to  me,  and 
I  think  it  would  appear  to  the  medical  mind  the  same  way, 
that  if  we  would  take,  say,  a  certain  number  of  physicians 
to  each  regiment  and  a  certain  number  of  pharmacists,  that 
the  latter  could  relieve  the  physicians.  We  have  not  the 
physicians  in  the  United  States  to  supply  the  demand. 

It  is  a  very  important  thing  for  the  young  fellows  who 
go  to  the  front,  to  feel  if  they  should  become  wounded,  that 
they  would  certainly  have  proper  medical  attention.  That 
assurance  possibly,  would  make  them  better  soldiers,  braver 
men,  that  they  would  fight  for  their  country  with  more  zeal. 
As  I  said  before,  pharmacy  is  the  right  hand  of  medicine;  the 
pharmacist  has  a  field  and  could  cover  it  efficiently  if  he  was 
given  the  opportunity,  but  surely  he  should  have  a  commission. 
The  idea  of  a  retail  pharmacist  volunteering  as  a  private  is 
perfectly  absurd.  A  man  who  has  spent  three  or  four  years 
in  a  university,  studying  hard,  giving  all  his  strength,  and 
sometimes  at  a  sacrifice,  and  then  going  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  simply  as  a  private,  why  gentlemen,  it  is 
absurd.  But  those  are  the  conditions  today. 

I  think  that  a  resolution  should  be  offered  at  this  meeting 
and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  from  the  Mar)dand  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  urging  the  recognition  of  pharmacy  in 
the  army  and  navy. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  this 
proposition,  and  I  make  a  motion  that  the  Chair  at  tomorrow 
morning’s  session  appoint  a  committee  of  five  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  have  a  personal  interview  with  the  proper 
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authorities  at  Washington,  and  that  their  contention  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
that  pharmacists  should  receive  commissions  in  the  various 
branches  of  the  service  of  the  United  States.  I  make  that 
as  a  motion. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Mr.  President,  one  moment:  I  want  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  now  is  the  most  important  time  for 
this  thing  to  be  done;  ordinarily,  in  times  of  peace,  to  grant  a 
Commission  to  a  pharmacist  would  require  an  x\ct  of  Congress. 
I  have  been  told  by  an  authority  on  that  matter  that  at  this 
particular  time  the  General  Staff  has  a  right  to  commission 
whom  they  please,  whom  they  think  are  worthy  of  com¬ 
missions.  For  instance,  they  have  given  a  captain’s  com¬ 
mission  to  a  civil  engineer.  Right  now  is  the  time  of  all  times 
to  put  this  thing  through.  Ordinarily  it  would  require  an 
Act  of  Congress  to  make  pharmacists  commissioned  officers. 
At  the  present  time  they  are  non-commissioned  officers. 
Now  is  the  time  to  make  an  effort  in  this  direction  and  while 
we  are  on  this  subject  do  not  forget  to  include  the  navy  as 
well  as  the  army.  Mr.  Morgan,  my  partner,  has  a  son  in 
the  navy  who  has  recently  been  transferred  to  the  medical 
branch,  but  he  has  not  received  a  commission  as  far  as  I  know. 
I  understand  that  physicians  of  the  age  they  require  in  the 
army  are  scarce,  there  are  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  demand. 
Mr.  Hancock  has  some  statistics  which  prove  this.  If 
pharmacists  could  be  selected  to  serve  as  superintendents 
of  hospitals  this  would  relieve  the  pRysicians  so  that  thev 
might  take  care  of  surgery,  the  healing  of  diseases  and  so 
forth.  Now  is  the  time  to  take  this  thing  up. 

Mr.  NEAL:  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Meredith  if  he 
would  not  so  wTord  his  resolution  that  whatever  is  done  by 
this  Association  may  be  added  to  some  concerted  action  on 
the  part  of  American  pharmacy  in  general.  I  believe  it 
would  have  more  weight  if  the  whole  pharmaceutical  profession 
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in  the  United  States  would  make  the  effort  together,  and 
get  behind  some  central  organization  which  will  present  the 
matter,  strongly  backed  by  each  individual  State  Association 
and  organization.  I  doubt  the  advisability  of  limiting  it  to 
just  five  members  of  this  Association,  appearing  before  a 
military  committee.  I  think  it  would  be  stronger  if  we  got 
behind  whatever  movement  has  been  made  by  the  American 
Association  and  allied  interests. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  think  Mr.  Neal  is  perfectly  right 
in  regard  to  concerted  action,  but  what  is  done  should  be 
done  quickly.  If  we  have  this  committee  appear  before 
the  authorities  of  the  War  Department  they,  knowing  we 
are  backed  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
which  they  do  know,  as  that  Association  has  been  working 
very  hard  on  this  proposition  for  several  months,  I  believe 
five  strong  men  from  Maryland  could  present  this  thing  very 
strongly,  and  back  up  the  contention  of  all  other  organiza¬ 
tions  that  pharmacists  should  be  commissioned  officers. 
The  rank  suggested  is  first  lieutenant.  I  am  told  there  is 
plenty  of  money  in  the  treasury  for  this  purpose.  That 
ought  to  be  considered,  I  think. 

Mr.  POWELL:  If  Mr.  Meredith  will  allow  me,  I  would 
like  to  amend  his  motion,  that  this  Association  be  empowered, 
or  the  Committee  be  empowered,  to  spend  $100  if  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  will  not  accept  that  amendment, 
$100  may  not  be  enough.  I  think  it  ought  to  be  given  to  the 
Committee  to  do  as  they  please,  spend  it  all  and  put  us  in 
debt,  if  they  can  get  results. 

Mr.  NEAL:  Since  Mr.  Meredith  refuses  to  accept 
that  amendment,  you  may  change  that  to  read,  “Such  amount 
as  they  find  necessary.” 
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Mr.  MEREDITH:  That  is  not  the  one  I  refuse  to 
accept,  I  refuse  to  accept  the  one  limiting  it  to  3100.  I 
think  it  ought  to  be  left  to  the  Committee. 

Mr.  NEAL:  What  I  am  trying  to  do  is  to  leave  out  the 
limit  and  let  the  amendment  go.  Limit  it  to  any  amount 
which  the  Committee  finds  necessary  to  spend.  There  is 
nothing  more  important  that  I  know  of  for  which  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  can  spend  the  money. 

(Upon  the  call  of  the  members  for  the  question,  the 
motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  the  Secretary  has 
handed  me  this  letter  addressed  to  him:  (Reading)

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It  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Association  for  the  last 
few  years  to  affiliate  itself  with  the  American  Fair  Trade 
League,  and  I  would  suggest,  in  fact  I  make  a  motion  that  we 
reaffirm  our  stand  of  the  past  few  years. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  How  much  does  that  cost? 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  don’t  know— 325- 

SECRETARY:  It  costs  nothing  at  all. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  make  a  motion  then  that 
the  Secretary  be  empowered  to  inform  the  Fair  Trade  League 
that  this  Association  is  still  with  them. 

(Motion  having  been  seconded  by  Mr.  Hewing,  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY :  I  recently  had  a  communication  from 
the  concern,  which  our  friend,  Mr.  Alger,  represents,  calling 
attention  to  some  difficulty  they  have  experienced  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  abbreviation  of  the  word  “sulphate,”  and 
believing  if  these  things  are  called  to  the  members’  attention 
verbally,  that  it  will  be  more  impressive,  I  would  like  to  ask 
Mr.  Alger  to  state  the  facts  contained  in  this  letter  to  which 
I  refer. 

Mr.  ALGER:  You  just  state  to  the  members  what  the 
body  of  the  letter  was. 

SECRETARY:  They  requested  that  the  attention 
of  the  members  be  called  to  the  fact  that  several  serious 
accidents  had  occurred  in  confusing  the  abbreciations  for 
the  two  words,  sulphate  and  sulphite.  That  in  certain  cases 
with  which  all  our  members  are  familiar,  the  word  sulphate 
is  abbreviated  “sulph.”  and  either  one  of  the  substances 
dispenses  at  different  pharmacies.  As  Doctor  Caspari 
pointed  out  last  year  there  is  no  reason  for  such  a  mistake 
occurring,  at  the  same  time  it  is  likely  to  occur  and  it  is  very 
little  use  to  apologize  to  a  man  after  he  is  dead. 
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What  the  insurance  company  wishes  to  do  is  to  keep 
the  matter  before  the  attention  of  pharmacists  and  through 
them  before  the  clerks,  so  that  particular  attention  may  be 
paid  to  the  abbreviation  of  the  words  “sulphate”  and  “sul¬ 
phite”  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  the  matter  it  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  pharmacist  in  charge  or  of 
the  doctor  to  find  out  what  article  is  intended  by  the  prescrip¬ 
tion.  I  did  not  bring  the  letter  with  me  as  I  knew  Mr.  Alger 
was  here  and  I  thought  he  could  state  its  contents  to  the 
members. 

Mr.  ALGER:  The  gist  of  the  whole  thing  is  we  are  very 
anxious  to  keep  you  out  of  court.  And  if  it  could  be  arranged 
in  any  way  so  that  the  word  could  be  spelled  out  each  time, 
I  do  not  know  whether  that  is  practicable  or  not,  but  that 
would  reduce  to  a  minimum  mistakes  occurring  from  the 
abbreviation  of  the  wTord  “sulphate”  and  “sulphite.”  Now  so 
far  as  we  are  personally  concerned,  as  you  know,  by  your 
contract  you  are  insured  against  mistakes,  we  are  liable  for 
them,  but  this  suggestion  is  not  only  for  our,  but  for  your 
own  protection,  because  none  of  you  want  to  get  into  court. 
Every  time  you  appear  in  court  it  is  going  to  hurt  you  that 
much,  because  a  man  will  think  “that  druggist  was  sued 
for  making  mistakes.”  We  are  aiming  in  every  way  to 
protect  your  interests  as  well  as  our  own,  and  if  there  is  any¬ 
thing  that  can  be  done,  if  you  gentlemen  can  instruct  your 
employes  or  suggest  to  the  doctors  that  they  write  out  the 
words  in  their  prescriptions  so  that  when  they  come  to  your 
employes  they  may  be  dead  sure  that  sulphate  is  meant  and 
not  sulphite,  we  will  appreciate  it. 

PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Alger. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  Mr.  President,  along 
the  line  of  the  resolution  just  passed  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  proper  grade  for  pharmacists,  all  of  which  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of,  I  think  that  recognition  should  have  been  given

long  ago  and  I  also  think  that  this  now  is  the  most  opportune 
time  for  securing  that  recognition,  and  that  a  most  aggressive 
effort  should  be  made  at  this  time  in  order  that  the  opportunity 
may  not  be  passed  by;  nevertheless,  I  believe  we  all  realize 
that  these  things  even  in  crises  like  the  present  one  move 
slowly  and  it  can  not  be  done  tomorrow  or  the  next  day  or 
maybe  in  a  week  or  two  or  three  weeks,  I  do  not  know,  no 
one  knows.  In  the  meantime,  the  selective  draft  is  being 
formulated  and  the  men  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and 
thirty-one  are  being  drawn,  and  I  do  believe,  as  was  discussed 
by  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggist  Association  some  weeks 
ago,  there  is  a  danger  of  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  in  civil  life 
being  depleted  because  of  men  who  are  pharmacists  being 
drafted  as  privates,  and  I  think  that  we  should  make  some 
effort,  take  some  notice  of  this  danger.  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  retail  druggists  between  twenty-one  and  thirty-one 
should  be  drafted  into  the  non-commissioned  rank  or  as 
privates  at  the  expense  of  the  retail  pharmacists  of  the  State. 
Now  we  all  know  there  is  not  an  overplus  of  retail  pharmacists; 
from  the  records  available  there  are  no  more  than  are  needed. 
We  hear  all  the  time  of  proprietors  wanting  good  clerks,  or 
bad  clerks,  or  the  best  they  can  get.  Now,  if  there  is  a  number 
of  young  men  that  are  equipped  as  pharmacists  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-one  and  this  selective 
draft  comes  along  and  they  have  no  proper  recognition  as 
commissioned  officers,  and  they  should  be  taken  into  the 
army,  they  will  certainly  go  in  as  privates,  and  I  think  that 
the  country  will  be  served  to  the  least  advantage  by  having 
them  taken  in  in  that  way,  whereas  the  country  will  be  served 
to  the  best  advantage  so  far  as  these  men  are  concerned 
if  they  are  left  in  civil  activities  to  take  care  of  the  conditions 
at  home,  which  are  of  as  great  importance  as  conditions  in 
the  field.  You  know  the  effort  of  the  Government  is  not  to 
cripple  civil  activities,  commercial  or  otherwise,  and  a  general 
removal  of  young  men,  pharmacists,  between  the  ages  of 
twenty-one  and  thirty-one  from  out  of  the  civil  ranks  into 
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the  military  ranks  as  privates  would  be  doing  the  country 
harm  rather  than  good.  I  thought,  as  long  as  there  are 
exemption  boards,  that  there  should  be  some  official  effort 
made  to  keep  the  pharmacists  from  being  drafted  if  possible. 
I  understand,  now,  if  there  is  a  need  for  them,  either  as  com¬ 
missioned  officers  or  not,  if  it  is  their  patriotic  duty  we  would 
say  nothing  about  it,  but  I  think  the  duty  to  the  community 
at  home,  as  far  as  the  pharmacists  are  concerned,  will  over¬ 
weigh  the  military  duty  of  the  pharmacists  as  a  non-com¬ 
missioned  man,  as  a  soldier  in  the  line,  by  a  great  deal.  And 
I  think  that  we  ought  to  make  some  effort  to  prevent  this 
indiscriminate  drafting  of  graduates  of  pharmacy  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-one  into  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  army  and  navy  and  the  marine  corps,  and  after  this 
effort  is  successful,  once  having  ever  received  recognition, 
then  you  may  depend  upon  it  only  such  men  will  be  taken 
as  will  be  needed  for  the  purposes  of  the  medical  corps,  and 
there  will  be  no  wasting  of  scientific  knowledge  in  the  trenches. 
A  committee  has  been  *  appointed  by  the  Baltimore  retail 
druggists  to  take  this  matter  up  and  that  committee  through 
the  Baltimore  Association’s  efforts  conferred  with  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  and  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  they  have  organized.  I  do  not  know  whether  they 
have  done  anything  or  not,  but  I  just  want  to  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  matter  because  I  think  it  is  of  importance. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  was  just  wondering  whether  we 
had  come  to  any  conclusion.  The  exemption  board  is  organ¬ 
ized  in  our  county  and  I  have  taken  this  matter  up  with  one 
of  the  physicians.  My  proposition  to  him  was  this:  That 
if  the  pharmacists  be  drafted  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  pharmacists  in  the  county,  in  the  same  proportion  as  the 
number  of  men  drafted  bears  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  countv, 
— for  instance,  let  us  say  fifty  pharmacists  in  a  county  of 
100,000  people,  that  is  one  to  each  two  thousand;  if  they 
draft  6,000  people  in  Washington  County,  it  will  not  take 
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more  than  three  pharmacists.  That  is  the  proposition  I 
have  up  with  them.  I  do  not  know  how  far  we  will  get. 
We  have  two  boys  in  our  stores  who  are  eligible.  I  think 
there  are  probably  thirty  in  the  county  and  I  believe  60 
per  cent,  of  the  clerks  are  eligible  to  draft.  We  are  trying 
to  get  just  three  out  of  the  six  thousand  drafted. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  That  is  the  idea,  and 
now  is  the  proper  time  to  see  that  that  interest  is  safeguarded 
because  the  exemption  boards  are  being  formed  and  will 
shortly  be  ready  for  work. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Mr.  President,  in  reply  to  what 
Mr.  Williamson  has  just  said  about  this  joint  committee, 
I  would  like  to  say  that  the  point  at  which  we  stopped  was 
when  we  found  there  would  be  a  number  of  examining  boards 
or  exemption  boards  as  they  are  called  scattered  throughout 
the  various  districts  of  the  State  and  it  appeared  it  would 
perhaps  have  to  be  handled  by  the  pharmacist  in  his  own 
district  in  laying  the  matter  before  them.  However,  it 
may  be  well  for  this  Association  to  go  on  record  with  some 
resolution  which  would  embody  the  points  Mr.  Williamson 
has  brought  out  in  his  remarks,  which  would  be  a  basis  on 
which  members  in  each  district  might  approach  the  Board. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON :  Would  it  be  satisfactory 
to  the  Association  to  go  on  recerd  as  considering  the  plan 
as  outlined  a  good  one  and  through  the  Committee  continue 
its  work  and  be  guided  in  its  plan  by  the  discussion  on  the 
floor  here  today?  It  would  be  difficult  to  make  a  hard  and 
fast  resolution  because  different  sections  would  require 
different  treatment.  I  think  most  of  the  Committee  are 
here  and  you  have  gotten  the  idea,  and  I  think  with  the 
intelligent  Committee  you  have  you  would  not  have  any 
trouble  in  formulating  a  proposition  to  be  presented  to  any 
district  or  precinct.  It  is  only  a  question  of  what  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  thinks  about  it.  You  gentlemen  are  better  able  to 
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handle  it  than  it  could  be  handled  with  a  formal,  iron-bound 
resolution  restricting  your  activities.  Therefore  I  would 
make  the  motion. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  heartily  endorse  what  Mr.  Williamson 
has  said.  I  think  there  should  be  something  done.  But  can 
we  do  it?  We  can  not  claim  exemption  as  members  of  a 
profession  not  recognized  by  the  Government.  I  do  not 
see  how  anything  can  be  done.  We  are  simply  treated  as 
just  ordinarily  mortals,  drafted  as  privates  to  go  into  the 
ranks.  Now  if  we  can  get  this  resolution  that  we  first  spoke 
of,  if  we  can  get  proper  recognition  by  the  Government  in 
the  army  and  navy,  then,  possibly,  we  can  do  something  of 
this  kind;  but  at  the  present  time  I  do  not  see  how  we  could 
claim  any  exemption.  I  heartily  agree  with  Mr.  Williamson 
about  it  and  I  would  like  to  see  these  people  exempted,  if 
possible. 

SECRETARY:  I  will  just  interject  something  I  happen 
to  know  incidental  to  this  discussion.  The  Council  of  National 
Defense  recently  had  the  deans  of  various  professional  schools 
go  to  Washington  to  consider  the  matter  of  keeping  open 
these  schools.  The  conclusion  reached,  as  I  understand  it, 
was  practically  a  gentleman’s  agreement  with  the  Council 
of  National  Defense,  that  no  student  now  affiliated  or  about 
to  be  affiliated  with  a  school  will  be  interferred  with.  Of 
course  they  would  not  allow  them  to  abuse  that.  They 
would  not  allow  people  to  continue  in  the  school  in  greater 
number  than  usual  in  order  to  protect  themselves,  but  if 
they  are  now  students  or  can  show  they  are  bona  fide  appli¬ 
cants  they  will  not  be  interferred  with.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  schools  are  urged  to  go  ahead  with  their  work.  I  believe 
if  this  Committee  Mr.  Meredith  has  suggested  would  do  as 
I  infer  he  wishes  them  to  do,  go  to  the  Council  of  National 
Defense  and  say  there  is  no  use  to  encourage  more  men  to  go 
in  for  the  study  of  pharmacy,  if  they  are  going  to  pull  them 
out  as  they  go  in,  I  believe  we  could  get  some  action  with

the  Council  to  see  that  pharmacists  now  subject  to  draft 
would  be  exempt.  I  know  that  is  being  discussed  very 
generally  in  other  professions.  I  do  not  mean  that  we  drop 
the  other  effort,  towards  receiving  recognition,  but  that  we 
go  to  the  Council  of  National  Defense  and  put  it  up  to  them 
that  pharmacists  should  not  be  taken  where  hardship  would 
result.  Point  out  to  them  England’s  experience.  She 
allowed  professional  men  of  all  kinds  to  be  drafted  as  privates 
and  then  the  privates  who  followed  them  were  obliged  to 
suffer  all  the  more  because  so  many  professional  men  had 
been  killed. 

Mr.  R.  E.  I.  WILLIAMSON:  And  the  civilian  popula¬ 
tion  also  suffered. 

SECRETARY :  I  believe  if  we  do  not  go  on  record  as 
asking  for  anything  definite  we  may  get  total  exemption  from 
service  as  private  soldiers.  I  do  not  mean  it  should  not  be 
done  in  local  communities.  The  Council  of  National  Defense 
if  we  once  got  them  to  understand  it,  would  recognize  the 
necessity  and  could  issue  orders  accordingly  to  examining 
boards.  I  almost  guarantee  you  will  not  see  any  medical 
men  allowed  to  be  drafted  as  a  soldier  in  the  ranks.  Now 
if  we  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense 
the  fact  that  pharmacists  are  as  essential,  at  the  same  time 
continueing  our  effort  to  get  them  recognized,  even  if  phar¬ 
macists  temporarily  rank  only  as  hospital  stewards,  it  is 
better  for  us  that  that  should  be  done  rather  than  have  them 
used  as  privates.  Now,  as  to  this  matter  of  commissions, 
let  that  be  held  in  abeyance  while  making  some  effort  to  see 
that  pharmacists  are  not  drafted  as  privates. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  That  would  have  to  be  national. 

SECRETARY:  The  whole  matter  is  national.  He 
would  have  to  show  that  he  was  a  pharmacist  in  good  standing. 
Naturally  they  are  not  going  to  take  the  word  of  anybody. 
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Mr.  THOMAS:  It  would  be  very  much  easier,  though, 
if  we  have  recognition,  as  professional  men. 

SECRETARY:  I  think  so,  but  what  is  the  use  of  a 
commission  to  a  man  that  gets  shot?  If  we  could  keep  phar¬ 
macists  out  of  the  army — I  am  not  saying  it  because  I  think 
pharmacists  should  be  exempt  except  for  the  public  good, 
and  if  this  Association  ever  allowed  the  impression  that  we 
were  claiming  exemption  for  any  selfish  reason,  we  would 
cook  our  own  goose  at  once.  Now,  there  isn’t  any  doubt, 
following  their  line  of  work,  some  pharmacist  is  going  to  be 
shot.  You  know  the  mortality  among  the  physicians  in  the 
army  is  claimed  to  be  greater  than  even  among  the  private 
soldiers,  in  proportion,  but  the  point  is  that  we  would  rather 
suffer  death  in  the  line  of  work  that  would  bring  the  greatest 
good.  Put  it  on  that  basis,  and  I  think  we  could  get  action. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  Of  course,  I  think  it  ought  to  be 
left  to  the  Committee.  There  is  another  thought  along  the 
line  that  Mr.  Kelly  has  been  talking  and  that  is  in  putting 
it  up  to  the  Council  of  National  Defense  they  might  decide 
“We  need  lots  of  pharmacists,  and  draft  all  you  can  without 
a  commission.”  I  think  we  ought  to  put  it  up  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  work  for  a  commission  and  let  the  local  boards  work 
out  their  salvation  in  the  local  communities.  They  will  need 
lots  of  pharmacists  and  there  will  be  no  trouble  about  getting 
them  even  if  they  do  not  volunteer  and  the  thing  for  us  to  do 
is  to  get  the  best  we  can  for  the  pharmacist  who  is  going  to  be 
taken.  I  would  like  to  leave  the  whole  thing  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  committee. 

SECRETARY:  It  was  certainly  my  intention  to  do 
just  exactly  what  Mr.  Meredith  has  pointed  out.  I  simply 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  had  taken 
these  steps  which  might  not  be  known  to  the  members  gener¬ 
ally,  and  that  information  could  be  used  for  our  own  purpose 
by  the  Committee. 
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Mr.  THOMAS:  I  think  Mr.  Meredith’s  idea  is  perfectly 
correct.  We  don’t  want  to  show  the  white  feather  by  any 
means.  We  don’t  want  to  let  these  people  think  for  a  moment 
that  we  are  asking  for  something  no  other  profession  has 
asked  for  as  yet.  So  I  think  Mr.  Meredith’s  idea  is  perfectly 
correct.  We  want  recognition  in  the  army  and  navy,  but 
if  they  call  on  us,  why,  we  will  be  there. 

PRESIDENT:  Is  there  any  other  discussion  on  this 
very  important  subject? 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  I  only  intended  to  make 
a  motion  in  order  to  have  an  expression  of  a  favorable  opinion 
or  unfavorable  opinion  by  this  Association  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  matter  that  I  spoke  of  was  of  sufficient  importance 
and  of  the  proper  nature  for  an  action  to  be  taken  by  this 
Association.  I  still  believe  that  the  idea  that  I  have  in  my 
head  about  conserving  the  pharmacists  is  proper,  and  is  no 
evidence  of  cowardice  or  is  no  evidence  of  an  unpatriotic 
spirit.  But  I  do  believe  it  will  conserve  the  best  interests 
of  the  nation  at  large  not  to  dissipate  the  ranks  of  the  trained 
pharmacists  by  wholesale  slaughter,  putting  them  in  the 
ranks  as  privates,  by  which  the  army  will  not  be  benefited, 
and  the  community  will  suffer,  and  therefore  I  think  we 
ought  to  look  into  the  matter  and  see  what  can  be  done  in 
that  line,  through  the  boards  of  exemption  that  are  formed  in 
the  various  districts  for  the  very  purpose  of  seeing  who  ought 
to  go  and  who  ought  to  stay  home,  not  on  physical  disability 
so  much  as  on  civic  necessity  and  military  necessity.  There¬ 
fore  I  think  that  we  ought  to  take  advantage  of  the  exemption 
boards  to  the  extent  that  it  is  proper  and  right  so  to  do.  I 
will  make  that  as  a  motion. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  My  motion  is  that  some 
steps  should  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  pharmacists  of  the 
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State  from  being  indiscriminately  drafted  into  the  service 
of  the  army  to  perform  the  duties  of  an  ordinary  soldier. 

Mr.  G.  L.  PEARCE:  Mr.  President,  I  offer  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  that  resolution:  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  should 
be  furnished  each  one  of  the  exemption  boards  in  the  State. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  I  have  no  objection  to 
that.  I  think  that  the  activities  of  the  Committee  ought  to 
be  left  largely  to  their  wisdom  and  discretion  based  on  the 
discussion  that  has  been  had  here  today. 

Mr.  G.  L.  PEARCE:  The  point  is,  we  want  to  get  this 
motion  into  the  hands  of  the  exemption  committees. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  Would  you  be  willing 
to  let  it  just  go  as  taking  judicial  notice  of  it,  as  it  were? 

Mr.  PEARCE:  Yes,  sir. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Catlin  would  like  to  make  an 
announcement  for  the  Entertainment  Committee. 

Mr.  CATLIN:  This  afternoon,  instead  of  the  regular 
program  of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  we  have  decided 
that  if  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  everybody  we  will  take 
a  sail  over  to  Captain  Baker’s,  the  men  as  well  as  the  ladies. 
The  men  did  not  get  their  sail  yesterday  morning  and  as  I 
understand  they  would  like  to  go  sailing  we  will  give  them  a 
chance  this  afternoon.  We  wTould  like  an  idea  as  to  whether 
all  would  like  to  go  before  we  make  final  arrangements  for 
the  trip.  All  who  want  to  go  hold  up  their  hands. 

A  MEMBER:  Where  is  Captain  Baker’s? 

Mr.  CATLIN:  Captain  Baker’s  place  across  the  bay; 
he  has  kindly  prepared  a  lunch  for  us. 

Mr.  ALGER:  Oh,  have  you  got  a  lunch  for  us? 
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Mr.  CATLIN:  Plenty  of  it.  We  have  also  made 
arrangements  for  the  photograph  at  12.30,  so  be  right  together, 
ready  for  the  photographer.  We  will  leave  for  Captain 
Baker’s  this  afternoon  about  two  or  two-thirty. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  there  any  new  business  to  come  before 
the  Association? 

Mr.  HODSON:  Is  there  a  motion  before  the  House? 

SECRETARY:  It  has  been  carried. 

Mr.  HODSON:  I  might  make  just  a  few  remarks, 
after  listening  to  the  beautiful  patriotic  speeches  made  by 
Mr.  Meredith,  Mr.  Kelly,  Mr.  Williamson  and  Mr.  Thomas. 
I  really  have  learned  something  from  Mr.  Kelly  that  makes 
me  feel  a  good  deal  better.  I  do  not  think  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  ask  the  universities  to  keep  open  when  they 
intended  to  take  their  men  and  put  them  into  the  front  ranks. 
I  think  they  are  already  planning  how  to  pull  these  scientific, 
trained  minds  away  from  the  trenches,  and  I  think  when  the 
committee  is  appointed,  it  will  do  a  great  deal  of  good  in 
bringing  the  matter  before  the  Council  of  National  Defense. 
I  think  that  committee  should  be  appointed  promptly  and 
sent  to  Washington,  but  I  haven’t  the  slightest  idea  in  the 
world  but  that  only  a  few  druggists  will  ever  go  in  the  trenches. 
But  we  have  got  to  take  care  of  home.  We  haven’t  a  spare 
man  in  Baltimore  City  today  in  the  drug  business,  and  if 
they  take  even  three  of  them  away  from  us,  we  will  be  short. 

PRESIDENT:  Is  there  any  new  business  to  be  taken 

up? 

Mr.  HEWING:  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that  at 
future  meetings  we  get  a  little  more  publicity  than  we  have 
had  at  this  meeting.  There  has  been  practically  nothing  in 
the  Baltimore  papers  previous  to  the  meeting  nor  has  there 
been  while  the  meeting  has  been  going  on  and  I  think  at 
future  meetings  if  we  would  have  more  in  the  papers  we  would 
get  more  people  at  our  meetings  and  have  more  enthusiasm. 
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Mr.  MILLARD:  I  make  the  motion  that  the  committee 
be  appointed  and  Mr.  Hewing  made  chairman.  I  have  been 
on  such  a  committee  and  I  know  what  it  means.  A  great 
deal  of  money  is  required  to  perform  properly  the  duties  of 
that  committee. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  would  say  in  reply  to  Mr.  Millard 
that  3100  was  voted  for  the  purpose  last  year,  and  Mr.  Hewing 
I  think  is  perfectly  proper  in  saying  we  should  have  more 
publicity  in  regard  to  these  meetings,  we  should  have  a 
reporter  here  today  to  take  down  things  and  give  them  to 
the  press.  How  can  we  expect  recognition  from  the  public 
unless  they  know  what  we  are  doing?  That  has  been  the 
great  trouble  all  along.  Last  year  at  Braddock  Heights  a 
resolution  was  offered  that  3100  be  devoted  to  that  purpose. 
So,  next  year,  I  hope  we  will  have  this  publicity. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  I  am  chairman  of  the 
Publicity  Committee. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  If  I  had  known  that  I  would  have  said 
more  than  I  did. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  WILLIAMSON:  Now,  Mr.  Hewing  did 
not  know  it.  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  I  am  unfitted 
to  be  chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  as  I  am  naturally 
backward  in  my  disposition  and  not  grasping  in  regard  to 
the  matter  of  money.  I  did  not  know  3100  was  available. 
Had  I  found  it  out  yesterday,  I  should  have  been  notified,  I 
would  have  spent  that  money  and  probably  had  some  action. 

Seriously  speaking,  you  all  talk  about  publicity,  the 
program  of  this  Association’s  meeting  was  handed  k  to  the 
papers  and  they  were  asked  to  give  us  a  notice.  Now,  when 
you  hand  a  man  a  program  you  don’t  know  anything  more 
about  it  than  what  is  printed  there  in  cold  type,  and  that  is 
all  anybody  knows  about  it.  No  one  knows  what  is  going 
to  happen,  the  convention  makes  its  own  news.  It  is  right 
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hard  to  get  newspapers  to  do  more  than  publish  that  program 
and  then  they  did  make  an  announcement  twice  that  there 
was  going  to  be  a  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  they  gave  the  program  and  some  names, 
I  believe,  of  the  people  who  were  expected  to  attend,  and  the 
Sun  paper  promised  to  have  a  man  down  here  to  represent 
them,  Mr.  Scott,  the  Station  Master,  also  in  the  fish  business, 
as  well  as  a  journalist,  but  Mr.  Scott  seemed  to  have  been 
absorbed  in  the  fish  business  and  the  Station  business  and 
did  not  come  here  at  all.  So  I  hunted  up  a  very  charming 
young  lady  who  represents  the  Sun  socially,  and  I  did  all 
I  could  socially.  She  came  over  last  night  and  said  she  was 
going  to  write  all  she  could  possibly  get  in  the  paper;  Kelly 
gave  her  a  lot  of  information,  and  so  did  I,  and  she’s  coming 
over  again  today  to  get  more  information  and  she  promises 
to  use  all  her  newspaper  influence  to  get  it  in  both  the  Sun 
and  the  American,  that  is,  the  business  transactions.  She 
is  also  going  to  write  of  all  the  social  activities  for  the  Sunday 
paper.  You  know  what  the  paper  wants  is  news.  We 
haven’t  created  much  news  down  here  this  year;  if  you  can 
do  something  and  start  a  fuss,  it  will  interest  the  newspapers, 
but  when  we  come  down  here  and  do  nothing  of  real  vital 
intense  interest  to  anybody  but  ourselves,  the  papers  will 
not  give  us  the  space.  You  might  get  a  report,  but  not  big 
space  unless  there  is  something  of  real  news  value  in  the 
proceedings.  If  we  can  succeed  in  getting  in  tomorrow’s 
and  Sunday’s  papers  what  has  happened  here,  and  what 
we  gave  to  the  young  lady  who  represents  them,  I  think  we 
have  done  all  that  can  be  expected.  I  understood  we  had 
officially  invited  Mr.  Lyons  of  the  Baltimore  Sun.  He 
would  'have  had  the  Sun  pay  expenses  and  would  have  come 
down  and  written  up  something.  I  didn’t  know  a  thing  in 
the  world  about  it  until  a  day  or  so  before  the  meeting  con¬ 
vened  and  nothing  was  done  in  the  matter,  but  I  really  think 
we  need  a  sort  of  pushing,  aggressive  kind  of  a  fellow,  not  a 
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bashful  chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee.  Take  due 
notice  of  that  and  appoint  the  right  kind  of  a  man. 

Mr.  POWELL:  I  move  that  Mr.  Williamson  be  con¬ 
tinued  as  chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  and  com¬ 
mencing  with  the  month  of  August  that  he  contribute  to  the 
daily  papers  of  the  State  at  least  500  words  each  month  on 
pharmaceutical  news,  and  that  two  months  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Association  he  contribute  news  relatively  to  the  coming 
meeting  and  also  furnish  typewritten  matter  to  each  county 
newspaper  in  the  State.  In  that  way  I  think  we  can  stir 
up  some  enthusiasm  for  our  meeting  in  1918. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  make  a  motion  that  you  reduce 
that  to  writing. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  would  like  to  have  the  privilege 
of  asking  the  man  who  has  just  spoken  whether  or  not  he  is 
joking;  that  wasn’t  meant  seriously? 

Mr.  POWELL:  In  all  seriousness,  I  believe  an  Associa¬ 
tion  should  have  some  press  propaganda  throughout  the  year. 
The  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  adopted 
such  a  plan  and  it  has  worked  very  nicely.  Only  last  month 
I  saw  about  a  column  and  a  half  in  the  Public  Ledger,  of 
Philadelphia  which  I  am  sure  came  directly  from  their  Press 
Committee. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  That  was  all  discussed  last  year  and 
that  was  my  idea  when  I  offered  that  resolution  that  3100 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  and  put  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  knew  it  didn’t  get  in  my  hands. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  And  the  Secretary  was  to  write  articles, 
and  have  them  published  every  month  in  order  to  let  the 
public  know  there  was  a  profession  known  as  pharmacy. 
If  you  can  find  that  resolution,  Mr.  Secretary,  I  think  that 
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is  the  gist  of  my  words,  and  it  was  put  in  your  hands;  that  a 
number  of  articles  should  be  written  and  given  to  the  press 
during  the  year. 

(The  Secretary  consults  the  minutes  of  last  year.) 

SECRETARY:  That  was  not  done,  Mr.  Thomas, 
on  the  motion  of  our  very  retiring  friend,  Mr.  Williamson. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Didn’t  I  make  an  effort  then  to  put  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary? 

SECRETARY:  No,  sir. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  beg  your  pardon,  find  the  resolution. 

SECRETARY:  The  report  of  the  Publicity  Committee 
last  year  was  very  largely  taken  up  as  Mr.  Williamson  will 
remember  in  the  reading  of  several  communications  from 
the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  outlining  their 
system  of  publicity,  as  you  will  all  recall. 

(The  Secretary  here  read  from  the  minutes  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  meeting  of  1916.) 

Mr.  NEAL:  Who  composed  the  rest  of  the  Committee, 
of  which  Mr.  Williamson  is  chairman;  I  think  they  ought  to 
get  all  that  is  coming  to  them  as  well  as  Mr.  Williamson. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  (Reading  from  a  copy  of  the 
minutes)  “Miss  Olive  Cole — ”  (Laughter  and  applause), 
and  “Mr.  Parker  Cook.” 

I  would  like  to  know,  Mr.  Secretary,  when  did  I  know 
I  was  on  this  Publicity  Committee?  My  term  expired  last 
year,  you  know. 

SECRETARY :  My  recollection  of  the  matter  is  that 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  settle  who 
should  be  President  was  held  in  September,  was  it  not,  Mr. 
Neal? 
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Mr.  NEAL:  About  that  time. 

SECRETARY :  Possibly  in  August. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Was  I  notified  that  I  was  on  that 
Committee? 

SECRETARY:  You  certainly  were,  Mr.  Williamson. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  do  not  remember  receiving 
any  notification  until  I  received  this  book. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  saw  the  letter  on  your  desk  in 
September,  Mr.  Williamson. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  That  settles  it!  Can  you  beat 
a  crowd  like  this? 

SECRETARY:  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  experience  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  referred  to  last  year  was  in 
connection  with  prices  entirely.  The  condition  discussed 
has  not  been  overcome  as  you  know',  but  as  a  matter  of 
public  interest,  you  might  as  well  write  of  the  time  Noah 
went  into  the  Ark  as  discuss  those  things  now.  I  have  thought 
of  the  matter  several  times  myself,  but  there  has  not  been 
much  to  write  about  except  matters  of  local  interest,  notices 
of  this  meeting  of  the  Association,  until  the  matter  of  this 
commission  in  the  army  and  navy  for  pharmacists  has 
arisen.  The  war  has  taken  up  the  interests  of  the  public  so 
entirely  I  doubt  if  any  effort  had  been  made  by  the  Publicity 
Committee  along  the  lines  outlines  it  would  have  amounted 
to  much.  I  do  not  think  our  worthy  chairman  should  be 
roasted  about  it.  Being  silent  sometimes  is  about  as  effective 
as  making  a  noise.  I  do  think  at  the  present  time  and  for  the 
next  few  months  these  particular  matters  are  going  to  be  of 
moment,  but  there  was  not  much  use  of  going  further  in  the 
press  than  was  done  recently  in  the  matter  of  the  editorial 
Mr.  Thomas  referred  to  about  the  proposed  formation  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Corps.  And  until  this  Association  took

action  I  am  sure  if  the  Publicity  Committee  or  any  other 
Committee  had  published  anything  in  this  regard  it  would  have 
been  considered  to  have  exceeded  its  authority.  I  believe 
we  have  now  some  news  matter  which  we  can  go  after  but 
as  for  spending  3100  a  year  simply  to  have  something  appear 
in,  for  instance,  the  “Pocomoke  News”  or  any  paper  in  the 
United  States,  I  do  not  see  that  it  is  of  any  particular  value, 
to  be  perfectly  frank.  Publicity  with  a  definite  intent  is  a 
good  thing,  but  indiscriminate  publicity  is  hurtful,  and  in  the 
matter  of  spending  our  resources,  it  is  for  no  particular  advan¬ 
tage.  I  don’t  care,  how  much  you  may  feel  our  esteemed 
friend  has  been  a  little  remiss  in  this  direction  if  you  tackle  it 
you  will  find  it  is  a  gray  horse  of  another  color.  If  you  try 
to  get  publicity  without  the  expenditure  of  money  it  takes 
a  lot  of  hard  work. 

Mr.  MEREDITH:  I  think  the  report  of  Mr.  Williamson 
of  his  activities  is  a  very  good  report.  I  do  not  believe  we 
could  have  a  better  representative,  from  appearances.  He 
showed  his  good  taste  last  night,  and  I  think  the  Association 
should  compliment  Mr.  Williamson,  for  not  only  his  activity 
but  for  his  good  taste,  and  I  haven’t  the  least  doubt  but  what 
he  is  going  to  get  results.  The  next  administration  will 
subject  themselves  to  criticism  if  they  do  not  continue  him 
on  this  Committee. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  move  we  accept  his  report  with 
thanks. 

PRESIDENT:  Is  there  anything  else  to  come  before 
the  meeting? 

Mr.  KNIGHT :  Did  you  ask  for  the  next  order  of 
business,  Mr.  President? 

PRESIDENT:  I  asked  if  there  was  anything  else  to 
come  before  the  Association. 

SECRETARY :  Before  we  leave  this  matter  we  have 
been  discussing,  and  since  Mr.  Williamson  has  been  unani- 
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mously  elected  as  chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  I 
would  like  to  move  that  the  appropriation  of  3100  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  This  will  be  the  first  time  I  ever 
looked  at  3100. 

(Motion  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Millard  was  put  to 
vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  move  we  adjourn. 

(Motion  seconded.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Isn’t  there  anything  else  to  do, 
isn’t  there  anybody  else  you  can  roast? 

Mr.  KNIGHT:  Mr.  President,  I  have  a  matter  to 
bring  up  before  we  adjourn.  I  want  to  know  what  steps 
we  can  take  in  order  to  change  the  by-laws  so  that  it  will  be 
lawful  for  us  to  meet  out  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  Why 
can  we  not  meet  at  times  out  of  the  State  of  Maryland? 
For  instance,  I  think  this  year  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical 
Association  is  meeting  at  Old  Point.  What  a  wonderful 
trip  that  would  be,  if  we  had  authority  to  meet  jointly  with 
that  Association  at  Old  Point,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  have 
just  as  many  people  in  attendance,  and  more,  if  we  could  do 
something  of  this  kind.  I  think  it  would  be  a  step  to  create 
enthusiasm  in  the  Association  and  if  it  can  be  done,  I  would 
like  to  go  on  record  as  suggesting  that  it  be  put  in  the  hands 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  I  do  not  mean  that  we  should 
meet  continually  out  of  the  State,  but  that  we  should  give 
them  the  authority  to  do  so  whenever  they  see  fit.  Now, 
would  we  have  to  change  the  by-laws?  I  would  like  to  hear 
some  discussion  and  the  opinion  of  others  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  What  does  the  Constitution  say  about 
that;  are  we  compelled  to  meet  in  the  State?  It  is  just 
possible,  but  I  would  like  to  put  my  finger  upon  the  paragraph 
that  says  so. 
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SECRETARY:  The  only  authority  covering  it  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws,  or  any  other  article  governing 
this  Association,  is  in  the  Charter.  As  many  of  you  remember, 
the  Association  met  at  Jamestown  one  year,  the  only  provision 
being  that  the  election  of  officers  and  all  business  transactions 
should  be  held  on  the  boat  going  and  coming,  within  the 
State  of  Maryland,  which  was  done.  The  paragraph  of  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  is  as  follows: 

“We  do  further  certify  the  operations  of  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its 
principle  office  located  in  Baltimore  City.” 

Should  you  meet  at  Old  Point  there  is  no  reason  why 
such  business  of  the  Association  as  the  election  of  officers 
should  not  be  transacted  on  the  boat,  going  or  coming. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  I  think  Mr.  Knight’s  remarks 
are  very  timely  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  incoming 
Executive  Committee  take  that  suggestion  in  consideration. 
There  are  some  places  in  neighboring  States  that  would  be 
very  attractive.  We  have  travelled  to  these  old  spots  so 
often  we  know  them  frontwards  and  backwards  and  sideways 
and  almost  every  other  way,  and  new  spots  create  new 
fancies.  I  think  it  would  stimulate  interest  in  the  Association 
if  we  accepted  such  a  suggestion.  I  have  heard  a  number  of 
people  say  they  have  been  to  Ocean  City  so  often  and  to 
Braddock  Heights  so  often  there  is  really  nothing  new  there, 
and  if  the  Executive  Committee  would  take  into  consideration 
the  places  nearby  in  other  States  it  would  stimulate  an 
interest  that  would  rebound  to  the  benefit  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  do  not  believe,  Mr.  Chairman, 
there  is  anything  either  in  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  or 
in  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  that  can  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  the  Association  from  meeting  at  any  point  or 
any  place  either  in  or  out  of  the  State,  that  it  sees  fit  to 
select,  but  I  do  believe  its  business  activities  or  its  Association 
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activities  must  be  confined  to  the  State  of  Maryland;  not 
that  it  must  actually  pass  its  resolutions  in  the  State  of 
Maryland,  when  the  official  convention  is  on,  but  its  resolu¬ 
tions  can  only,  and  its  activities  can  only  apply  to  the  fiscal 
business  that  is  embraced  in  the  State.  Although  it  has  been 
the  precedent  for  a  long  time  I  do  not  think  it  is  a  precedent 
of  sufficient  importance  to  be  absolutely  followed.  I  believe 
it  would  have  been  a  great  advantage  to  have  met  at  Old 
Point  jointly  with  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Association 
this  year.  I  think  that  the  Executive  Committee  ought  to 
be  made  to  feel  that  they  can  meet  elsewhere  than  in  the 
State  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  best  to  do  so. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  it  has  always  been  the 
impression  of  the  members  of  the  Association  that  this  would 
interfere  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  but  it  would  not, 
and  I  think  it  should  be  impressed  upon  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  I  heartily  endorse  what  Mr.  Knight  said.  Now 
other  associations  do  not  follow  the  rule  of  always  holding 
their  meetings  within  the  bounds  of  their  State  ,the  Maryland 
Bar  Association  meets  at  Atlantic  City,  the  West  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association  meets  at  Deer  Park,  why  can 
not  we  do  something  of  that  kind  if  we  find  it  desirable  and  I 
think  the  facts  should  be  impressed  upon  the  Executive 
Committee  as  I  said  before. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  in  the 
far  western  part  of  the  State  there  are  places  at  which  it 
would  be  desirable  to  hold  our  meetings,  at  Mountain  Lake 
Park  or  Deer  Park,  there  would  only  be  a  slight  difference  in 
the  car  fare  to  reach  those  points.  I  must  confess  Braddock 
Heights  does  not  suit  me  and  it  gets  rather  monotonous 
at  this  place. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  second  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Knight. 
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Mr.  KNIGHT:  I  will  make  it  stronger  by  saying  that 
the  incoming  Executive  Committee  be  informed  of  this  dis¬ 
cussion  and  advised  that  they  have  the  authority  to  hold  the 
annual  meeting  outside  of  the  State  of  Maryland  if  they  so 
desire. 

(The  motion  having  been  seconded  by  Mr.  Williamson 
was  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  move  that  we  adjourn. 

(Thereupon  at  12.15  o’clock  P.  M.  the  meeting  adjourned 
until  Friday  morning,  July  13th.) 
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Friday,  July  13,  1917,  10.15  A.  M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order,  Mr.  John  B.  Thomas 
occupying  the  chair. 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Gentlemen,  will  you  please  come 
to  order?  The  first  in  order  is  unfinished  business. 

SECRETARY :  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  a  letter  here  from 
Mr.  Thomas  M.  Williamson,  I  would  like  to  read.

Miss  COLE:  Mr.  Thomas,  you  know  I  am  not  a  speech 
maker,  and  when  you  say  there  are  a  great  many  of  us,  there 
are  only  two  here,  but  there  are  more  of  us  here  in  spirit 
because  I  know  Miss  Patterson  would  dearly  love  to  be  here, 
as  well  as  Miss  Mossop,  both  have  sent  greetings  to  the 
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Association.  All  I  can  say  is  that  we  thank  you  for  the  good 
time  we  have  had.  (Applause). 

I  beg  to  make  a  motion,  Mr.  Thomas,  and  that  is  that 
Miss  Lotz  address  the  meeting.  (Applause). 

Mr.  ALGER:  Miss  Lotz  said  she  felt  offended  because 
you  had  not  called  on  her. 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Tell  Miss  Lotz  her  time  is  coming, 
too,  we  will  not  pass  her  by,  by  any  means.  We  will  be  glad 
indeed  to  hear  from  Miss  Lotz. 

Miss  LOTZ:  I  apologize. 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Well,  we  appreciate  Miss  Lotz’s 
remarks  very  much  indeed,  but  that  is  not  her  strong  point. 
She  just  recently  told  me  that  really  her  fort  is  dancing,  so 
f  you  want  an  exhibition  of  dancing — 

Miss  LOTZ:  Will  you  be  my  partner,  Mr.  Thomas? 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Yes,  sure.  (Laughter  and 

applause.) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Gentlemen,  this  is  a  fine  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  some  of  you  to  address  the  meeting.  I  would 
like  very  much  to  hear  from  any  of  you. 

Mr.  Meyer,  I  believe  you  had  some  remarks  to  make  in 
regard  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  which 
meets  in  Indianapolis  this  year.  You  remember  you  have 
not  made  your  final  report. 

Mr.  MEYER:  Mr.  Day,  chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committee  of  the  American  Association  asked  me  to  make  a 
few  remarks  here  and  see  if  I  could  not  get  a  little  more  active 
work  in  Maryland.  Maryland  has  always  been  foremost 
in  the  ranks  of  membership.  This  year  Maryland  has  fallen 
down  very  much.  There  were  a  few  members  who  promised 
to  give  me  their  application  last  year,  but  up  to  the  present 
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time  I  have  not  received  them.  The  Association  meets  the 
latter  part  of  August  in  Indianapolis  and  they  really  have 
very  profitable,  very  enjoyable  meetings.  There  are  present 
retail  druggists,  manufacturers,  scientific  men,  and  so  forth, 
coming  from  all  over  the  United  States,  and  whoever  attends 
the  meetings  always  profits  by  them,  especially  the  retailer. 
Two  sections,  the  section  on  commercial  interests  and  on 
practical  pharmacy  are  both  good  practical  sections,  having 
exhibits  of  pharmaceutical  products,  and  they  always  explain 
how  these  preparations  are  made,  giving  lots  of  money  saving 
and  time  saving  advice.  Anyone  attending  the  meeting  can 
make  enough  out  of  what  he  has  learned  to  pay  his  expenses 
and  more  besides.  I  knowr  a  few  years  ago  one  of  the  retail 
men  from  out'West,  from  Denver,  spoke  about  manufacturing 
cold  cream  and  his  advice  has  proved  very  profitable  to  those 
who  heard  him.  There  is  always  lots  of  advice  given  along 
the  prescription  line  which  is  also  profitable  from  a  financial 
point  of  view.  Every  one  who  joins  the  American  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association,  even  if  he  does  not  attend  the  meetings, 
will  get  a  booklet  every  month,  of  about  100  pages,  with  all 
kinds  of  pharmaceutical  information  in  it.  I  will  be  very 
glad  to  receive  applications  from  any  members  here  who  would 
like  to  join  the  Association.  The  membership  fee  is  $ 5  a 
year.  (Applause). 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Any  other  remarks,  gentlemen? 
If  anybody  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  the  proceedings  of 
the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  the  last  few 
years  they  will  find  that  Mr.  Meyer  and  myself  are  possibly 
the  only  two  persons  in  this  Association  that  try  to  boost  the 
American  Association.  He  can  do  it  very  much  better  than 
I  can  because  he  is  better  acquainted  with  the  workings  of 
the  Association,  and  is  possibly  a  little  older  than  I  am,  that 
makes  a  difference  too,  and  he  has  been  a  member  longer 
than  I  have;  but,  really,  gentlemen,  this  is  an  age  of  co¬ 
operation  and  association.  Unless  a  person  keeps  up  with 
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the  various  associations  of  his  profession  he  simply  becomes  a 
back  number.  I  do  not  know  of  any  association  that  is  doing 
more  good  for  pharmacy  than  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  If,  as  Mr.  Meyer  has  said,  the  members  would 
take  the  trouble  to  attend  those  meetings  they  would  be  very 
quickly  convinced,  and  it  would  repay  anybody  to  go  there 
and  visit,  especially,  the  dispensing  and  practical  sections. 
Those  attending  come  from  every  State  in  the  Union.  They 
are  very  candid  and  frank  in  regard  to  what  they  are  doing, 
how  they  are  conducting  their  business.  Among  them  are 
some  of  the  leading  pharmacists  of  this  country  and  you  can 
gain  a  great  deal  of  information  by  attending  those  meetings. 
To  me  it  is  one  of  the  best  schools  that  I  have  ever  had  the 
pleasure  of  attending,  and  I  am  only  sorry  I  can  not  attend 
their  meetings  every  year.  Besides,  as  Mr.  Meyer  has  told 
you,  for  the  small  sum  of  $5  you  get  the  journal  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  while  the  American  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  has  been  looked  upon  by  most  of  the 
pharmacists,  as  containing  only  the  highbrows  of  the  pro¬ 
fession,  the  retail  pharmacists  there,  predominate  in  the 
membership.  Now,  the  retail  pharmacists  have  their  power 
in  that  Association,  and  the  professors  in  our  schools,  of 
course  we  would  not  be  a  profession  unless  we  had  them,  but 
they  do  not  interfere  with  us  at  all  in  anything  that  we  wish 
to  do.  They  have  one  of  the  best  systems  in  the  world. 
Everything  is  practical,  and  I  would  like  to  see  the  member¬ 
ship  from  Maryland  increased  in  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  In  our  State  Association  we  have  elected  17 
new  members.  I  can  remember  this  Association  when  it 
started  out  wdth  a  membership  of  75  or  80.  We  are  running 
now  nearly  up  to  500,  and  the  pharmacists  have  come  to 
realize  that,  individually,  they  -do  not  amount  to  a  row  of 
beans,  collectively  they  are  a  power.  What  we  are  trying 
to  do  now,  in  securing  rank  for  the  pharmacists  in  the  army 
and  navy,  can  be  only  accomplished  through  the  retail  organ¬ 
izations  and  various  drug  interests  of  the  country.  And 
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there  is  no  association  that  has  taken  a  more  active  part  in 
this  matter  than  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
(Applause.) 

(At  this  point  in  the  proceedings  the  Auxiliary  Committee, 
Travelers  Association,  entered.) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  They  say,  gentlemen,  there  is 
strength  in  numbers;  certainly  the  Auxiliary  Committee 
has  that  strength. 

Gentlemen,  we  have  been  waiting  for  a  final  report. 
Mr.  Duvall,  are  you  chairman  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee? 

Mr.  DUVALL:  No,  sir,  Mr.  Catlin  is  chairman. 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Mr.  Catlin,  we  are  waiting  for 
the  report  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee. 

Mr.  CATLIN:  Why,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  only 
thing  I  can  say  for  the  Committee  of  the  Auxiliary  is  that  we 
have  done  the  best  we  could  to  make  this  meeting  the  largest 
we  have  had,  and  I  believe  we  have  been  successful.  We 
have  had  some  little  setbacks  down  here,  such  as  our  banquet 
last  night,  which  was  no  fault  of  the  Committee.  We  did 
the  best  we  could  and  we  hope  you  have  all  enjoyed  your¬ 
selves.  If  you  have  any  complaint  to  make,  make  it  to  the 
Committee,  w~e  will  adjust  it  to  your  satisfaction,  if  possible. 
We  appreciate  the  get-together  spirit  of  the  members  of  the 
Association  this  year.  I  refer  especially  to  the  splendid 
assistance  Mr.  Hodson,  the  new  President  has  given  us,  and 
all  those  things  just  go  to  make  our  meetings  better.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  this  morning  we  elected  new  officers 
and  the  aim  next  year  is  to  make  the  1918  meeting  still  more 
satisfactory.  We  want  everybody  to  come  and  we  are 
figuring  on  at  least  200  to  250  people,  and  we  will  take  good 
care  of  them.  Thank  you.  (Applause.)

Chairman  THOMAS:  I  understood  that  we  were  to 
have  some  suggestions  as  to  where  we  should  meet  next  year. 
I  hear  many  people  speak  of  meeting  next  year  at  Deer  Park. 
Mr.  Pearce  says  they  have  a  large  hotel  and  swimming  pool 
and  that  it  will  be  a  most  desirable  place  at  which  to  meet, 
if  it  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  Association, 
the  Auxiliary  will  do  their  part.  Mr.  Catlin  mentioned  the 
fact  that  new  officers  have  been  elected.  It  is  with  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  that  we  welcome  their  new  President,  Mr. 
Read. 

Mr.  READ:  I  consider  it  quite  an  honor  to  be  elected 
President  of  the  Auxiliary  of  this  Association,  and  although 
it  is  an  office  I  was  not  seeking,  I  felt  that  it  was  my  duty 
when  called  on  to  serve,  to  do  so.  All  the  present  officers 
of  the  Auxiliary  wanted  to  resign,  but  I  declined  the  nomina¬ 
tion  unless  the  same  Secretary  continued,  as  I  did  not  feel 
competent  without  help  from  one  wffio  had  had  experience, 
and  so  the  Secretary  consented  to  remain.  I  assure  you

success,  although  I  feel  I  am  hardly  able  to  take  Mr.  Duvall’s 
place;  but  I  will  do  the  best  I  can.  (Applause.) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Any  other  remarks,  gentlemen? 
I  would  be  very  glad  indeed  to  hear  from  any  other  members 
of  the  Auxiliary.  It  is  a  very  important  committee  and  adds 
so  much  to  the  success  of  our  meetings.. 

Mr.  CATLIN:  Mr.  Thomas,  we  have  some  drugs 
here,  some  things  that  would  suit  the  druggists.  We  lacked 
games  in  connection  with  which  they  might  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  as  prizes,  and  we  would  like  to  know  if  the  members 
would  be  interested  in  an  “old  hoss”  sale,  after  we  get  through 
with  the  business  meeting.  We  would  .ike  to  have  the 
members  bid  on  these  articles,  nickel  bids,  nothing  will  go 
over  half  the  cost  of  the  article  from  the  wholesale  house, 
and  we  are  going  to  give  every  man  a  chance  to  bid.  This  is 
a  new  idea,  we  have  never  tried  it  before  and  we  thought 
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we  would  try  it  out  this  morning.  We  haven’t  a  great  deal 
of  stuff  and  it  won’t  take  long.  We  would  like  to  know  if 
the  members  would  like  to  go  into  it. 

(Cries  of,  “Sure,  sure.”) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  I  am  sure  the  members  will  be 
very  glad  to  attend  this  unique  auction.  I  suppose  you  will 
be  the  auctioneer,  or  Mr.  Duvall? 

Mr.  CATLIN:  I  don’t  know— 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Any  other  remarks,  gentlemen? 
In  moving  the  acceptance  of  the  report  made  by  the  Auxiliary 
Committee,  I  will  simply  suggest  that  we  extend  a  vote  of 
thanks  for  the  untiring  efforts  they  have  made  in  behalf 
of  the  Association.  The  report  is  now  open  for  approval, 
gentlemen. 

Mr.  FOUCH:  I  move  it  be  accepted  with  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Committee  for  their  untiring  and  successful 
work. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  The  next  in  order  will  be  the 
installation  of  officers.  The  first  on  the  program  will  be  the 
President.  I  will  appoint  Miss  Cole  and  Miss  Lotz  as  a 
committee  to  escort  Mr.  Hodson  to  the  chair. 

(The  committee  performed  its  duties-  accordingly.) 

Chairman  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  I  welcome  you 
to  the  chair.  I  am  sure  you  will  fill  it  with  a  great  deal  of 
honor  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Association. 

President  HODSON:  Ladies  and  gentlemen:  I  appre¬ 
ciate  the  escort  that  Mr.  Thomas  picked  out  for  me,  it  was 
as  good  as  I  could  have  done  myself. 

I  appreciate  this  honor  and  will  now  proceed  with  business. 
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As  there  are  none  of  the  newly  elected  officers  present, 
we  will  proceed  with  unfinished  business,  if  there  should  be 
any  on  the  program. 

(No  response.) 

President:  Then  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  in  order. 

Mr.  CHARLES  L.  HENRY:  Mr.  President,  I  suggest 
before  we  adjourn,  that  we  get  through  with  the  auction 
just  after  we  adjourn. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  If  there  is  no  other  business,  Mr. 
President,  I  would  like  to  offer  a  vote  of  thanks  to  our  very 
efficient  stenographer,  Miss  Torsch. 

(Motion  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Fouch  was  carried  by  a 
rising  vote  at  the  suggestion  of  President  Hodson.) 

Mr.  THOMAS:  If  there  is  no  other  business  before  the 
Association  I  move  this  meeting  adjourn  sine  die,  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  President. 

Mr.  HARRIS:  Before  you  do  that,  for  the  benefit 
of  some  of  the  members,  will  the  Secretary  read  the  officers’ 
names?  There  seems  to  be  some  confusion.  The  members 
want  to  know  who  were  elected  officers  of  the  Association? 

(The  Secretary  thereupon  read  the  names  of  officers 
elected  and  the  names  of  those  gentlemen  which  will  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  from  which  to  make  his  selection 
for  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy.) 

President  HODSON :  Gentlemen,  it  has  been  moved 
and  seconded  that  we  adjourn  sine  die,  the  place  to  be  named 
by  the  Executive  Committee  later  on.

Banquet 


Thursday,  July  12,  1917,  7.30  P.  M. 


TOASTMASTER  (Mr.  C.  C.  Neal):  Ladies  and  gentle- 
men,  we  are  gathered  together  to  bring  to  a  close  the  social 
part  of  the  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  of  1917.  Our  meeting,  I  am  sure,  has  been  most  pleasant 
to  all  of  you,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  to  the 
Travelers  Auxiliary  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have 
carried  through  the  program  up  to  this  point.  They  have 
made  one  mistake,  which  is  now  apparent,  and  that  is  their 
choice  of  a  toastmaster.  However,  I  will  make  it  as  incon¬ 
spicuous  as  possible  by  saying  as  little  as  possible  in  calling 
on  our  speakers.  I  will  first  ask  our  newly  elected  President 
to  say  a  few  words  for  your  edification  and  interest. 

President  HOD  SON:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and 
gentlemen:  It  is  an  honor  to  be  elected  President  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  but  I  wish  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  you  all,  especially  those  that  had  a  vote 
in  my  election,  that  if  my  administration  is  a  failure,  it  is  up 
to  you.  I  had  nothing  in  the  world  to  do  with  it.  I  want 
to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  in  behalf  of  my  wife  and 
little  son  for  the  splendid  entertainment  that  was  given 
me  yesterday  at  the  meeting  when  Mr.  Williamson  made  it 
warm  for  me  by  calling  on  me  to  respond  to  the  address  of 
welcome.  I  have  enjoyed  being  with  you  all.  This  is  the 
second  meeting  that  I  have  attended  and  up  until  this  time, 
everything  has  gone  along  very  nicely,  but  our  toastmaster 
has  made  the  second  mistake  in  asking  me  to  respond  to  a 
toast. 
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I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  a  subject 
one  of  our  members  spoke  of  yesterday,  that  the  druggists 
are  not  working  in  unison.  We  do  not  get  that  cooperation 
that  we  should.  As  chairman  of  the  Liberty  Loan  Committee 
of  Retail  Druggists  of  Baltimore  City,  I  saw  that  demon¬ 
strated  to  our  discredit.  In  the  meeting  this  morning  most 
of  the  speakers  talked  along  that  line,  that  druggists  did  not 
get  what  was  coming  to  them;  druggists  do  not  work  for  what 
they  should  get.  Every  dollar  that  was  subscribed  by  a 
retail  druggist  to  the  Liberty  Loan  should  have  been  reported 
through  our  committee,  and  the  retail  druggists  then  would 
have  gotten  due  credit.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  reporting 
58,000  and  some  odd  dollars  which  came  through  the  Retail 
Druggists  towards  the  Liberty  Loan,  while  375,000  really 
went  in.  Now,  that  does  us  harm  more  than  any  of  us  can 
imagine.  The  next  call  is  going  to  be  in  September.  Of 
course  by  that  time  the  Committee  will  be  working  in  perfect 
harmony,  and  I  would  like  to  have  every  man  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  see  that  all  that  comes  into  the  Liberty  Loan  is  reported 
to  the  Chairman  so  that  the  retail  druggists  will  get  the 
proper  credit.  One  of  my  Committee  reported  to  me  on  the 
very  last  day  that  he  had  sent  his  through  a  Masonic  fraternity 
and  yet  he  was  on  the  Committee.  We  can  only  get  credit 
when  we  work  for  it.  Whether  we  'ask  the  Government  or 
the  State  or  whom,  if  we  get  a  solid  backing  of  the  entire 
retail  drug  interests  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  we  will  get 
results.  In  the  course  of  a  short  time  I  will  call  on  different 
druggists  to  fill  different  committees  pertaining  to  the  retail 
drug  trade,  and  I  would  like,  as  far  as  possible,  to  fill  them 
with  men  that  will  work  and  cooperate,  and  if  we  do  work 
with  one  end  in  view,  the  year  will  be  a  success. 

I  was  very  much  embarrassed  yesterday  when  Mr. 
Williamson  called  on  me  as  the  first  speaker,  just  after  I  got 
in  the  room,  as  I  had  no  idea  that  I  would  be  called  upon. 
The  reverend  gentleman  that  gave  us  a  welcome,  gave  it  to 
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Ocean  City  and  all  the  way  to  heaven,  but  as  I  told  you  then, 
I  would  extend  you  a  welcome  to  the  whole  of  the  Eastern 
Shore.  I  am  doubly  grateful,  as  long  as  I  was  called  on  to 
fill  this  position,  that  it  happened  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  as 
the  Eastern  Shore  is  my  birth  place. 

I  appreciate  this  honor  and  if  the  retail  druggists  will 
give  the  co-operation  that  they  should,  we  will  have  a  very 
successful  year.  I  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen:  I  am  sure 
we  all  enjoyed  the  little  address  of  Mr.  Hodson.  I  would 
like  to  call  his  attention  to  one  or  two  little  points:  The 
first  is,  we  are  perfectly  willing  that  he  shall  take  the  dance 
last  evening  as  given  in  honor  of  his  anniversary,  or  the 
banquet  tonight,  but  he  can  not  take  both  of  them,  unless 
that  was  a  two-day  wedding  that  he  had.  (Laughter.) 

Now,  the  next  gentleman  I  have  selected  to  speak  to 
you  is  a  gentleman  whom  I  am  sure  has  had  no  anniversaries, 
wedding  anniversaries  at  least,  and  I  do  not  think  he  is  from 
the  Eastern  Shore.  His  name  is  one  that  is  familiar  in 
American  history,  as  well  as  Maryland  history,  and  his  name 
is  also  known  to  pharmacy,  not  only  Maryland  Pharmacy, 
but  American  Pharmacy.  I  will  now  call  upon  Mr.  James 
E.  Hancock,  better  known  as  “Jimmie.” 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  had  hoped 
I  was  not  on  this  part  of  the  program.  It  seems  that  hereto¬ 
fore  I  have  acquired  a  reputation  as  being  somewhat  of  a 
fighter,  but  this  time  you  will  notice,  I  have  brought  with 
me  a  lady  who  makes  me  behave  myself,  and,  in  a  sense,  I 
have  been  obedient.  I  don’t  know  when  I  have  ever  enjoyed 
a  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  more 
than  I  have  this  one.  It  has  been  particularly  peaceful  to 
me,  and  as  I  stand  here,  and  reflect  on  everything,  I  feel 
very  much  like  the  darkie  did  who  went  up  during  this  last 
registration  to  register.  After  having  answered  most  of  the 
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questions  that  were  asked  him  he  was  asked  if  there  was  any 
reason  why  he  should  be  exempted.  He  said,  “What’s  dat, 
boss?”  “Why,  is  there  any  reason  why  you  should  be 
exempted  from  the  service  of  your  country,  is  there  any 
reason  why  you  should  not  go  over  to  Europe  and  fight  for 
your  country?”  “Good  Gawd,  yes,  boss,  I’s  gun-shy,  I  is.” 
(Laughter  and  applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  ever 
known  that  Jimmie  was  gun-shy  when  it  came  to  making  a 
speech.  However,  we  will  now  turn  to  some  of  our  newer 
talent  which  we  feel  sure  will  add  to  the  gaiety  of  the 
evening,  and  will  call  upon  Mr.  Alger  to  give  us  some  of 
his  impersonations. 

Mr.  ALGER:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
As  you  will  probably  remember  last  summer  at  Braddock 
Heights  I  was  wished  on  you,  and  at  that  time  I  told  you  a 
story  in  which-  I  introduced  a  few  imitations.  They  have 
asked  me  to  put  some  in  the  story  I  am  going  to  tell  you  to¬ 
night. 

(Mr.  Alger  then  gave  his  impersonations.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  will  now 
call  on  Mr.  John  B.  Thomas,  to  say  a  few  words  of  cheer  and 
comfort  to  us.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  am  very  much  obliged  for  the  applause 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  for  I  have  not  really  had  anything 
tonight  to  be  especially  thankful  for.  (Laughter.)  I  have 
not  been  elected  to  any  important  office  in  this  Association, 
much  as  I  would  have  liked  to  have  been.  I  had  to  help 
to  elect  other  people  and  I  had  my  hands  full  in  doing  it. 
And  there  is  nothing  about  this  sumptious  banquet  that  we 
have  had  here  tonight  (laughter),  for  which  to  be  thankful. 
I  really  do  not  see  why  we  should  have  any  hilarity  in  regard 
to  that.  It  puts  me  very  much  in  mind  of  a  story  that  Mr. 
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Henry,  from  Philadelphia,  told  only  a  couple  of  days  ago. 
He  told  it  on  a  conductor  who  was  a  very  corpulent  fellow, 
weighed  about  450  pounds,  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
that  he  could  walk  up  and  down  the  aisle.  He  had  a  passenger 
who  didn’t  want  to  pay  his  fare  so  he  walked  up  to  him  and 
said,  “I  want  your  ticket.”  The  passenger  didn’t  pay  any 
attention  to  him.  The  conductor  asked  him  twice  for  his 
ticket  and  the  third  time  he  said,  “Now,  this  is  the  last  time 
I  am  going  to  ask  you  for  your  ticket.  There  is  one  of  three 
things  that  you  can  do,  give  me  your  ticket,  pay  your  fare,  or 
get  off  this  train.”  With  that  he  walked  off.  The  passenger 
said,  “Hold  on  there,  Mr.  Conductor,  there  are  three  things 
that  you  can  do;  you  can  stop  eating  so  much,  take  more 
exercise  or  bust.”  Now,  I  do  not  believe  that  would  apply 
to  us  tonight  at  this  banquet.  To  tell  you  the  truth,  I  am 
right  hungry.  I  had  plenty  of  delightful  companions  down 
here,  Mrs.  Dorman,  Mrs.  Hewing  and  the  rest  of  the  ladies, 
that  was  the  only  compensation  I  have  had  here.  Now,  my 
friend  Hancock  says  that  this  has  been,  the  most  enjoyable 
meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  that 
he  has  ever  attended.  I  would  like  to  know  what  he  means  by 
that.  I  know  his  name  is  Jimmie,  “I  will  take  all  you  gimme,” . 
but,  Jimmie  was  missed  very  sadly  at  these  meetings.  Now, 
I  think  that  is  almost  a  reflection  upon  the  Association,  when 
he  says  it  was  enjoyable  by  being  absent.  I  guess  we  got 
along  without  him,  but  not  as  well  as  if  we  had  had  him  with 
us.  Now,  I  am  going  to  speak  seriously — Mr.  Hancock 
always  says  that,  though  he  didn’t  get  on  that  strain  tonight. 
I  was  very  much  impressed  with  the  address  of  the  eminent 
gentlemen  who  represented  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
this  City  by  the  sea.  He  really  did  give  us  very  good  advice. 
He  said  in  these  times  when  the  whole  world  was  in  an  uproar, 
and  a  world  war  in  progress,  that  the  pharmacist  as  well  as 
other  good  citizens  of  these  United  States  must  think  more 
about  his  country  than  about  himself.  I  picked  up  the 
paper  this  afternoon  and  I  saw — while  you  may  not  agree

politically  with  the  gentleman  occupying  the  White  House, 
to  my  mind,  posterity  will  regard  him  as  one  of  the  greatest 
men  who  ever  occupied  the  White  House,  (Applause) — where 
he  spoke  to  some  labor  organization  and  he  wanted  to  make 
it  plain  that  loyalty  to  your  country  should  come  before 
profit;  that  we  must  not  think  so  much  of  profit,  but  think 
more  of  our  country.  We  are  now  enlisted  on  the  side  of  the 
Entente  in  the  war  for  virtue,  liberty  and  freedom.  In 
doing  our  duty,  it  is  going  to  be  hard  on  all  of  us;  some  of 
us  are  not  as  young  as  we  used  to  be,  and  are  not  able  to 
shoulder  our  guns  and  go  to  the  front,  but  we  have  a  duty  to 
perform  here  at  home,  and  we  can  do  it  by  helping  the  Red 
Cross,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  and  the  Liberty 
Loan.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  can  help  ,and  there 
is  France,  poor,  bleeding  France,  is  there  any  American 'who 
will  forget  Rochambeau,  or  Lafayette,  over  a  century  ago, 
doing  then,  what  Pershing  is  doing  now  on  French  soil? 
I  think  that  we  wdll  all  be  proud,  although  it  will  be  at  a  great 
sacrifice,  to  be  represented  in  the  great  fight  for  Democracy 
against  Autocracy,  and  just  as  sure  as  we  are  here  tonight, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  Democracy  is  going  to  prevail  and 
will  be  liberated,  I  am  sure,  from  autocratic  rule.  (Applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  am  sure 
we  have  all  enjoyed  the  patriotic  address  of  Mr.  Thomas. 
Such  an  address  is  always  in  order  in  every  gathering  of 
Americans  at  such  a  crisis  in  our  National  history  as  this. 
I  am  very  glad,  indeed,  that  Mr.  Thomas  saw  fit  to  interject 
it.  We  will  now  pass  on  to  something  I  am  sure  we  will 
all  enjoy,  especially  those  of  us  who  remember  a  previous 
visit  to  Ocean  City.  The  talented  daughter  of  our  fellow- 
member,  Mr.  Spetzler,  will  now  entertainus. 

(Recitations  by  Miss  Spetzler.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  am  sure 
we  all  very  much  enjoyed  Miss  Spetzler’s  wonderful  recita- 
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tions,  and  would  like  to  have  her  continue  them  the  rest  of 
the  evening,  if  it  might  be  possible;  nobody,  I  am  sure,  has 
enjoyed  them  more  than  I  have.  Most  of  us  have  read 
Ingersoll’s  “Reflections  at  the  Tomb  of  Napoleon,”  but  I 
must  say  I  have  never  heard  it  read  so  expressively  in  all  my 
life. 

In  my  limited  experience  as  a  toastmaster,  this  being 
my  first  appearance,  I  learned  something  that  is  worthwhile: 
Before  the  hour  of  the  banquet  arrives  there  will  be  several 
people  come  to  you  begging  you  not  to  call  on  them. .  Well, 
the  first  one  or  two  I  did  not  pay  much  attention  to,  but  I 
found  several  of  the  old  stagers,  whom  I  had  been  listening  to 
for  many  years,  were  among  those  who  were  begging  me  not 
to  call  on  them.  So  I  began  to  think  there  must  be  something 
behind  this,  and  I  asked  an  old  toastmaster  about  it.  “Why,” 
he  says,  “if  you  didn’t  call  on  those  men  they  would  be  the 
most  disappointed  people  at  the  meeting.”  Now,  there  is 
one  other  man  that  I  would  like  to  call  upon.  Of  course, 
we  are  all  familiar  with  his  facetiousness,  and  all  that,  but 
we  will  have  to  put  up  with  it,  because  he  may  have  some 
message  of  some  kind,  that  we  should  hear,  before  we  close 
the  evening’s  entertainment.  I  will  now  call  on  Mr.  Pierce. 

Mr.  PIERCE:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
I  don’t  think  the  toastmaster  meant  me.  I  think  the  party 
he  intended  to  call  on  will  be  found  dancing  outside  somewhere. 
Outside  of  Miss  Spetzler’s  entertainment,  pretty  nearly 
every  speech  that  has  been  made  here,  has  been  in  line  with 
the  work  of  Mr.  Hoover  at  Washington.  (Laughter.)  I 
don’t  think  you  folks  look  so  hungry,  your  motions  are  all 
open,  it  is  true,  but  you  can  not  expect  in  these  war  times  to 
have  them  completely  filled.  I  don’t  know  when  I  have 
ever  enjoyed  a  meal  like  I  have  this  one.  There  was  just 
exactly  enough  for  me.  I  expect  to  do  tonight  what  I  have 
never  done  after  a  banquet,  and  that  is  sleep  all  night,  because 
I  have  already  digested  the  dinner.  I  believe  that  it  would 
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be  wise,  and  that  it  is  due  Mr.  Hendler,  to  say  that  he  furnished 
us  this  ice  cream  tonight  and  it  was  delicious.  I  don’t  know 
whether  the  cake  came  with  the  cream  or  not.  I  ate  mine, 
the  toastmaster  has  not,  he  is  waiting.  Now,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  this  is  serious,  I  don’t  see  what  you  are  laughing 
about.  It  has  been,  indeed,  the  annual  pleasure  for  me  to 
be  here  again,  to  look  into  these  bright  faces  some  of  which 
I  do  not  see  but  once  a  year;  two  or  three  of  the  fellows,  I 
see  around  town  a  few  times,  they  don’t  want  to  see  me,  but 
I  always  want  to  see  them,  and  while  I  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  attend  any  of  the  business  meetings  as  I 
would  have  loved  to  have  done,  I  have  attended  to  all  the 
others  that  Catlin  and  Duvall  got  up.  They  have  been 
about  the  busiest  fellows  I  have  seen.  Jimmie  Hancock  has 
run  from  one  hotel  to  the  other  seeing  where  he  could  have 
the  most  fun.  I  am  sorry  it  was  not  lively  enough  this  time 
for  him,  I  tried  to  start  something  for  him  this  morning,  but 
he  would  not  take  to  it,  but  he  will  be  back  next  year.  Mr. 
Duvall  and  Mr.  Catlin  before  this  meeting  closes — not  tonight 
because  there  is  nothing  more  doing  after  I  am  through 
tonight  as  I  am  going  to  wind  it  up — they  are  going  to  tell 
you  all  about  it  tomorrow  morning  after  I  am  gone.  I  am 
going  to  speak  for  myself,  as  a  Committee  we  have  worked 
hard  to  make  it  pleasant  for  you.  Our  pleasure  has  been  in 
seeing  your  enjoyment;  we  haven’t  had  any.  (Laughter.) 
And  I  don’t  know  how  I  can  ever  expect  to  have  any  unless 
I  can  find  out  how  long  it  would  be  necessary — I  know  we 
have  got  to  live  in  Reno  before  you  accomplish  what  you 
go  there  for — I  don’t  know  how  long  you  have  got  to  live  on 
the  Eastern  Shore  before  you  can  tell  everybody  you  are  from 
the  Eastern  Shore.  It  seems  to  me  the  most  pleasurable 
thing  on  earth  is  to  be  able  to  say  you  come  from  the  Eastern 
Shore.  It  is  a  beautiful  spot,  I  know;  you  don’t  have  much 
rain  down  here,  the  crops  are  all  fine,  and  so  on.  Now  you 
remember  last  year — I  had  to  refer  to  this  personal  affair, 
somebody  here  has  had  something  to  say  about  bringing 
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someone  with  you  to  look  after  you — you  remember  that  last 
year  I  had  my  picture  taken  with  a  most  delightful  lady,  up 
at  Braddock  Heights  and  I  said  I  was  going  to  use  that  in 
order  to  get  someone  to  come  down  and  take  care  of  me  at 
the  next  meeting.  The  picture  turned  out  fine,  I  took  it 
home  in  my  pocket,  having  no  notion  of  using  it  as  I  had 
boasted.  But  some  folks  go  through  your  pockets,  and  it 
was  discovered.  So,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  she’s  here  this 
time,  and  I  have  been  told  I  have  behaved  beautifully.  I 
feel  myself  that  I  have  done  pretty  good.  She  also  brought 
the  rest  of  the  family  too — only  one  other — while  I  am  on 
personal  matters,  you  will  pardon  me,  I  left  one  of  my  family 
at  home,  the  little  baby  just  two  years  old,  she  is  just  talking 
very  nicely.  As  I  suppose  I  ought  to  do,  I  usually  kiss  my 
wife  and  babies  good-bye,  and  I  usually  stop  there,  my  wife’s 
good  mother  lives  with  us,  and  the  baby  when  I  kiss  her,  she 
says,  “Kiss  Granny,  Daddy.”  Well,  I  wouldn’t  object  to 
it,  but  she  might,  so  I  don’t.  But  I  think  what  got  me  most 
the  other  day,  the  old  washer  woman  had  just  come  in  and 
the  baby  knows  her  name,  and  when  I  had  finished  kissing 
my  wife  and  babies,  she  said,  “Kiss  Granny,  kiss  Anna,  Dad.” 
(Laughter.) 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you.  I  am  going  to 
repeat  what  I  wound  up  with  last  year:  We  are  all  from  the 
South,  and  that  is  what  they  all  say  down  there:  Glad  to 
see  you,  glad  to  have  had  you  with  us,  hope  you  have  had  a 
good  time,  come  again.  (Applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  feel  I 
have  done  my  full  duty,  I  have  given  him  an  opportunity  to 
get  it  out,  but  he  has  made  a  statement  that  I  must  con¬ 
tradict,  and  that  is  that  he  would  close  the  evening;  on  the 
contrary,  I  do  not  intend  that  this  party  shall  go  away  with 
any  such  flat  feeling  as  it  would  if  we  closed  it  right  here,  so, 
if  you  noticed,  I  went  over  and  asked  Miss  Spetzler  if  she  would 
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kindly  give  us  another  recitation  so  that  the  party  would  go 
away  with  a  good  taste  in  their  mouths. 

(Recitation  by  Miss  Spetzler.) 

TOx^STMASTER:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  brings 
this  part  of  the  evening’s  entertainment  to  a  close.  I  believe 
there  will  be  a  little  dance  from  now  until  twelve  o’clock  or 
three  o’clock,  and  Mr.  Thomas  suggests  that  we  all  stand  now 
and  join  hands  and  have  Mr.  Duvall  lead  us  in  that  good  old 
song,  “Auld  Lang  Syne.”

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  M.  L.  Byers,  David  M 
R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samue 
Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emich,  Albion  J.  Corning, 
John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C.  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  William  Simon 
and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  a  majority 
of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do  hereby  certify  that  we 
do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  State,  authorizing 
the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a  corporation  under  the  name 
of  “The  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Baltimore  City.’* 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  said  corporation,  so  formed  is  a  cor¬ 
poration  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  reputable  Pharmacists, 
Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may  by  thorough  organ¬ 
ization  and  united  effort  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy,  promote 
scientific  research,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  strive  to  have  enacted 
just,  stringent  laws,  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicines, 
and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sales  of  medicines  to  regularly 
educated  Pharmacists;  that  the  term  of  existence  of  said  corporation  is 
limited  to  forty  years;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is  formed  upon  the 
articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed,  and  subject  in  all 
particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations,  which  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  General  Laws  of  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporation  are  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office  of 
the  said  corporation,  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City. 

We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  has  no  capital  stock. 
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We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will  be  managed  by 
the  officers,  and  that  the  said  M.  L.  Byers,  David  M.  R.  Culbreth,  Joseph 
B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel  Mansfield,  J.  Charles 
Smith  and  Columbus  V.  Emich  are  the  names  of  the  officers  who  will 
manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  for  the  first  year.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himself 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  fully  meet  and  competently  transact 
the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should  not 
be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive  use 
of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of  knowl¬ 
edge;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical  literature; 
he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations  as  seem  to 
be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to  detract  from 
the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association,  especially  is  trying 
to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the  articles 
of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these  publications, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these  and  discourage  the 
use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 


Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Those 
from  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these;  all  goods  received  in  error 
or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported  as  are 
shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not  included 
in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if  used,  should 
be  credited  to  the  party  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  any  division  of  quantity 
purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His 
Fellow-Pharmacist 

First — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  “do  as  he  would  be 
done  by.”  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  generally 
or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way  discredit 
the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either  physicians  or 
laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiously,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  preparations, 
labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariably  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming  proper 
responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copy,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another,  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally  agreeable  to  both  parties; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second—He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  of 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  containers 
unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient  should 
request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For  External 
Use,”  “Poison,”  “Caution”  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the  wishes  of  the 
prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family  is  not  jeopardized. 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with  the 
physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness;  changes 
in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus¬ 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His  Patrons 

First — He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  something  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 
them. 

Third — He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions;  the  time  required  for  the  proper  prepara¬ 
tion  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble 


Whereas,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly  or¬ 
ganized,  and 

WThereas,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharmacists, 
Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and  ought  to  be, 
of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of  just, 
yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard  against  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who  are  thoroughly  competent. 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention  ass¬ 
embled  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  association  and 
adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 

Constitution 


Article  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  reputable 
Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may,  by 
thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy, 
promote  scientific  research  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines  to 
regularly  educated  pharmacists.

Article  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary  members. 

Article  IV. 

The-  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  of  this  Committee  three  are  to  be 
elected  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  one  from  Eastern  Shore,  and  one 
from  the  Western  Shore  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

All  Officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  have  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

Article  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing,  and,  after  being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  .the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 


By-Laws 


Article  I. 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Association: 
he  shall  announce  ail  business  received  and  submit  all  proper  motions  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Association.  Upon  calling  the  yeas  and  nays, 
and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote;  upon  all  other  occasions  he 
shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject,  however, 
to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  their  appointment 
is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  an  address  upon  any  subject  he 
may  elect,  and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  suitable 
to  promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  this 
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Association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign  all  certificates  of  member¬ 
ship,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  authenticate  the 
proceedings  by  his  signature. 

Article  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of  rank. 

Article  III. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be, 
ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing 
Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all  reports,  essays  and 
papers  of  every  description,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  edit,  publish  and  distribute  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred 
dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  reside  at  or  near  the  place  of  annual 
meeting  and  have  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  same. 

Article  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  hold  all  dues  and  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues.  He  shall 
at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a  copy  of  same  to  the  Association. 
He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall 
be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  fifty  dollars. 

Article  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll;  shall  investi¬ 
gate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have  charge  of  all 
business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

Article  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings  shall 
be  called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  directed  to  the 
President;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted  on  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a  majority 
of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice  be  given 
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of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  meeting  in  special  session.  A  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  President  may  designate 
which  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees,  especially,  shall  attend. 

Article  VII. 

The- officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  be  intrusted  to  it. 

Article  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  or 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing  and 
their  representatives,  Teachers  of  Botany,  Materia  Medica  or  any  other 
science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy  are  eligible  to  active  membership  and 
shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end  May 
31.  Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  two  dollars,  except 
clerks  in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  shall  be 
payable  in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  and  by  them  reported  to  the  Association. 
Election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot.  Five  black  balls  shall  defeat  an 
election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote,  shall 
be  declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  following. 

Any  member  three  years  in  arrears  lor  his  annual  dues  shall,  after 
due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights  as  a  member. 

Any  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Association  desir¬ 
ing  to  renew  his  membership  may  do  so  by  paying  the  current  dues. 

Article  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association;  provided, 
however,  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending  member 
and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 
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Article  XI. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  twenty 
dollars  shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  after  exempt  from 
the  paying  of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership 
as  a  life  member. 

Article  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  will  be  issued  to  any  member  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

Article  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Article  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of  merit 
may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  Association,  and  be  entitled  to 
all  privileges  of  the  Association,  excepting  the  right  to  vote  and  to  hold 
office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business  for 
each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of  program 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

Article  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  members  so  elected, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  one  as  a  member 
of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the  member  of  the  said 
board  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next  following. 

Article  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually: 

A  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  report  annually  upon  adulterations  in  drugs,  chem¬ 
icals  and  other  preparations  handled  by  pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Adulterations,  consisting  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  consider  and  report  upon  such  matters  of  trade 
interest  to  pharmacists  as  may  to  them  appear-of  interest  and  value. 
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A  Committee  on  Legislation  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  submit  to  the  next 
Legislature  of  this  State  the  draft  of  such  laws  as  may  seem  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  from  danger  and  loss  resulting  from  the  adulteration 
of  foods  and  medicines,  and  from  the  danger  resulting  from  permitting 
incompetent  persons  to  compound  and  dispense  medicines.  They  shall 
also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  both  State  and  National  bodies  all 
needed  legislation  pertaining  to  Pharmacy. 

A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting  upon  all  kindred 
scientific  progress,  and  to  propound  such  scientific  and  practical  questions' 
for  investigation  and  reply  and  such  prescription  difficulties  for  discussion 
as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

A  Committee  on  Lawrs,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  proposed  amendments  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  residing  in  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land  to  become  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  suggest  means  whereby 
the  membership  may  be  increased. 

A  Committee  on  Deceased  Members,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  upon  the  death  of  members 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  to  present  fitting  memorials  for 
publication. 

A  Committee  on  Medical  Societies,  composed  of  five  members, 
wffiose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  Medical  Societies  on  behalf  of  this 
Association,  and  present  such  papers  as  may  be  deemed  desirable  for  the 
advancement  of  more  cordial  relations  between  physicians  and  pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Ethics,  composed  of  three  members,  wdiose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  formulate  such  matters  bearing  on  the  ethics 
of  the  profession  as  may  be  by  them  deemed  desirable. 

A  Committee  on  Entertainment,  composed  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

A  Committee  on  Publicity,  composed  of  three  members,  who  shall 
co-operate  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press,  keep  the  public  informed 
as  to  the  activities  of  this  Association  and  advised  on  matters  of  general 
interest. 

A  Committee  om  New  Remedies,  composed  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  print  and  distribute  to  the  members  a  list  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  new  chemicals  that  have  come  into  general  use  during  the  year. 
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Article  XVIII. 

Section  1  (Authorization).  The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  be  a  permanent  organization 
to  aid  in  the  up-building  and  entertainment  of  the  Association. 

Section  2  (Membership).  Membership  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  Traveler  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  only  such  Traveler  members.  (Every  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall 
be  a  regular  active  Member  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association), 
and  nothing  in  this  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
deprive  him  of  any  of  his  rights  or  privileges  as  such. 

Section  3  (Dues).  Each  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  pay  the 
regular  dues  in  the  sum  of  $2.00  per  annum  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall  pay  $3.00  in  annual  dues  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Section  4  (Funds).  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an  appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together 
with  the  dues  paid  by  its  Members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds 
as  it  may  collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertainment 
for  the  Association  at  its  annual  meetings. 

Section  5  (Function).  The  President  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  shall  appoint  an  entertainment  committee  of  three  from 
among  the  Members  of  the  Association  who  are  also  Members  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  two  other  members  of  the  Association,  which  Committee 
shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
program  of  entertainment  for  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6  (Powers).  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and  the  Entertain¬ 
ment  Committee,  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
at  its  annual  meetings. 


Article  XIX. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one  session,  and 
may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session  and  the  propo¬ 
sition  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 


Maryland  Pharmacy  Law 

1910 

Article  43;  Public  General  Laws,  Title  “Health” 
Sub-Title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 


Section  141.  (1902  Chapter-  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  pharma¬ 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy;  it  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions; 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  142.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions 
are  compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store/’ 
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Druggist,”  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottle  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  143.  (1902  Chapter  179.  1906  Chapter  585, 

Sec.  4.)  The  Governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are 
skilled  and  competent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’ 
active  pharmaceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in 
the  retail  drug  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of 
pharmacy  or  medicine,  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
and  three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
and  shall  hold  office  as  follows:  One  to  serve  five  years,  one 
four  years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year 
from  the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor 
to  designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Cpurt  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  144.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.^1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
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by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder;  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by- 
*  laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board;  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State. 

Section  145.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.)  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct. 
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Section  146.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec. 7.)  Any  person 

who  on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration 
in  Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  147.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  11. 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3.)  An  person  who  has  had  four 
years’  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  are  daily  compounded  and  has  reached  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  after  examination  by  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  by  it  deemed  competent,  shall  be 
registered  as  pharmacist  and  given  a  certificate  of  such  regis¬ 
tration.  Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary 
ten  days  before  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  board  and  shall 
pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 

Any  person  who  has  had  two  years’  active  experience  in  a 
pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily  com¬ 
pounded  and  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who, 
after  examination  by  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  shall 
by  it  be  deemed  competent,  shall  be  registered  as  assistant 
pharmacist  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  ten  days  before  any  of  its  stated  meetings,  and  pay  to 
the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  148.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sw'orn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  147.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 
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Section  149.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist’s  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  325.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  150.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certi¬ 

ficate  obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the 
offender  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprison¬ 
ment  for  thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  151.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chap¬ 

ter  585,  Sec.  14A.)  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations 
with  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  like¬ 
wise,  and  whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the 
awards  and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of 
registered  pharmacists,  applicants  for  registration  under  this 
clause  to  produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  their 
previous  examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board  and 
paying  the  secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the 
accustomed  fee;  applicants  >  in  addition  will  be  required  to 
furnish  satisfactory  record  as  to  their  morality,  sobriety  and 
close  observance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life 
of  a  pharmacist. 

*Section  152.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  15^. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Sections  15  and  1  Sp2.)  The  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County. 

Section  153.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  16.)  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  Sections 
141,  149,  151  and  152  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  general 
merchants  of  the  counties  of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City 
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from  selling  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  have  heretofore 
been  handled  by  the  general  merchants  of  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land.

Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

Chapter  474 — Law  Relating  to  the 
Traffic  in  Cocaine,  Etc. 


An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904;  the  same  having  been 
codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  Section  237  of  Article  27, 
and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  so  as  to  form 
four  sections  of  said  Article  27  of  said  Code,  to  be  headed 
“Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and  to  be  numbered  237,  23 7A, 
23 7B  and  23 7C,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  that  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  of  1904,  the  same  having  been  cod¬ 
ified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  section  237  of  Article  27,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repeated  and  re-enacted  with  amend¬ 
ments,  so  as  to  form  four  Sections  of  said  Article  27,  to  be 
headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and  to  be  numbered 
237,  23 7A,  23 7B,  23 7C,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

HEALTH-NARCOTIC  DRUGS 

SECTION  237.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 
chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or  compound  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original  written  order  or 
prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of  good  standing  in  his 
profession,  not  of  intemperate  habits  or  addicted  to  the  use 
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of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State 
for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years  or  both 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  for  each  offense.  Provided, 
that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laud- 
num  or  to  bona  fide  proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  two- 
fifths  grain  of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  two-fifths  grain 
of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin, 
or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  once; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed  physi¬ 
cian,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery 
in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  237A.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda- 
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num  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hy¬ 
drate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the  peni- 
itentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
druggist  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician,  den¬ 
tist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession  not 
of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  anv 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  23 7B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds,  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under  his  care 
and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  necessary 
for  their  professional  treatment;  and  no  practitioner  of 
veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
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his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
that  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  to  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 
or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  237C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
237,  237A,  237B  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought 
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against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  e’ecutive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion. 

SEC.  2.  And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  all  criminal 
proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be  hereafter  instituted 
for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be  instituted,  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination  and 
judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Maryland  Poison  Law 


Chapter  586,  Legislature  1906 
An  Act  Regulating  the  Sale  of  Poisonous  Drugs 
in  the  State  of  Maryland. 


SECTION  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  retail  any  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  poisons:  Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive 
sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipitate,  bichromide  of 
mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych¬ 
nine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts>  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its  prepara¬ 
tions,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica, 
henbane,  sabine,  ergot,  croton  oil,  cantharides,  creosote, 
digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  cotton  root, 
chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  mineral  acids, 
carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly  labeling 
the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is  contained, 
with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison”  and  the 
name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the  poisons  above  enum¬ 
erated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold,  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to 
be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book  to 
be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  The  provisions 
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of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  these  sections  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law 
of  Maryland 

Chapter  794,  Approved  April  13,  1914 


A  BILL  ENTITLED 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  and  dispensing  of  bichloride 
of  mercury  in  tablet  form  for  antiseptic  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  that  all  tablets  made  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  render  said  tablets  strong  enough  for 
antiseptic  purposes,  each  tablet  shall  be  triangular,  diamond, 
square,  oblong,  or  other  irregular  shape,  and  the  color  of  each 
and  every  one  of  said  tablets  shall  be  blue,  green  or  purple 
with  the  word  “Poison”  impressed  or  embossed  upon  it. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  dispense  or  give 
away  bichloride  of  mercury  in  tablet  form,  if  said  tablets 
contain  more  than  one-tenth  of  a  grain  of  the  said  bichloride 
of  mercury,  unless  tablets  are  of  the  color  and  shape,  and 
marked  as  described  in  Section  1  of  this  Bill. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  bottle 
in  which  said  tablets  for  antiseptic  purposes  of  bichloride  of 
mercury  are  sold,  dispensed,  or  given  away,  shall  have  the 
word  “Poison”  blown  in  one  side  of  said  bottle,  and  a  label 
on  the  opposite  side  bearing  the  word  “Poison”  in  con¬ 
spicuous  letters. 
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Section  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person 
or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  or  City 
Jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  three  months 
or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
